On the 13th they ftopped at Bru/ano, wher 
the inhabitants informed them that a band of 
robbers had the night before broken into two 
houfes, and not contented with plundering 
them, tortured the peafants by putting fir 
between their fingers, to oblige them to deliver 
their money. ‘Thefe robbers were fo clofely 
purfued, that Mr. Hanway and his attendants 
found hams and other provifions they hac 
dropped in their flight. Upon the road the 
had frequent opportunities of obferving in what 
manner the peafants render their huts habita- 
ble during the feverity of the cold weather.) 
Few of thefe having chimneys, the {fmoke ofj 
the ftoves is carried out through the windows ;} 
by this means they are filled with fo thick a 
cloud of fmoke, that it is impoffible to breathe 
at above two or three feet from the floor, till 
the wood is burnt to afhes; and therefores 
thofe who would not be fuffocated muft crawl

By the admiralty, where fhips of war are 
built, is a magnificent palace, fituated on the 
fouth bank of the Newa, near the centre o 
the city, andin the eaftern part is the fummer 
palace and gardens, which abound in fine fta- 
tues and delightful walks: yet being a dead 
flat it can produce but little variety. Near it 
is the theatre, where /talian operas and Freach 
comedies are acted at the Emprefs’s expence,| 
to which foreignerswho make any appearance,| 
are admitted, Mafquerades, balls and con- 
certs are alfo frequent at court. . Two poets, 
our Author obferves, have lately ftarted up as 
it were from a ftate of darknefs, and wrote 
tragedies according to modern dramatic rules: 
Lord Axn/fon’s voyage round the world, Telema- 
chus, and feveral other books have alfo been 


Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth Petrowna, the daughter of Peter 
e Great by the Emprefs Catharine, is one 
f the moft accomplifhed ladies of her rank, 
or was her perion lefs amiable; but time 
hich wears off the charms of youth, has ren- 
ered her corpulent ; yet fhe is very active, 
ances, hunts, and rides on horfeback: fhe 
ems to delight chiefly in felect companies, 

the houfes of her favourites. 

This Emprefs wears the order of St. Andrew, 
hich is a biue ribbon: the number of Knights 

this order are near fixty ; but itis not con- 
ned. The order of St. Alexander is inferior 
> this, and confifts of thirty-fix Knights who 
ear a red ribbon: there is alfo an order of 
t. Anne of Holfein, which is diftinguifhed by 
ed ftriped with yellow, and another of St. Ca- 
barine, which is red with a filver edge, and is 
ntended only for women. 

Peterfourgh was founded by Peter the Great 
i the beginning of the prefent century, and 
ay now be confidered as the modern polite 


hetropolis. ‘Though it was fo lately a mo- 


als, it is now an elegant and fuperb city, very 
ealthy, and abounding in all the neceflaries, 
d many of the fuperfluities of life. It is 
anged on both fides of the Neva, exeending 
eartwo Exglifh miles from eaft to weft. At 
e upper end of the north fide is the citadel, 
hich is more famous for the number of lives 
coft in building, than for its ftrength: it 
Dntains a ftately church, in which are depo- 
ed the remains ofits founder Peter the Great, 
dhis Emprefs Catharine, and it is alfoa 
prifon 
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prifon for offenders againft the ftate. The 
city has neither walls nor gates; but the 
marfhy land near it to the north and fouth, 
and the Gulph of Fiziand to the eaft, rende 
it difficult of approach for an army. As Pete 
the Great took Amflerdam for his model, it i 
divided by feveral canals ; but from the reluc 
tance with which it was originally begun bj 
his fubjeéts, and from errors in the plan, : 
part of it fill remains unexecuted, and i 
others the houfes are too near the canal ; but 
there are fome regular, broad, and well bu 
{treets, and feveral very noble edifices. The 
Emprefs’s fondnefs for building has contributed 
to the beauty of the city ; for befides the tw 
royal palaces already mentioned, fhe has built 
a noble one faid to be intended for the Great 
Duke. There is alfo a nunnery lately erected 
and at Czar/cho Zelo, about fifteen Engli/h mile 
diftant, is another royal palace. Thefe edi 
fices are moftly of brick plaftered over, fo 4 
to make an elegant appearance ; but the wor 
- 4s generally done in a hurry, and the maten 
als are not very durable. An Ltalian architeé 
being eftablithed in Rafa, notwithftanding th 
difference of climate, the tafte of Zraly is adopt 
ed in almoft all their houfes, and though th 
feverity of the cold is fo great, they abount 
much more in windewsthan our houfes in Eng 
land. ‘The number of people in Peterfburg i 
generally computed at. 250,000, including th 
garrifon, which is numerous; but in reckon 
ing the fubjects throughout the whole empire 
it is laid down as a rule, that the nando ant 
even 
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eventy fifth male raifes an army of near 50,000 

en, and confequently, fuppofing an equal 
umber of females, the whole may be reckon- 
d, 17,500,000; but the tributary Tarzars, the 
Rufian Ukraine, and the conquered provinces 

e not included in this account. The reve- 
ues of the Rufian empire, which were former- 
y only five millions, are now encreafed to fif- 
en millions of rubles, or three millions fter- 
ng, and are yet improveable, without diftreff- 
ag the fubject. 

As to the climate of Rufia, it differs ex- 
emely in the feveral parts of it iricluded in 
urope, and {till more in their 4fatzc dominions. 
t Peterfourg, February generally brings with it 
bright fun and aclear fky, every object feems 
> glitter with gems, and the nerves become 
raced by the cold. There is then no’ {mall 
mufement in riding in fledges upon the fnow, 
) thofe who from the length of the winter, 
ave forgot the much fuperior pleafure which 
ature prefents, when cloathed in all her ver- 

re. : 

March is frequently attended with fhowers, 
rhich, with the heat of the fun, penetrate the 
e: this is generally three quarters of ayard 

ick on the Neva, and in fome great rivers to 

e north-eaft much thicker. This renders it 
ke an honey-comb, and about the end of that 
onth it ufually breaks up. 

The month of 4gri/is frequently very warm ; 
mmer feems to precede the {pring ; for it 1s 
metimes the firft of Fuze before any confide- 
ableverdure appears, and then the intenfe heat 

brings 
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brings it on fo faft, that the eye can difcover 
its progrefs from day to day. Till the middle 
of Fuly it feems to be one continued day, the 
{un not intirely difappearing above two hours 
in the twenty-four; but the delight which thi 
feafon naturally affords, is confiderably abated 
by the extreme heat of the weather ; however, 
a week feldom paffes without the air being re- 
frefhed by foutherly and weiterly winds, whic 

often bring gentle fhowers. Our Author, who 
refided about five years in this city, once ex. 
perienced a delightful autumn to the endo 
September; but this rarely happens: dAuxuguf 
clofes the fcene, fo that there are hardly above 
three months of fummer. 

September generally brings rain and froft 
the feverity of both isincreafed in Odober, 
and in November. the Neva is always frozen. 
Then comes on the feafon for the eafy an 
{peedy conveyance on the fnow, which bring: 
frefh provifions to market a thoufand Exzgii/ 
miles by land, and the beef of Archangel 1 
often eaten at Peterfourg. In December and Fa 
nuary the cold is fo very intenfe, that the poo 
who are overtaken by liquor, or expofed to the 
air in open places, are frequently frozen. t 
death. But the abundance of birch and alder 
with which the Rufiaus are fupplied, and the 
commodioufnefs of their ftoves, enable them t 
introduce any degree of. heat into their houfes, 

The Rufians arefor the moft part of a middle 
ftature, though many of them are tall and 
comely. The common people are fond of thei 
ancient cuftoms, and though the majorly of 

them 
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nem fubmit to modern improvements, many 
hufe to fuffer great inconveniencies, and to 
pay additional taxes, rather than cut off their 
yeards, and conform to fome regulations with 
e{pect to religion. Women in general are not 
o amiable in Xufia as in many other countries: 
ndeed they daub themfelyes fo much with 
paint, as to conceal’ the graces which nature 
may be prefumed to have beftowed on them; 
or they generally profefs, that if they have 
ufficient plumpnefs, they can procure them- 
elves beauty. es : 
The common people are cloathed with fong 
oats made of drefled fheep-fkins with the wool 
owards their bodies; their legs and feet are 
waddled with acoarfe cloath, fecured by a 
ord of reeds, and their fandals are of the 
ame materials... Their caps are lined with 
r, and cover the ears and neck, as well 
s the head: they wear fafhes. round their 
waifts, and double gloves, one of woollen 
nd the other of leather, which take in 
he hand without any diftinétion, except the 
humb, and thefe are an effential part of 
M@eneir cloathing. However, people of any 
ank generally drefs as we do in England, 
xcept wearing a full great coat Jined with 
r, with a-deep quilted or fur lined cap, 
hen they go abroad. The women of the 
bwer clafs, befides their petticoats, wear 
mreep-fkins likethe men; but thofe who move 
jm a higher fphere, wear flewered filk 
oaks, lined with furs, of which the moft com- 
mpon fort is white hares. Ladies of great di- 
Vou. XY. oe * {tinction 
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ftinétion have them lined with rich furs, an 
almoft conftantly wear them.

‘Our Author leaves Peterfburg. A View of # 
Emprefs’s Palace at Strelna Mufa and P 
serLoff A Defcription of Crontftadt, Reve 

and Dantzic. 


N the oth of July 1750, Mr. Ha 

left Peterfburg, and travelling along tl 
banks of the. Neva, came to the palace « 
Strelna Mufa, which is about twenty werl 
from Peterfburg. It is fituated on an eminence 
and commands an extenfive view of the Gul 
of Finland. It was intended to be a more gral 
and elegant building than Peterhoff, and tl 
gardens were laid out in a fine tafte; but t 
death of Peter the Great, together with 
badnefs of the foundation, put a ftop to 
profecution of the defign. The prefent E 
pref has caufed many of her courtiers to bu 
country houfes on the fouth of the road | 
tween this palace and that of Peterhoff: amt 
thefe the houfe and gardens of Baron Wolf 
moft diftinguifhed for their extent and beaut 
however, moft of thefe country houfes 
built of "wood, and little expence is beftow 
on the gardens. 


P 
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Peter the Great left Peterboff a mean build- 
ng; but it has been greatly enlarged and 
eautified by the prefent Emprefs. The water- 
orks are compared to thofe of Ver/ailles, with 
his difference in their favour, that the waters 

Peterhoff are more {weet. ‘This palace is 
tuated on an eminence, on the fouth fide of 
he Gulph of Fizland, of which it commands 
n extenfive profpect, as well as of the ifland 
f Cronfadt. The foreft of Mafts that appears 
rom the bafons of that ifland during the fum- 
ner feafon, gives the idea of a flourshing 
ommerce; but the gardens of Peterhoff, tho’ 
hey afford a great variety of {cenes, yet lying 
aoftly on a dead flat, and the walks being of 
and, they fall incomparably fhort of thofe be- 
pnging to the feats of many noblemen in Exg- 
and, 

Mr. Hanway paffing the Gulph arrived at 
ronfiadt, where being detained for feveral days 
y tempeftuous weather, he had an oppor- 
nity of examining the dry dock contrived by 
eter the Great, which is one of the greatett 
uriofities in the world of its kind. It ex- 
ends about 700 fathoms, is fixty feet broad at 
he bottom, eighty feet at the top, and 1s 
orty feet deep, having flood-gates in different 
arts. It is intended to receive fourteen fhips 
f the line of battle. ‘There is a grand refer- 
bir, which was then dug almoft etghteen feet 
bwer than the docks, and is confequently neat 
xty feet deep: it is about fix hundred feet 
ong, and three hundred feet broad. The 
land of Croz/fadt is near fifteen miles in cir- 

Cz cumference; 
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cumference; but very barren: the town is fup. 
ofed to have near 25,000 inhabitants, in- 
cluding foildiers and failors. nd 
On the 15th, Mr. Hanway embarked ina 
{mall yatch belonging to Dentzic, and on the 
18th landed at Revel, when he was conducted, 
to the commander of the port, of whom it 
was neceffary, according to cuftom, to ak 
permiffion to enter the town. This place isi -. 
the capital of Hffoxia, and is fifty leagues di- HB}, 
ftant from Petersburg; it fubmitted to Peter the 
Great by capitulation in 1710, and is only taxed 
with the fupport ofa garrifon of 5000 foldiers 
with quarters, and 3000 feamen with not only 
quarters, but fire and candle. Within the 
walls are about fix hundred houfes, containing 
near 8000 fouls, and the fuburbs are large and 
well inhabited. The people feem to be formal 
and referved; but are extremely induftrious, 
and live in fuch fecurity, that oo might fleep 
with their doors open. The houfes which are 
of the moft durable materials, feem all pre- 
pared for the reception of merchandize: the 
firft apartment into which one enters refem- 
bling a large warehoufe. The country abounds 
in corn, of which they have generally great 
magazines. ‘This was formerly a free town, 
_ and one of the greateft ports in the Baltic; 
_ Narva being its only competitor. The Ra/- 
fians then brought the produce of their owa 
country, as well as that of Perfa, to this 
market; but when our Author was there the 
trade was very inconfiderable. 


Great 
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Great part of the city ftands upon an emi- 
ence, and is defended by outworks, a moat, 
nd a wall about fix feet thick, and forty in 
eight. ‘The ftreets are neither broad nor re- 
ular, but the houfes are lofty, and have fteep 
oofs to carry off the fnow. The town-houte 
san ancient building, and contains nothing 
emarkable, but fome fine paintings, which 
re in great efteem. Here are four Lutheran 
hurches for the citizens, and one for the pea- 
ants of the adjacent country; alfo two Greek 
hurches for the ufe of the Ruffans. 

On the 19th, Mr. Hanway reimbarked, and 

e next day reached the height of Gotland, an 

and about 70 miles long, and 20 broad in 
he middle, diminifhing at each end almott to 

point. It belongs to the Swedes, and has 
ghteen towns and villages: but though it 
yas formerly very rich, it has been fo often 
lundered in time of war, that the inhabitants 
re not in the moft flourifhing fituation. 

On the 24th in the morning, our Author 
ntered the /iffula, which has two branches 
p to Dantzic, the deepeft of which is formed 

to acanal, and there is a caftle about two 
tnglifh miles from the town. This city is 
bout three Ezglifh miles in circumference, and 

ell fortified with lofty works and a double 
itch of water ; where thefe are weakett, which - 
on the weft fide, the country may be eatfily 

id under water. Thefe works require twelve 
r fifteen hundred men to defend them; but 
le town cannot afford above feven hundred. 
by the civil behaviour of the foldiers to ftran- 

C3 gers, 
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gers, one may eafily obferve the difference 
between troops in the immediate pay of citi- 
zens, and thofe under crowned heads. The 
houfes of Dantzic are generally five ftories 
high, which makes the ftreets appear the nar- 
rower, efpecially as the entrance into the 
houfes is by four or five ftone fteps, and a bal- 
cony, both which make a projection of ten or 
twelve feet: they are kept clean after the man- 
ner of the Dutch, though with lefs — 
Many of the ftreets are planted with wild 
cheinut-trees about 30 feet high, which af- 
ford an agreeable fhelter ; but the inhabitants 
are more agreeable than their houfes and trees. 
The women refemble the Ezg/i/) in their fta- 
ture, countenance and air; but the bad ones 
make a market of their beauty in the neigh- 
bouring countries, where they are remarkably 
eminent in a profeffion that is apt to convert 
beauty into deformity, and health into difeafe. 
The women of diftinétion affect the manners of 
the Poles, andthe moft refpeétful way of fa- 
luting a lady is to kifs her hand, if one does not 
chufe to ftoop fo low as the hem of her petticoat, 
as is commonly practifed by the Poles. 

A republican {pirit prevails in this great 
trading city, which is under the proteétion of 
the Poles. The arfenal contains a good col- 
lection of arms; but as in moft places of the 
like nature, it has many that are old and ufe- 
lefs. They pretend to have 150 large brais 
cannon, fome of which are faid to weigh 
15,000 pounds. 

Among 
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Among the curiofities that moft engaged our 
huthor’s attention, was the great Lutheran 
hurch, which is an ancient ftructure that hag 
ot been much changed by the eftablifhment of 
he proteftant religion in this city ; for it was 
greed by treaties to leave the crucifixes, 

ages and pictures, asin the times of popery. 
hey fhew a very curious piece of painting 
n wood, of the refurrection by Van Dyck, It 
smuch admired, particularly forthe hands and 
aces, and is {aid to be one of the firft perfor- 
nances in oil colours; yet 1s fo perfect, and 
lelicate, as to bear the niceft examination. 

The moft contiderable branch of the trade 
of Danizic is that of corn, which is brought 
py the Polanders, in large barks of about so 
ons burthen, down the Yzfala. In plentiful 
rears thefe barks annually amount to about 
600. As thefe cargoes are often expofed to 
he weather, it is cuftomary to {pread their 
ails on the banks of the river, and to dry their 
orn upon them. They alfo export bees-wax 
© the annual amount of near 1000 {chip- 
pounds; befides narrow linens, facking, pot- 
afh, pearl-afh, pipe-ftaves, and oak plank. 
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Our Author leaves Dantzic, and travels through 
Pomerania ¢o Berlin, which is defcribed. A 
concife Account of the King’s Palace in that 
City, and of the Palaces of Charlottenburg, 
Potidam, azd Sans Souci.

R. Hanway having fpent a week very 
agreeably at Dantzic, provided a cha- 
riot, and-took leave of his friends. The ter- 
ritories of this-city extend weftward between 
two and three German miles*. The country is 
agreeable, but the foil feems mean. He then 
paffed through a {mall tract of Poli/h Pruffa, 
where the inhabitants are miferably poor. 
“a. Dunemorfe, which is five German miles 
from Dantzic, he entered Pruffiian Pomerania, 
where the face of things began to change much 
for the better. He then proceeded to Stolpe, a 
{mall city,. furrounded with corn and meadow 
lands, wherethe inhabitants feem to wear their 
chains with great chearfulneis. The common 
people have a imattering of the French lan-

He proceeded three German miles to Schlave, 
er an open pleafant.country of arable lands, 
retty well inhabited, though the foil is fandy, 
dcan therefore produce but flender crops.

He next arrived at Koeninfburg, a {mall town 
the Oder, and from thence travelled three 
iles to Angermund, paffing over the Oder on 
bridge of timber. On the north bank is a 
ne palace and garden belonging to the mar- 
rave of Schwedt, with avery neat town of 
efame name adjacent. The avenue to the 
bridge 
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bridge and town is thrown up between me: 
dow lands; it is planted on each fide witl 
willows, as the other fide of the town is wit 
wild chefnuts, which intercept the view ¢ 
the corn and tobacco fields. Near this pla 
Mr. Hanway faw the bodies of two malefacto 
who had been broke on the wheel: he ob 
ferves, that near every town a gallows i 
erected on an eminence, though the good gc 
vernment of this country renders execution 
very rare. 

The palace of the Margrave makesa ftrikins 


figure, as it is the only obje& that has the ap 


pearance of grandeur or ftate, on the roa 
aa from Dantzic. The men of family an 

ortune in this country all flock to court; ar 
agriculture, from which they derive their fug 
port, receives no improvement from their per 
{onal attendance. 

From hence he proceeded to Berlin, and th 
nearer he approached to that city, the more h 
found the face of things improve; but hen 
are no inclofures to beautify the profpect, no 
richnefs of foil to exhibtt that perpetual ver 
dure which Exglandenjoys. From Dantzic tq 
Berlin is fifty-feven German miles, which a 
computed to be equal to 250 Englifh mile:

> the reft, it being the old apartment once 
thabited by the prefent king’s grandfather,

*Tis a pleafure to obferve the preat cecono- 
yof this court, the apartments in the palace

ver, each weighing fix centners, or 660 
ounds, and there is a grand crown luftre of 
seventeen centners. ‘There are alfo pieces of 
hree, four or five centners, and a grand mu- 
c gallery finely ornamented, all of filver : one 
nd of a large apartment, for about twenty 
set high, and as many broad, 1s richly fur- 
thed with gilt plate: all this is merely pa- 

rade, — 
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rade, the court having other fervices of pl: 
‘fof ufe. 

The king’s particular apartments are el 
gant; but have nothing extraordinary ; tl 
prevailing tafte is white ftucco and gildin 
Several of the private apartments have table 
with pens, ink, and loofe papers, which i 
_ dicate the difpatch of bufinefs, more than tl 
regularity and elegance one naturally expeé 
to find in a royal palace. The hall has fev 
ral good paintings, and the grand {faloon | 
adorned with four pieces of tapeftry, repre 
fenting our Saviour driving out the money 
changers, his wafhing the difciples feet, th 
miraculous draught of fifhes, and his laft fu 
per. ‘The throne in the audience chamber! 
of velvet embroidered with gold in a grani 
tafte; but not. loaded with ornaments. The 
is nothing extraordinary in the old quarter « 
the palace, except a bed of crimfon velve 
_ which has above two hundred cyphers wil 
electoral growns, all fet with pearls, and th 
chairs in this room are in the fame tafte. It! 
ufual for perfons of the royal blood to lie 1 
this bed on the firft night of their marriage. 

The arfenal forms one fide of the palac 
and is faid to be well furnifhed with arms 
but as the vifiting it is attended with fom 
difagreeable ceremonies, our Author decline 
it. This is a very elegant ftructure; but hi 
rather too great a profufion of ornaments 
thefe are, however, extremely well adapted t 
the nature of the building: but of this rs 
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difice the reader may form a more perfect 
dea from. the plate we have here given. 
From the palace, he went to the library, 
hich, he fays, would be a mean apartment 
ora common fchool. But all who appear 
ike gentlemen have the liberty of reading here 
rom ten in the morning till two in the after- 
noon. Here are 500 Bibles of different lan- 
yuages and editions, and one kept as a kind 
of relict, faid to be that which Carles I. King 
of England ufed when he was beheaded. It 
was prefented by Dr. Fuxton, to the elector of 
Brandenburg. Here is alfo the koran in manu- 
cript in a {mall octagon ; the character is fo 
inute, and the paper fo thin, as to be only 
one inch arid a half in bulk: there are like- 
wife feveral manufcripts on religion, morals, 
and politics, faid to be wrote by cardinal 
Mazarin. | 

The opera houfe is an elegant modern edi- 
fice; the fcenes are {fplendid, and in an exqui- 
fite tafte. It has three galleries, and will con- 
tain about two thoufand perfons. The columns 
that fupport the roof, are calculated to throw 
the wholeinto.a grandfaloon, but are apt toob- 
ftruct the movement of the fcenes. The or- 
cheftra confifts of about 50 muficians, who are 
paid avery moderate price for their labour. 
This: amufement is entirely fupported at the 
king’s expence, and rendered in fome degree 
fubfervient to the ends of government. ‘The 
extreme delight the king takes in mufic, and 
the great knowledge he has of that {ci 1ce, 
have carried this entertainment to a very .. gh 
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perfection. In the upper galleries on ea 
fide of the ftage, fix trumpeters are feate 
who falute the Queen-confort when fhe enter 
the houfe or retires; but the King himfelf 
who aéts in a {phere fuperior to the rules 
pompous ceremony, forbids this falutation t 
his own perfon. 

Mon Bijou was the refidence of the quee 
mother, who was fifter to his late majefty th 
King of Great Britain, This is a little ek 
gant palace. Here is a pretty gallery of blu 
and white porcelain, and in another apartmen 
there are feveral rich pieces of Saxon porcelain 
The gardens are {mall, and proportioned to th 
fize of the building. | 

- Thecity of Berlin has a regular fortification 
though it isnot very formidable. Strange 


-temark, that Berlim is a little Paris, the Frena 


language being generally as well underftood ; 
the German. The city abounds in elegant 
ftruétures and regular ftreets, and is near on 
third as big as London; but does not contail 
gore than’an eighth part of the inhabitants 
from whence. it. may be eafily accounted for 
why grafs is -found growing in many 0 
their principal. ftreets. The people her 
make woollen cloth fufficient for the army 
and great part of their home confumption 
They are fupplied with linen from 9lefa 
Many thoufand French manufacturers havin; 
found proteétion in this country, gold ant 
filver lace, and wrought filks are hardly to b 
bought in any other place fo cheap. It wa 
with furprize our Author learnt that the en 
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irons of Berlin produce 400 pounds weight of 
aw filk. Some of the courtiers who efpoufe 
ommercial fchemes, flattered themfelves that 
he climate would admit of a large production 
f this kind ; but it does not promife the fuc- 
fs expected. 

Before Mr. Hanway took his final leave of 
Berlin, his curiofity carried him to Charlotten- 
urg, which is about a German mile diftant 
rom the city. This palace was founded by 
he king’s grandfather, and his prefent ma- 
{ty has finifhed it according to his own tafte, 
hich is extremely elegant. There is a range 
f about ten apartments well difpofed, adorned 
yith white ftucco and gilding. ‘The ball-room 
s worthy of the king who is faid to have de- 
gnedit. it has ten windows on each fide, 

d befides the ftucco and gilding, which are 
ere ficher than in the other rooms, it is 
dorned with bufts, ftatues, and large pier 
lafles. The gardens are laid out with tafte, 
nd the ftatues well difpofed. 

It will not be here either improper or un- 
ntertaining to give Mr. Hanway’s character of 

eprefent king of Prufia, diétated by that 

sntleman’s impartiality,:and well known love 

I truth, at a time’when the prejudices of the 
nglifh were ftrongly.raifed againft that prince. 

r, Hanway oblerves, that the king of Prafia 

as then confidered as no friend to Great 

ritain; but adds, there is a pleafure in praifing 
le worthy, whether they happen to be our 
lends or not. Frederick Ii. king of Prufia 
nd elector of Brandenburgh, was born on the 

D 2 24th 
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24th of January 1712, and was the fon of King 
Frederic William, by Sophia Dorothea, the fitter 
of King George II. He afcended the throne on 
the 21ft of May 1740, and, was therefore 24 
years of age when his father died. He had an 
early tafte of literature and the polite arts, and 
diftinguifhed himfelf by the delicacy of his| 
manners, in oppofition to theinelegant cuftoms 
that prevailed at his father’s court. The late 
King Frederic was a lover of drinking, a vice 
which in few countries is more familiar than in 
Germany. The prince abominated this vice, 
and this, with other correfpondent circum 
ftances, at length determined him to leave his 
_ father in a fecret manner, and to go, as it was 
faid he intended, to the Briti/b court; but the 
attempt was fruftrated, and coft an unhapp 
gentleman his head. : 

When princes are really God’s vicegerents 
religion muft be the bafis of their government 
and politics; this prince is however, by manj 
reputed a free-thinker in the wortft fenfe of the 
word; but the rule of his government, ant 
his fuperiority to the vanities and mean grat 
fications of life, does not favour fo harfh 
judgment. So far from adopting Machiavelia 
proces the Axnti-Machiavel is faid to hav 

een wrote by him, or his favourite Voltaire, 1! 
confutation ef thofe maxims which ridicule 
ftrift adherence to equity, and difinterefted lov 
of mankind. | 

One might be tempted to think that com 
mercial projects ina country fo entirely mill 
tary as Prefia, could hardly be brought to an) 

perfection 
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nerfection; yet if we confider the ftrict dif- 
ipline of the Prufian army, it is the more eafy 
o be reconciled. 

There is one circumftance in favour of his 
Prufian Mayjefty beyond any other Prince in 
Europe ; 1 mean the great ceconomy of his go- 
ernment and perfonal expénce. The ailow- 
ance of his table is but 30 crowns, or s/. 5s. a 
lay, fifh and wine excepted, in which he is at 
no great expence. Pot/dam is the favourite 
efidence of the King of Przfia, who here 
avoids the empty ceremonies of a court. He 
ntertains at his table twelve perfons: thofe 
of his minifters moft in favour are firft invited, 
vith thofe of foreign princes who happen to 
be at Pot/dam, and his officers, even to an En- 
ign, fill up the vacant places: but this con- 
lefcenfion, is not thé only means he employs 
o recommend himfelf to the love of his fol- 
fliers. ‘Che meaneft officer knows that his in- 
uries will be redrefled by the King : for where- 
ever his quarters are, he need but write to his 

ajefty, and by the return of the poft he may 
expect an anfwer, frequently wrote by this 
preat Prince’s own hand. Nay, he even fome- 
imes goes fo far as to advife where he thinks 
he party errs in judgment, or is influenced by 
iome unreafonable defire. His converfation is 
ree and eafy, even to jefting; but he paffes 
from the gay to the ferious in an inftant, and 
jupports his dignity both from the fear and 
he affection of thofe abqut him. 

He requires delicate food, but eats moderate- 
ly, and mixes water with his wine; he takes 
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Spanifh {nuff to excefs, fo that his cloaths car 
{carce be clear of it. He ufed to drink libe 
rally of champaign, and eat rich fruits foake 
in ftrong wine; but having been feveral time 
afflicted with fevers, he is become ab{temious, 

He appears rather plump than corpulent 
his face looks full of blood, and his counte 
nance is inclined to the penfive; but is ven 
expreflive, in fome meafure indicating the in 
ceffant labour of ‘his mind. Since the lat 
war he is much broken and ftoops, which take 
off from his figure. He often appears in boots 
and always in his regimentals, which are 
blue frock with filver Brandenbergs, and het 
matter of only one change for the winter, ant 
another for thefummer. Our Author faw hi 
wardrobe, which, indeed, is very mean, 0 
very grand, according to the impreffion it make 
on the fpecétator. The King is in this particu 
lar a copy of Peter the Great. 

His bed, wpich Mr. Hanway particularl 
obferved at Charlottenburg, was in a {mall 
alcove or nich, and confifted of only two mat 
treffes under the cover of a down quilt, with 
out the leaft ornament, or mark of grandeur. 
He often afks his moft familiar favourites, 
they think the condition of a King above al 
others moft defirable ? and then tells them how 
eafily they may rectify their opinion, by ob- 
ferving the great labour and attention the dut 
of a King requires. 

So little does he obferve ufelefs forms, that 
he has rifen from his chair at his writing oi 
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nd caufed his engraver to take his place, and 
vite down the orders which he diétated ftand- 
g. That hehas a high fenfe of friendfhip and 
ratitude, Mr. Hanway thinks it obvious, 
rom a fingle circumftance which happened 
uring his abode at Berlin. Mr. Keith, with 
hom our Author was acquainted, had been 
bliged in the late King’s reign to leave his 
ountry, for his devotion to the fervice of his 
refent Majefty. On his return home that 
yentleman naturally expected a kind reception: 
ut the King having now adopted other prin- 
iples, was refolved to inculcate the neceflity of 
rbedience to the Sovereign ; however, he al- 
owed hima penfion, gave him the rank of 
ieutenant, and placed him near the Queen- 
other. At length being convinced of his 
vorth, he took an opportunity to remember his 
aithfulfervant. On occafion of a mock battle 
ought near Berlin, the king ordered a few 
rees, to an inconfiderable value, to be cut 
down on the eftate of Madam Kzueephau/e, the 
other-in-law of Mr. Kezth, with whom alfo 
r. Keith did not ftand very fair. His Ma- 
efty feeing Mr. Keith at court the day after, 
alled to him, and in very obliging terms afked 
im, ** Will you do me a pleafure? Carry this 
alket to your mother-in-law, with my com- 
bliments, and here is the key of it.” In it 
ere found 10,000 crowns in gold, and a 
ery polite letter to that lady, recommending 
Mr. Keztd to her in the ftrongeft, and moft af- 

ectionate terms, 
With 
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With regard to filial duties, ‘* few privat 
men, fays our Author, treat their parents wit! 
more refpecét than he does his mother*, whon 
he never approaches covered, nor without th 
higheft expreffions of reverence: when he is 1 
Berlin, he vilits her every day; nor does h¢ 
treat his fifters with lefs politenefs. Hei 
civil to his own Queen, but nothing more 
this is a part of his hiftory, which the peopk 
do not talkof. I obferved in the opera-hout 
that he placed the Margravine of Bareith at hit 
right hand; and when he took his leave, re 
tired backwards two or three yards.” 

Befides his great fkill in mufic, in which he 
compofes as well as performs, he has a tate 
for poetry; and after fuffering all the fatigues 
of a General in the day, he poffeffes fuch tran 
quillity as to anfwer letters of pleafure and pe 
litenefs, and even to write verfes in the even 
ing, as I was aflured by one of his Chaplains 
His memoirs of the houfle of Brandenburgh, art 
a proof of his abilities as an author. 

The grand fecret of life, with regard to the 
execution of much bufinefs of every kind 1s 4 
proper diftribution of the feveral hours of the 
day; which nobody underftands better than his 
Pruffian Majetty. Hisconftitution having fuffer 
ed by too little reft, he now goes to bed early 
and fleeps feven or eight hours: by this means 
he is in a condition to rife early; and befides 
the bufinefs of the cabinet and parade, he can 
enjoy his favourite pleafures of books and

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S93 1ufic. It is amazing that he can be fo devoted 
Drivat#i™ bufinefs, and yet fo fond of mufic, in which 
tswitmew who have not a good genius arrive at 
whongmmy great proficiency ; but of ail the enjoy- 
ut thamnents of fenfe, fays an eminent divine, this 
1 is ims the leaft fenfual. When not engaged in war, 
es hale generally {pends a fhort time in playing on 
He ihe German flute every morning, betore he goes 
more#™mo the cabinet ; therehe ftaystilleleven ; he then 
peopl@mmeceives foreign minifters, and executes Difi- 
houfegmmefs of a more public natre till noon: he 
at hig@hen ufually goes abroad. end gratifies bim- 
re, Ie@melf in feeing military exerci‘es, performing 
he duty of a foldier, and keeping up the 
ich haMpirit of difcipline. Soon after one he aines ; 
. tafe bout three one of the fecretaries treads to hin, 
tiguemmmnd in the evening he has aconcert. Th. is 
tran@@he ufual manner in which he fills up the day. 
nd pogmml here have been much talk of the fecrst man- 
even-g™mer in which he conducts bufineis ; but befides 
slainsfmhe execution of fome important parts <f it 
rh, at@mvith his own hand, his fecretaries have every 
ne their private apartment, and each his par- 
to thegmicular province affigned, fo that if he difcovers 
d is amhat any of them are unfaithful, there is no 
of themlificulty where to fix it. 
an hil =Mr. Hanway foon after obferving, that the 
‘uffer@@teady hand with which this prince conducts 
earlymmls government, promifes a happy reign, adds 
neanimathefe remarkable words, which the event feems 
efidesmto have rendered in a manner prophetic: 
e caii™’* The time may come, when it will be the 
and™mmutual intereft of this nation, and the houfe 
of Brandenburg, to unite again.—But what- 
ever 
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ever changes time may produce in ftates eve 
fubject to change, honour, I think, will bk 
due to the prefent king of Prufia from us, ani 
ali mankind. He has eftablifhed a reputatioy 
upon the fureft foundation, was it only fo 
that bold and generous {ftroke in politics, ig 
delivering his country from the jaws of law 
yers, who before his time, at leaft in Bran 
denburg, {ported with the fufferings of the 
wretched, and faw unmoved the tears of. the 
widow. In the Prufian dominions the decifion 
of caufes cannot now be protracted to a tor 
menting length. How long this will laft, it 
is hard to fay, unlefs the King has the art 0 
making his fubjects virtuous, as well as obe: 
dient to his ediéts. The fuits in Brandenburg 
are now brought to a fpeedy iffue, at an ealy 
expence, a regulation that could never be 
made but by the fingular attention of a fove- 
reign Prince.” 

Pot{dam is agreeably fituated ona branch 
of the Spree; it is of confiderable extent, and 
the buildings neat and regular; but it feems 
to be entirely occupied by foldiers. The pa: 
lace, which has not been long built, is {mall 
but elegant, particularly the king’s writing: 
chamber and ftudy: the laft is partitioned of 


_ by baluftrades of filver, The frames of the 


Jooking-glaffes, and embellifhments of the 
tables are alfo of the fame metal. The off 
cers dine every day in a large apartment, at 
the King’s expence. The throne in the au- 
dience chamber is richly embroidered with the 
arms of the houfe of Brandenburg, fuppoces 
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two Herculefes. In one of the apartments 
e two curious figures in copper of a Chinefe 
an fitting, and a woman of the fame coun- 
, holding an. umbrella over him. Thefe 
gures, which are richly gilt, ftand in an 
al nich laid with marble, and form a very 
nvenient ftove. In the gardens are many 
rge and elegant ftatues, particularly a Nep- 
ne and Amphitrite feated ina fea car in a large 
afon, oppofite the eaft front of the palace. 
he ftables are contiguous, and furnifhed with 
ood Exglifh hunters. 

In Pot/dam are quartered the king’s guards, 
ho are about 2000 men, of great ftature and 
melinefs, well cloathed, and diftinguifhed by 
ver-laced hats and black cockades. His pre- 
t Majefty has wifely declined the oppreffive 
eafures practifed by the King his father, to 
pport this body of men of a prodigious fta- 
re, and yet they are ftill remarkably tall. An 
nglifo nobleman being afked by his late Ma- 
tty, if his mafter had any equal number of 
dops who would beat thefe tall fellows, an- 
ered, ** I don’t know that my matter has any 
regiment that can beat your Majetty’s 
guards ; but I dare engage he has one half 

that number that would fight them,” 
The Prufian foldiers in general are remark- 
le for the thertnefs of their coats, which at 
view feems to proceed from a ridiculous 
gality; but is moft plainly calculated for 
fe ends. Their cloaths fit extremely clofe 
their bodies, and are ftrengthened at the 
ows with leather in the form of a heart ; 
which 
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which prevents the neceflity of patching:

plenty, fuperior to what is found in Branden. 
burg; yet the ceconomy, and happinefs of the 
Prufians compenfate fo greatly for this inequa- 
lity, that many of the Saxons haye taken re. 
fuge in Brandenburg, and for the fake of the 
government, chufe the fandy foil of that coun- 
try. Hence the towns built by the King of 
Prufia on his own frontiers, are almoft entirely 
peopled by Saxons. 

Our Authorat length arrived at Wittenburg, 
a fortified town fituated near the Elbe, famous 
for the manufactory of coarfe cloth: the wool 
in this country is remarkably good. Cloths 
are fent hither from all parts to. be dyed; and 
the blues and greens commonly called Saxon, 
are beft dyed here. In this place is an academy 
in which are about 7oo ftudents, and here is 
the Sokoloff church, abuilding of about 300years 
ftanding, where Martin Luther firft preached 
the doctrine that occafioned his leaving the Ko- 


wmifp religion. In this church that great reform: 


eris alfv interred ; but has no other monument 
befides abrafs plate with an infcription, except 
his original portrait at length, painted on wood, 
and well preferved, fince the year 1540.

ut-trees : it has a good garden, and is en- 
ompaffed with woods, where the Elector takes 
fuch delight in hunting the wild boar, that he

40 The TRAVELS of J. Hanway, E/73 


The peafantsof this country carry provifion 
a great diftance to market in wheelbarrows, 
which are well adapted for that purpofe boll 
in height and other dimenfions. ‘The whe 
is bound with iron, and is both larger an 
lighter than thofe ufedin Exgland. 

Drefden, the metropolis of this electorate, i 
fituated in the midft of a plain furrounded } 
lofty hills about two leagues diftant, the near 
eft of which are converted into vineyarc 
The city ftands on both fides the E/de, whic 
are joined by a ftone-bridge 540 feet long, ant 
36 broad, containing 18 arches: but the pal 
{age over it being horizontal, takes off from 
that grand effect which a curve produces 1 
thofe ftruétures. Upon it is a brazen crucifi 
of curious workmanfhip. In this city are te 
veral {quares and lofty ftone buildings fix 6 
feven ftories high, which make an elegant aj 
pearance, but are inferior in beauty to thot 
of Berlin ; befides, many of the fireets are nar 
row. Near the entrance of the new city 1s4 
equeftrian ftatue of the late King Auguftus | 
erected on a lofty pedeftal, faid to be made} 
a common fmith, and as fuch may be admire 
though it has many capital deffects, particular 
in the horfe’s head. 

The trade of Dréfden is very inconfiderab! 
the moft important article is the filver broug! 
in ingotsevery fifteen days from the mines né 
Fridburg, tothe amount of about 20,000 de 
lars, or 35001, ‘This filver is immediate 
coined into florins of fixteen grofch, whic 
with refpect to the current money of bats, d 
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ers, &c. is worth feven per cent. advance, and 
is therefore fo fpeedily conveyed into the 
neighbouring territories to be coined again, 
that it is next to impoflible to obtain change 
in this money for a fingle louis d’or, in the or- 
dinary commerce of the people. 

Among the other calamities under which 
this country labours, the jealoufy arifing from 
religion is none of the leaft. ‘The eftablifhed 
Lutheran clergy, opprefs the Calvinifs, who 
are obliged to have not only all their mar- 
riaves and burials, but even their chriftenings 
pertermed by Lutherans; while both think 
themtelves extremely injured by the counte- 
nance given at court to the Roman catholics, 
and they think it a grofs abfurdity for a pro- 
teftant people to be governed by a Romi/h 
Prince: for according to the eftablifhed con- 
fitution of Saxony, the Roman catholics can no 
more have a church in Dre/den, than their E- 
iector, without being of the Rom:fe church, 
can be King of Poland. Achapel, however, is 
connived at, by which is underftood a private, 
or at leaft a modeft place of worfhip; but 
what is called a Romifh chapel here is a pom- 
pous ftructure, fo richly adorned with iftatues 
and archite€ture, that art and expence feem to 
contend for the fuperiority. Our Author ob- 
ferves, that it was not then entirely completed. 
The furniture was intended to be of Saxon por- 
celain, the altar-piece and organ not excepted, 
and Mr. Hunway faw fome of the organ pipes 
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Mr. Hanway vifited the Grune Gewolbe, a 
part of the royal palace confifting of feverdl 
rooms filled with curiofities collected at an im. 
menfe expence. 

The firtt chamber contains an hundred {mall, 
but curious ftatues, the greateft part in brafs, 
daar an equeftrian ftatue of 4uguftus Il 

ing of Poland, Frederic William the Great, 
after the famous ftatue in Berlin, Lewis XIV, 
Mercurius, Centaurs, &c. 

The fecond chamber contains a variety of fi- 
gures in ivory, and among others one of Abra: 
ham offering up his fon J/aac, with the angel 
defcending, all of exquifite workmanfhip; a 
fine crucifix ; and a fhip completely rigged, the 
ropes reprefented with gold-wire. 

The third contains a variety of figures in 
filver, in particular a large fountain and four 
vafles of great fize. 

The fourth contains veffels of pure gold and 
filver gilt. The pannels of the room are ol 
looking-glafs. 

The fifth is a fpacious room in which are 
many precious ftones wrought with great art; 
a cup of Lapis Nephriticus ; a ftatue of Charla 
Il, of Exgland; aball of cryftal fix inches in 
diameter, without blemifh ; a large goblet fet 
round with the moft curious and coftly anti- 
ques ; feveral fine tables of Mo/aic ; the angel 
Michael vanquifhing the devil, admirably per- 
formed in wood, and coft in England, where 
it was made, 25001. with a multitude of cups, 
cryftals, mother of. pear], &c. wi 
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The fixth chamber is of preciousftones, with 
a great variety of pearls fet in a multiplicity of 
orms ; as the royal crown, {cepters, balls, &c. 
of the King and Queen, which are of falfe 
ones, the precious ones being taken out, and 
lepofited in the next chamber; his prefent 
lajefty of Poland curioufly cut in onyx; a 
ne piece made of precious {tones reprefent- 
ng Fonas thrown into the fea. 

The feventh and eighth chambers containing 
ewels of immenfe value, are furrounded with 
rlafs cafes. Befides the jewels of the regalia, 
und feveral dozen of coat and waiftcoat dia- 
ond buttons, there is a brilliantas big asa 
oderate fized walnut, a green brilliant above 
an inch long ; an onyx of feven inches, valued 
at 70,000 crowns; a gold cup reprefenting 
Dian» in a bath ; but the greateft curiofity is 
an exact reprefentation of the throne of the 
reat Mogul, in filver figures, enamel- 
ed in colours, and adorned with precious 
ones. There is a view of potentates bringing 


arceeprefents, and falling proftrate at the throne, 
rt;Mmvith elephants, fervants, foldiers and atten- 
risfeants. 


Mr. Hanzvay having gratified his curiofity 
fet fupy.the fight of this expenfive collection, went 
\ti- to take a viewof the Kunffkammer, or Cabinet 
of Curiofities. 

The firft chamber contains a collection of 
prints from the commencement of the art of 
engraving to the prefent time. 

The fecond is the mineral gallery, in which 
33 
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is the earth of the different countries in th 
world, and ores of every denomination. 

The third contains petrefactions, particular. 
ly of wood, animals, &c. 

In the fourth chamber, which is a ven 
large one, are different kinds of wood and ve- 
getables ; ; in particular there is a cabinet with 
3.50 {quares as big as the palm of a large han 
run in flat as drawers, of fo many different 
kinds of wood. In this apartment are alfo th 
pictures of a man and his wife, who lived new 
Tamefwar; the man was 185 years of age 
and his wife 172. 

In the fifth chamber is a {mall cabinet ¢ 
fkeletons, and other anatomical curiofities 
The fixth contains the fkins of a variety of ani 
mals ftuffed. The feventh has the fkins d 
fifhes fluffed. The eighth has a great quan 
tity of different kinds of fhells. In the ninth 
is a cabinet of about fix feet high, and fou 
broad, every drawer of which has fome natu 
ral curiofity in amber. In the tenth is a grottt 
with {prings of water. Ip the eleyenth ar 
many curiofities in coral. The Twelfth com 
tains the fkeletons of lions,bears, &c, of a pri: 
digious fize, and the ftuffed tkins of fome e 
traordinary beafts, particularly of a horfe 
whofe mane is faid to be three ells and a hal 
long, and his tail twelve ells and ahalf. Mr 
Hanway did not meafure either ; but was fa 
tisfied with the greatnets of the curiofity, from 
the apparent length of them. 

From thefe apartments Mr. Hanway. wis 
conducted to another at fome diftance, to iw 

mo 
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model of Solomon’s temple cut in cedar, as de- 
{cribed in the Old Teftament, with all its fur- 
niture. This piece coft 12,000 crowis. 

Our Author next took a view of the gallery 
of pictures, which is one of the fineft in the 
‘orld; part of thecollection confifts of an hun- 
dred capital pieces, which are {aid to be all 
originals, and to have coft half a million of 
crowns, ‘The whole colleétion confifts of above 
two thoufand pieces, the capital works of Ra- 
phael, Rubens, Corregio, and all the great maf- 
ters. They are valued at between two and 

three millions of crowns, or near 500,0001. 
Mr. Hanway next vifited the Cdzne/e palace, 
fo called from the tafte of the building, and 
the furniture. It ftands on the EJée, andcom- 
mands a view of the bridge, and the Romi/h 
chapel, The ornaments of the architecture, 
and the relievo of the frontefpiece, are in the 
Chinefe tafte ; but this is far from being an ele- 
gant itructure. It has fourteenrooms, in which 
are a great nuinber of leopards, wolves, bears, 
monkeys, fquirrels, &c. fome as big as the 
life, with elephants and rhinocerofes of thefize 
otadog. A prodigious variety of birds and 
fowl, with a curious collection of different 
flowers, all of Drefden porcelain. ‘The Apof- 
tles near three feet high are in white porce- 
lain. There is a reprefentation of the cruci- 
hxion four or five feet high, with many other 
curious pieces : thefe laft are intended for the 
Romifh chapel. A clock is preparing for the 
gallery in this palace, the bells whereof are 
of China ; but the hammers muft be of wood. 
But 
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But what is moft wonderful, here are forty. 
eight China vafles, which appear to be of n 
ufe, nor any ways extraordinary, except fo 
their great fize, and yet the prefent Elector’ 
father, was fo charmed with them, that he 
_ purchafed them of the late King of Prufia, a 
the price of a whole regiment of dragoons. [im 
The King’s gardens, though agreeable, want 

the natural beauties afforded by an inequality 
of ground. ‘The palace fituated in them i 
{mall ; but the approach to it is by .a grand 
avenue of a confiderable length. A field for 
tournaments is in the front,. and behind is 
fine piece of water. The gardens are on the 
fides, and are adorned with a profufion of mat 
ble ftatues, many of them bigger than the life 
They fhew the genius of the late King, who 
being entirely devoted to his amours, left them 
to after ages as monuments of his lafcivioul: 
nefs. Theorangery, which is in another pat 
of the town, has four hundred orange-trees 0 
a very large fize, and many exotics. : 
The palace of Count Brusl has been built 
at feveral times, and the apartments are ele. 
gant and richly furnifhed. ‘They are adorned 
with luftres of porcelain- in beautiful figures; 
the tables have a variety of tea equipages, and 
the figures of men and women, birds ant 
beafts of porcelain.. The drawing-room 3 
pannelled with looking-glafs, and his cabinet 
furnifhed with enamels and crayons. The 
houfe and gardens belonging to it are fituated 
on the Eve, near the bridge, and commanda 
pleafant profpect. His library, which is 
the 
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e garden, is 220 feet long and well furnifh- 
d with books: but what is moft ftriking is 
e gallery of pictures, which though it does 
ot contain a fourth part fo many as the royal 
illery, is incomparably more magnificent. 
is 156 ells long, and the paintings are fhewn 
) great advantage, by being ranged only on 
Me fide, and fronted by iofty windows, that 
ford fufficient light to fhew the minutetft 
eauties of this excellent collection. The pan- 
els between the windows are of looking-glafs, 
yainft which are placed ftatues and butts that 
ave a grand effect. This Minifter is per- 
ips the greateft fop the world ever pro- 
ced, he has no lefs than three or four hun- 
ed fuits of rich cloaths, which are of all the 
izhteft colours of the fineft cloaths, velvets 
id filks, with all the different kinds of lace 
d embroidery that can be procured in the 
ferent parts of Europe. When he drefles, he 
lls for his book of patterns, and chufes the 
jt that pleafes his fancy for the day. This 
eat man is faid to have bought eftates in Po- 
dto the amount of twenty millions of flo- 
s, or 833,333 1. Engl, 
It is pretended that there are 30,000 towns 
dvillages in Saxony, of which fixty are to 
feen from fome eminences near Dre/dez, 
iey alfo reckon that the whole electorate has 
r millions of people ; but our Author does 
t imagine that they amount to half that num- 
, {pecially as they acknowledge that they 
ve only two thoufand fix hundred ecclefi- 
cs, nor were there then in Dre/den above 
| a 
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a hundred and ten thoufand fouls. The 
lector’s revenues amount to near 1,575,000 
and the ftanding forces of the electorate ar 
generally reckoned at between forty and fif 
thoufand men. ‘The people are burthene 
with heavy taxes, and the expences of th 
court arefo great, that 6sooducats areannualk 
allowed for {weetmeats, &c. which is ne 
twice as much as the King of Prufia allon 
for his table. Yet Saxony is faid to owe fo 
millions of dollars, the intereft of which | 
not regularly paid; but his prefent Majetty: 
fo fond of curiofities, and particularly paint 
ings, that our Author was told, he gave hal 
a million of dollars, intended for part of a pay 
ment due tothe King of Prufia, for the Duk 
of Modena’s pictures. 

While Mr. Hanway was at Drefden, he wi 
introduced to Mr. Calkoen, who had been latej 
Ambaffador from the Unxited Provinces to th 
Ottoman Port, and was now Envoy and Pleni 
potentiary to the King of Poland. He-hadr 
fided fome time in England, and profeffed hit 
felf an admirer of our nation. Mr. Hanwi 
was at his table, in company with Polander 
Italians, French and Germans. ‘Vhe conve 
tion atfirftturned upon Nadir Shah, after whic 
this gentleman afked our Author, which oft! 
countries he had feen, he thought moft agr 
able, and where a man of fentiment woul 
chufe tolive. Mr. Hanway modeftly replie 
that his knowledge of the world was v 
limited; that he had feen a great deal of m 
fery in one fhape or other, in every co 
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where he had been; but after a paufe, deter- 
mined in favour of Exgland. ‘The company 
seemed furprized at his hefitation, and then 
rave their fuffrage by a loud, but polite ap- 
jlaufe: and many things were faid on this oc- 
afion in favour of this happy ifle. 

On the 30th of duguft Mr. Hanwayleft Dre/- 
len, and travelled towards Meifén. He was 
elighted with the rural beauties of the coun- 

; the corn-fields, gardens, meadow lands, 
nd pafture produced a charming effect: the 
anks of the Elbe were adorned with a 
reatnumber of vineyards, and the induftry 
fthe peeple made them form the fteepett hills 
to a number of terraffes covered with vines. 

n approaching Mei/fen the valley grows nar- 
ow, and part of the houfes of the banks of 

e Elbe, are built on rocks, which rife perpen- 
icular from the river, and form a very agree- 
ble and romantic fcene. The caftle of Me:ffex, 

which is the porcelain manufactory, is fitu- 
tedon the weftern bank of the E/de, three 

erman miles from Drefden, and is a large 
uilding, capable of fome defence. Our Au- 
or had an opportunity of being convinced of 

e fecrecy with which this manufactory is con- 
ucted ; for there is no admittance into the 
orks without an order from the Governor of 
Jre/den; nor are the workmen ever feen with- 
ut the gates ; for they are all confined as pri- 
mers and fubject to be arrefted, if they go 

ithout the walls: for this reafon a chapel, 
nd every thing neceflary is provided within. 

he workmen amount to about 7oo, moft of 

Vou. XV. F whom 
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whom have not above ten German crowns 
month, and the higheft wages are forty; { 
that the annual expence is not eftimated g 
above 80,000 crowns. ‘This manufacture k 
ing entirely on the King’s account, he fell 
annually to the value of 150,900 and fome 
times 200,000 crowns, ‘or 35,0001. 

Mr. Hanway pafied the Elbe on a bridg 
and after mounting a fteep afcent, entered 
plain country, where the foil is rich and we 
cultivated, towns, woods, and pafture land 
are agreeably intermixed, and unite to givea 
idea of riches and pleafure; yet the inhabi 
tants are poor, for the taxes fall heavy on th 
labourers. 

Mr. Hanway at length arrived at St. H 
bert/burg, another of the hunting palaces b 
longing to the King. The adjacent count 
is proper for the fpost, and the King’s dog 
and horfes are kept in order by being exe 
cifed twice a week. The hunting equipage< 
the Saxon court is the more gay, as an uniion 
of yellow cloth laced with filver,is on thefe o 
cafions worn by every one who appears in t! 
field. The palace is large, but not magnil 
cent, nor was it then entirely finifhed. T) 
rich apartments intended for the Queen are Im 
ed with green damafk laced with gold, a 
thofe for the King, of crim{fon in the Ries taitt 
The dining-room, which is round, is andl 
gant apartment, and the gallery is of a go 
fize, and was then ready for the fine pictur 
that his Majefty had marked from among 
collection in Dre/den.

| N the 3 1ft of Auguft Mr. Hanway left St. 
y Aubertfburg, and proceeding alonga pretty

ence near it. Mazdeburg, which is feated 
mn the Eide, is fourteen German miles and a half 
hftant, and merchandizeis brought from Aam- 
rg by that channel. The wool which is col- 
ted in this city is an important article, and 
rreatly contributes to the wealth of the citi- 
ens. who have fome rich manufactures, and 
re much diftinguifhed for painted cloths in 
mitation of tapeftry. Here are three fairs, 
iz On New Year’s-dey, Fafer, and Michael- 
as; but now that of Faffer is the only one 
ery confiderable. ‘To thefe fairs refort the

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roduce of their refpective countries. Bu 
what has diftinguifhed Lepfc through a long 
feries of ages, is the liberty of confcience 
granted to all people.

derable. Yhe inhabitants amount to about 
40,000 within the gates, and the fuburbs ar 
very populous. There are fix churches for 
the Lutherans, theirs being the eftablifhed re.

the Roman Catholics, which is in the cattle, 
The fortifications feem rather calculated for 
the ufe of the inhabitants to walk on, than for 
defence. Thefe have four {tone gates, and the 
citizens fupport 200 foldiers, The city is of 
{mall extent; but the houfes are very lofty, 
and have elegant fronts. ‘I he ftreets are clean, 
commodious and agreeable, and there are twa 
large fquares which are ufed as markets. The 
city is furrounded with gardens, in partis 
cular the Apel garden is in an excellent tafte, 
and adorned with ftatues, which though very 
indifferent, are fo ranged as to havea pleafing 
effect. | 
On the 2d of September Mr. Hanway depart 
ed for Landfperz, and in the way had a di 
{tant view of Hall, which is fubjeét to Pruj: 
fia, and famous for its univerfity, particularly 
for ftudents in phyfic. At Lazd/perg he re: 
entered the Prufian dominions; the paflage 
from one fovereignty to another being in theft 
parts very frequent; and from thence pro- 
ceeded 
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eeded to the city of Koethen, in the petty 
pvereignty of the prince of Axhal: Koethen, 
his is a confiderable place, the inhabitants 
mounting to about 15,000. ‘They have three 
hurches, and the principal manufactory of 
old and filver lace in all Germany. The peo- 
le of the little ‘independent fovereignties of 
octhen, Deffau, Binburg, and Zerbft, in the 
pinion of the Saxozs, live in the land of Milk 
nd Honey. Indeed thefe petty Princes pof- 

s lands fufficient for their expences: the 
ax on lands js 4 per cent. which at twenty years 
urchafe is not one fhilling in the pound. By 

> conititution of the empire, each of thefe 
rinces is obliged to fupport a hundred men 

time of war, to defend the liberties of the 
ire. 

Ih this town the Prince of Anhalt Kocthen 
as apalace. He keeps a body of 250 men 
tho are well cloathed, and his revenues are 
omputed at 160,000 dollars. The fecurity 
ith which a perfon travels in this part of the 
orld is very extraordinary. The people are 
bber, and the duties of morality are taught 
lot only by priefts, but by parents, whence 
hefts and robberies in time of peace are hardly 
nown among the Germans, — 

On the 3d. Mr. Haxway arrived at Magde- 
urg, where are eight Germag Lutheran, and 
v0 Calviniff churches. ‘The fortifications of 
his city are very remarkable, and famed alk 
ver Europe. There are fix deep fofles, which, 
ogether with the lownefs of the works, ren- 
lars the place very ftrong, Magdeburg belongs 
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to the King of Prufia, and is alfo remarkable 
for its great magazines of merchandize brought 
from Hamburg on the Elbe which is very rapid, 
Thefe goods are brought in flat-bottom’d boats, 
and from hencefent by landto Leipfic, and other 
parts. Here are fourteen floating-mills for grind. 
ing corn, with fome manufactories, and re. 
markable buildings; and in the great iquare i i 
an ancient ftatue of the Emperor Otho, whois 
{aid to have founded this city in the year 930, 
Mr. Hanway was yet in the Prujian domi. 
nions, when his poftillion attempting to pafs 
by a particular way, to avoid paying the duty 
demanded on the road, an officer potted at aa 
avenue :to prevent this practice, rode up, {top- 
ped his chariot, and feized one of his _hories 
as a trefpafs : nor would he defift, till our Au- 
thor alighting with a piftol in his hand, let 
him know, that whatever fault the pottillion 
had committed, it could not poffibly reech 
him, as he had paid for the horfes, according 
to the Jaws, and was travelling under the pro 
tection of thofe laws; and therefore if he pre- 
fumed to detain him, he would refift him as 
robber: upon which the officer thought pro- 
per to let him pafs. ‘The German pottillions 
wear the liveries of the countries to which 
they belong ; in Brandenburg they are blue, in 
Saxony, yellow. They ufe {mall French howl 
and fome of them play in no difagreeable man- 
ner; but the majority make a fhocking noite. 
He next came to Helmffet, which belongs to) 
the Duke of Brux/wick, and is furrounded with 
an old fortification. Here are 200 ftudents, 
wo 
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sho are chiefly fupported by the bounty of 
heir fovereign. From thence he departed for 

olfenbuttel, which is four long Germaz miles 
arther: the road is good, but the. country 
silly, and the vallies abound in cattle. There 

e feveral groves of oaks, which being kept 
verfectly clean, have a fine effect. The inha- 
yitants of the towns and villages have the ap- 
yearance of great health and eafy circum- 
tances. A few miles to the eaftward of this 
oad are feveral mines of iron, copper, filver, 
nd fome fay gold. 

Mr, Hanway arrived at Wolfenbuttel after the 
yates were fhut; but procured admiffion. 
‘he fortifications are very neat and regular ; 
mit not calculated for an extraordinary de- . 
ence. The houfes are low, but the {ftreets 
lean; and within the walls is an ancient pa- 
ace belonging to the Duke, which is rather 
onvenient than grand; but it has feveral 
partments well furnifhed, and two {mall gal- 
ries of pictures. In the city are a good 
Henal and a library, which laft our Author 
ieclined feeing, from the opinion, that the 
imple view of libraries, without examining 
heir contents, is amore barren entertainment, 
han furveying the fky without thinking of him 
who made it. 

The next day he travelled along a pleafant 
oad to Brunfwic, the walls of which are lofty, 
ind the fortifications very confiderable. This 
sthe refidence of the Duke of Wo/fenbuttel : 
us Majefty the King of Great Britain is a 
ranch of that family, and takes the title of 

Duke 
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Duke of Brunfwic. The Duke’s forces in 
time of peace are eftimated at 13,000 men; 
and yet the revenues of the country are {aid 
not to exceed a million and a half of dollars, 
or 262,o00l. Thefe troops are clean, and 
cloathed much after the Przfiaz manner ; but 
their arms are lighter, and their exercife not 
fo exact. In the arfenal of the city are about 
fixty pieces of brafs cannon, feveral cohorns 
and mortars, and ten pieces of large battering 
cannon of an enormous fize, and a great quan- 
tity of {mall arms. » On the ramparts is a braf 
mortar-piece made in 1411, which is ten feet 
fix inches long, and nine feet two inches in 
diameter. It requires 52 pounds of powder, 
and will carry a ball of 730 pounds weight to 
the diftance of 32,000 paces, and throwa 
bomb of 1000 pounds weight. Here are fe 
veral churches, one of them is a very ancient 
gothic ftructure, the cieling of which is ornas 
mented with twenty large paintings, repre 
fenting the Prophets of the Old Tefament in 
the clouds of Heaven, which give the edifice 
a very folemn air. The high altar is of marble, 
adorned with the ftatues of the four Evangelifts, 

and fupported below by Mo/es and Aaron. 
This branch of the houfe of Brunfwic 1s 
very numerous, confifting of near thirty per- 
fons. People of diftinétion feldom leave this 
court without being extremely well fatisfied 
with their reception, and in particular, Exglif 
noblemen are well received when they occa- 
fionally pafs that way. ‘The Duke feems more 
fond of eafe and happinefs, than of the parade

On Mr. Hanway’s approaching the city of 
Hanover, it appeared at the diftance of a lon 
German mile, as if it ftood in the midft of a 
wood. The King was then at Ghoerd, a hunt: 
ing palace twenty-eight German miles from 
that city; and it is faid that twelve hundred 

erfons may be accommodated in that palace. 

he woods are cut into viftas, and are fo ex: 
tenfive that the trees, which had been blown 
down in a late ftorm, though computed at 
80,000, could hardly be miffed. 

Haxover is in many refpects a pleafant city, 
and though it does not equal Berlin and Dre/- 
den, may be efteemed elegant. It is ves 
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y the Leiza, which is a branch of the Aller, 
hat runs into theWe/er, and has confequently 
»communication with Bremen; but it has no 
rade worth mentioning. ‘The fortifications 
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Na re not formidable, but the walks round them 
face are Very agr eeable. 
ve The palace is fituated on the banks of the 


eina, and having fuffered greatly by a fire, 
2 confiderable part of it had been rebuilt. It 
has feveral courts, and the rooms are grand 
and commodious: this palace is moft diftin-

ious. The whole is rather rich, decent and

. fMenions, at which time the adminiftration, com- 
oll pofed of a council of ftate, is conducted with 
y Ot che utmott dignity. During the whole winter 
rs a play is exhibited, and a concert performed 


twice a week; when the courtiers, without 
exception, take place according to their mi- 
litary rank. The King’s ftables are magni- 
red BB fcent ; and befides his riding horfes, which 
were then abfent, they contained thirteen 
complete fets of coach horfes, the moft beau- 
W? Be tiful of their kind. 

The King’s forces in the electorate in time 
of peace are faid to be twenty-four thoufand, 
'Y; Mand the revenues of the eleétorate are about 
four millions of dollars, or 700,000l. a con- 
fiderable 
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fiderable part of which arifes from the fily 
mines. ‘The number of inhabitants in ¢ 
city of Hanover hardly exceeds 50,000. 

But nothing excites the curiofity of travel. 
Jers like the palace of Herenhau/fen, fituate 
about two Ezgii/h miles to the north of th 
city. The way to itis through an agreeabh 
avenue Of trees, but the road is fandy. Hoy. 
ever, Mr. Haaway obferves, that he does ng 
know whether he was more mortified or fu. 
prized to find that the building fell vaftly thon 
of his expectations, for though in Ezgland itiy 
{aid our hofpitals are palaces, and our palaca 
more proper for hofpitals, yet he had conceived 
the opinion that this palace, fo much talked 
of, was indeed grand, and worthy of his Ms 
jefty. It was built in the year 1670, by Ernef 
Auguftus the King’s grandfather: the greatef 
part of it is of wood, and the apartments in 
general rather give the idea of a large ancient 
manfion houfe belonging to a private gentle 
men in Ezgland, than of the palace of a great 
monarch: but it hasrich furniture and fom 
good pictures. “Phe garden however, is juttly 
worthy of admiration. Mr. Hanway had fee 
none in Germazy comparable to it, though tt 
wants thofe exquifite charms, and that et- 
chanting variety, capable of being produced 


by an equality of ground, of which we have 
numerous proofs in Great Britain. One fide 
of the garden has a narrow piece of watef 
above a quarter of a mile in length, The 
walks, which are wide and fpacious, are moll 
ly laid with gravel. The garden is divided i9- 
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o large fquares and bafons, and in the inter- 
iediate {paces are lofty groves and orchards ; 
he whole has a grand effect, but in our Au- 
hor’s opinion, is not very rural. The fta- 
tues, which are moftly of ftone, do not appear 
o be of the firft rank; but the sez d'eau erected 
n 1716, by Mr. Benfon, perhaps exceeds 
any thing of the kind in the whole world: 
t throws the water feventy feet high. Here 
alfo, according to theGermaz tafte, is afylvan 
heatre, on which are fometimes exhibited 
plays and mafquerades : this theatre is adorned 
ith ftatues, and occafionally illuminated in a 
prand tafte.

) N the 15th of September Mr. Hanway left

ng inhabitants, In feveral places he obferved 
abaut three feet from the furface of the earth,

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the remains of ancient buildings, which th 
common people foolifhly think have remaine 
there ever fince the deluge. : : 

Zell, which is fubje& to the houfe of Han. 
ver, is a confiderable fortified place. The pa 
lace alfo is fortified by a wall and a moat, ant 
being fituated on an eminence, commands a 
extenfive profpect. Here are four Luthera 
churches, one Freach, and one Dutch reformel 
church, and one for the Roman catholics. The 
houfes are moftly mean, and built of wood, 
The town has a {mall trade with Bremen by 
means of the river Aller. 

From thence our Author travelled fou 
German miles to Weiffindorf, the greatett par 
of the way appearing like a defart, with onl 
three or four mean-vvillages; but there ar 
flocks of fheep, and a little corn. This elec. 
torate fupplies the greateft part of Germay 
with mutton, as Brandenburg and Wefiphalia 
produces hogs, and Hungary beef ; but as each 
of thefe countries produces corn enongh for 
its own confumption, the trade in that article 
of commerce is very fmall. On_ the 17th 


he reached Hamburg. The banks of the Elk

The government of the city is compofed d 
four burgomafters, twenty-four fenators, four 
teen of whom are chofen from among themer 
chants, and ten bred to the ftudy of the law: 
there are alfo four findics or lawyers, who at 
as fecretaries of ftate, and under thefe ar 
fourreal fecretaries : befides thefe, each of the 


parifhes has three officers in the nature ¢ 
the 
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he tribunes of the people among the ancient

umber of inhabitants may be reckoned at 
80,000, and the fuburbs and adjacent villages 
ontain half as many more.

The better fort of people are extremely 

fable, moit of them having travelled; .but 
he women are very referved: they generally

f ftate or grandeur, their chief purfuit being 
ade. As there are no marks of regal autho- 
ity to create a due fubordination, the ealy 
ircumftances of the greateit part of the in- 
abitants have introduced a fpecies of infolence 
eculiar to arepublican ftate, and the com- 
on people tread clofe upon the heels of thofe 
fhigherrank: it is obfervabie, that they have 
ere ‘introduced. the cuftom. of giving money 
Dfervants, and thus, as in fome other coun- 
les, the domeftic obligations of fociety are 
inverted into acts of venality. 

On the 2oth of September our Author left

horfes. The ferry is very {mali for a wheel 
carriage, and the rutticity of the Dani/h boon 
is apt to create vexations; they very frequent.

The 
breadth of the river here is about an Engijj 
mile; and near the fame dittance up a creek is 
Crantz,a mean village in the Hanoverian do- 
minions. At this place there being no pol 
the peafants are obliged to find horfes for pal 
fengers at a certain rate. Crantz is but a mem 
place, though it extends above two L£ngij 
miles. It is built on the top of a high bank, 
intended to refift the overflowing of the Ei, 
which fometimes happens. The country « 
bounds in meadow and corn lands. 

‘On the firft of Odfober Mr. Hanway purfuet 
his journey to Clofer-feven through an indi: 
ferent road. The country is but thinly inha 
bited. From thence is three German miles to 


Orterfourg, through a fandy country; buta 


he approached towards Bremen, he foundi 
much improved. Within an £xgli/b mile of 
Brenen, he took notice of three ftones, on 
which were the arms of the Briti/b crown: 
thefe ferve to mark out the boundaries of the 
Hanoverian dominions. 

Bremen is fituated on a plain on both fides 
the river Wefer, over which it has a bridge 
The dutchy in which it ftends formerly belong. 
ed to the Swedes ; but being conquered by tht 
Danes, they fold it to the Elector of Hanover i 


1716; yetonly aimall quarter of the tow! 
in 
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sin which ftandsa church called the Dome, is 
fubject to that eleCtorate. The reft, with its 
territories, is free, and under its own laws and 
magiftrates. ‘Thefe are four burgomatters, and 
twenty-four fenators, chofen out of the citi- 
zens who profefs Ca/vini/m, which. is the efta- 
blifhed religion; and they have five churches 
for the citizens of that perfuafion. The inha- 
bitants are f{uppofed to amount to 30,000; and 
one would imagine that they are extremely 
pious, soLt Deo GLortA, or Glory to God alone, 
being in large characters over their doors and 
windows, within doors and without. 

Moft of the ftreets are narrow; but many 
houfes make a good appearance, and the fhops 
are well ftocked with merchandize. The city 
has a town-houfe, an exchange, and water- 
works, by which it is fupplied from the river. 
In the market-place is the figure of a Giant 
fourteen feet high cloathed in armour, faid to 
reprefent a General named Rowland or Royland, 
who they fay faved the city when it was in the 
utmoft danger from the Swedes. But what is 
moft remarkable, is the great Dome, where 
the worfhip is performed after the Lutheran 
manner, the people of this perfuafion being 
almoft as numerous as thofe of the eftablifhed 
reliyion. It is an ancient gothic {ftruécture, 
reputed to be about fix hundred years old, and 
under it is a vault in which are the bodies of 
feveral perfons faid to be depofited in it 150 
years before our Author was there, and had 
been difcovered 40 years before that time to be | 
entire. The linen in which they are dreffed, 

18 
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is as light as tinder: their fkins look black 
and parched, but their features are diftin. 
guifhable: they are extremely light, and the 
cohefion of the parts are entire. The vault, 
which is abeut fix feet. below the furface of the 
earth, and vaulted eight or nine feet high, 
appears to have nothing extraordinary, ex- 
cept that the air feems temperate, and the 
walls perfectly dry. A dead cat that was ac. 
cidentally thrown in through the window, was 
preferved as well as the human bodies. The 
vault is not fuffered to be cleaned, from the 
idle opinion that it may lofe its virtue. Se. 
veral perfons have offered confiderable fums to 
have their bodies depofited there, to which the 
priefts object, alledging the fentence of God, 
That man fhall return to duff. However it is 
probable that the magiftrates do not chute to 
indulge thefe perfons, as the Lutheran is not 
the eftablifhed church. 

From Bremen is a long caufeway, the country 
being often coveredwith water. About a mile 
from the town, Mr. Hanway re-entered the 
Hanoverian dominions, and after a journey of 
three long German miles, he arrived at Wilde/- 
haufen, a principal town, and the refidence of 
the Great Bailiff of the diftri¢t, of which there 
are twenty-five in the Hanoverian territories. 

From thence he travelled to Haffelune, a 
pretty agreeable town belonging to the Elector 
of Cologne. Poverty and fuperftition here pre- 
vail, and there are crucifixes erected on almott 
every hilloc. He then came to Lizgen in the 
circle of Wefphalia. This town is iubject te

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he King of Prauffia, and has a fmall fortifica- 
ion. Lhe breadth of the ftreets and regula- 
ity of the houfes give the traveller a ftriking 
dea of that good order for which the P: «ffians 
refo much diftinguifhed. This town former- 
y belonged to William III. King of England, 
ind on his death devolved to the houfe of braa- 

denburg. | 
On the 4th of Odfoder, our Author approach- 
ng the dominions of the United Provinces, ar- 
ived at Northorn, where the women appeared 
obe almoft blinded with the fmoke arifing 
rom the turf, which they have here in great 
abundance, that part of the country producing 
[carce any thing elfe. The heaths preferved 
or the production of this fuel are larger than 
s generally imagined, confidering the {mall 
xtent of the dominions of the States; but ex- 
ept thefe, the hand of induftry appears in a 
ery remarkable degree: the inclofure of mea- 
lows, corn land, and kitchen-gardens, plan- 
tations of trees, and banks which are throw. 
up for roads, demonftrate the labour of the 
peafant, and at the fame time afford an agree- 
Bable profpect. ‘Their cows are red, and con- 
flitute their principal riches, by the great 
quantity of butter and cheefe they produce. 
The little towns he now paffed through, be- 
gan to exhibit that cleanlinefs for which the 
Hollanders are fo much diftinguifhed. The 
marriages of this country are performed with 
4 humourous folemnity; pillars and feftoons 
of verdure, adorned with garlands and flowers 
| are 
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are prepared for the decorations of a nuptid 
feaft at the houfes of the parties. 

From Nor+horn he came to Daventer, a larg 
city in the province of Overyffel, formerly 
Hans-town ; but now fubject to the States, | 
ftands on the river 2fel, which bears veffels of 
burthen. There is a large wooden bridge ove 
it, which fubjects the paffenger to a heavy toll 
This river runs into the Zuyder Sea. The tow 
is well fortified, and has a itrong garrifon; 
the {treets and houfes are neat, and the hho 
weil fupplied with manufactures, and _ other 
neceflaries. It has a good inland trade ; but 
no manufactories. 

From hence is a regular poft four Germa 
miles, to Voorthufen. The foil of the country 
is various. Near the midway is Loo, a famous 
feat of the Prince. of Orange. Voorthufenisi 
mean village, and the country has no agree. 
able afpect. He thence proceeded to Amar: 
fort two German miles ; the firft of whichis 
through a fandy country, where there is but 
little cultivated land, or appearance of rich in 
habitants; buttowards Ovelachthe country ap- 
pears worthy of the reputation it has in the 
world: here are large plantations of tobacco 
forthe produce of which the land is thrown 
up in ridges two feet high. The confumption 
of this article in the Uxited Provinces is very 
confiderable. ; 

Amersfortis an ancient and confiderable town 
in the province of U?recht, on the {mall river 
ftems, which runs into the Zuayder Sea. Here 
is a very large church that has an seat 

et 
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tofchimes. ‘The houfes and ftreets are re- 
arkably clean; but the manners of the peo- 
le are far from being equally delicate. “They 
ew their rufticity in an apparent contempt of 
rangers. ‘Lhis town 1s fupported by hufban- 
ry, and has a confiderable trade in tobacco 
fits own growth. Many of the people wear 
rooden fhoes, which are moft convenient, for 
heir brick floors and inceffant wafhing. 

From Amersfort Mr. Hanway departed for 
laarden, which is about two German miles dif- 
ant. Here turnpikes are very numerous, and 
affengers are made to pay regularly in many 
laces where there is no fence. About two 

nglifo mniles from Amersfort is Soefdyke, a pa- 
ace belonging to the Prince of Orange, that 
as a park faid to beeight Exgli/h miles in cir- 
umference. Being impatient to reach Am/ter- 
am, he declined. vifiting Utrecht, remarkable 
or a treaty that has blotted the annals of Ezg- 
and, and aggrandized the houfe of Bourbon: 
ut it is faid to be one of the moft agreeable 
laces, and as worthy the attention of a tra- 
elleras any inthe Unxited Frovinces. 

The road to Naarden paffes through regular 
lantations of trees, and the country is well 
ultivated andinhabited. ‘This is the bounda- 
y of the province of Holland, and is fituated 
lear the Zuyder Sea. The fortifications are con- 
derable, being partly compofed of a broaddou- 
ie moat filled from the fea. From hence to 
infterdam is reckoned two German miles: the 
hole country confifts of paftures and gardens

ter. The road on the banks of the canal 
made with great coft; and in theavenue to Am 
fierdam is a caufeway, which has {mall villagy 
and gardens belonging to the citizens on ea 
fide, that greatly beautify the face of thisa 
tificiai country. The gates of Amfterdamy 
fhut at fix in the evening, but are opent 
paffengers till ten, for a ftiver each perfon, 
The wonderful city of Amflerdam, as welly 
many other towns of the Netherlands, ts a wot 
of art and labour not inferior to the greate 
monuments of human induftry in pail a 
It is fituated about 220 Exglifh miles frog 
London, and derives its name from the riv¢ 
Amfel; it being formerly called Amfteldam,. 
the dam of the Amfc/, which is the name g 
nerally given to it in authentic records. Qu 
Author obferves, that it was then reckone 
about 400 years from its firft beginning, aul 
270 from its being enclofed with walls. I 
1570 the Dutch began to lay the foundation a 
their wealth and naval ftrength. About tweny 
years before that time, they embraced the doc: 
trines of Calyin, and being provoked by th 
oppreffive meafures of Roze:/h bigotry, the 
fhook of the Spanifh yoke. ‘The Spaniards x 
erted themfelves upon this occafion, from reli 
gious as well as political motives; but thq 
were unableto render that confederacy abor 
tive, which at length united the Seven Pro 
vinces, and formed a powerful republic. 
About the year 1600 the love of liberty and 
gain caufed fuch a conflux of people ee:

They have much neat, and fome rich fun 
ture, which feems rather occafioned by ana 
cient cuftom of neatnefs and elegance, thant 
effect of a luxurious and expenfive tafte. 
Of all the buildings in 4m/lerdam the tows 
houfe is the moft diftinguifhed. It 1s -282 it 
in front, 232 deep, and 116 high, exchufived 
the cupola, Itcoft three millions of guilde 
or three hundred: thoufand pounds. Sterling 
when money was more valuable than it is nov, 
which will be lefs-furprifing, if we confi 
that it is founded upon thirteen thoufand lag 
piles. This is-a very grand and ufeful built 
ing, and yet is neither elegant:nor agreeabl 
It contains the offices and tribunals.for the e& 
ecution of the laws in the feveral branches 4 
the military, as well as civil government. It! 
very obfervable thar the entrance of this buil 
ing is very mean; but had the doors been pr 
portioned tothe reft of the edifice, they woul 
have been more fubjeét to be forced, upd 
cccafion of thofe tumultuous affemblies @ 
the people, that are not unfrequent in thi 
‘country. The §tadthoufe is guarded in Ir 
hig 
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right by a body of the burghers, who are thus 
harged with the care-of the great refervoir of 
he wealth of the UnitedProvinces, in the lower 
ypartments is the bank, in which is faid to be 
Jepofited immentfe fums. 

The exchange is two hundred and fifty feet 
ong, and a hundred and forty broad; but it 
; much inferior in architeCture.and embellifh- 

ent to that of Lozdoa. It is fupported by 
orty fix pillars which are marked with num- 
bers, and the merchants take their ftands near 
particular pillars to be the more eafily found. 
a city 1s guarded by a militia of the bur- 
gners. : 

The eftablithed religion is that of Caluini/m, 
for which there are eleven churches for the 
Dutch, one for the Exnglifb, two for the Ger- 
mans, and two for the Frenc ; but the Rowax 
vatholics are faid to have near thirty places of 
worfhip. Befides thefe there are Lutherans and 
Boptifs: the Fews are alfo numerous, and 


have their fynagogues as in Londons but none 
of thefe religions, except the Ca/uinifts, are 
allowed the ufe of bells; and the States invali- 


date all marriages not performed according to 
the rites of the eftablifhed church, unlefs the 
parties firft engage themfelves in form before 
the civil magiftrate, and then they may per- 
form the ceremony according to their refpec- 
tive religions. 

Mr. Hanway pafling over the 7” (which is 


difo called the Ya) to Sardam, had.an oppor- 


tunity of obferving the immenfe labour faved 
by the means of windmills. Here they faw 
) H 2 timber 
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timber at avery eafy rate; and he obfervediy 
one of thefe a tree eight or nine inches in dia 
meter, fawed into thirty-fix boards, with great 
exactnefs. This occafions their building fhip 
cheaper than in other parts. They here grind 
woods and other materials for dying, make 
gunpowder and paper, of which here are the 
beft manufactories in Holland. ‘Thefe mill 
are likewife employed in many other ufe, 
This work is performed by a very few handy, 
and the women are employed as well as the 
men; which gives a lively idea of that indufty 
andcoeconomy from which the United Province 
have derived their wealth. Many of thee 
windmills are erected at a great expence, from 
their being built on ground that is little better 
than a marth. 

With refpect to their dykes, the Dutch have 
lately made great improvements: they now 
line many of their fhores with large ftones. He 
The dyke to the Zuyder Sea is raifed about fix- 

| 
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teen feet perpendicular, and goes off upon 
an eafy flope. The ftones are here regularly 
laid, and form an excellent defence againft the 
water: but the dykes toward the north fea are 
{aid to be more lofty, and not to be fupported 
but with piles at a great expence, 

The neighbourhood of a dreadful vulcano 
cannot render the fituation of the inhabitants 
more precarious than that of the Dztch is from 
the nature of their country. In fpite of their 
great fkill and induftry, the ocean has often 
paft its bounds, and exhibited a lively picture’ 
of the general deluge. In 1530 a great par 
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of Zealand was overflowed. In the fame cen- 
tury feventy-two villages on the. coafts of Ho/- 
land and Friezland were fwallowed up, and 
near 20,000 people perifhed; and in 1665 an 
inundation broke down thedykeof Muydenburg 
and laid the whole country round Naarden and 
many places in the province of Urrecht under 
water. The dyke between 4m/ferdam and Ha- 
erlem and many others were alfo broke: but 
the calamity was no fooner over, than the inha- 
bitants, in a great meafure, repaired the da- 
mage. 

Amfterdam is a prodigious magazine of corn, 
wine, timber, and many other commodities 
imporied from abroad ; while the inhabitants 
excel in fugar-baking, dying, bleaching of 
linen and wax, manufacturing of‘paper, {ail- 
cloth, and no inconfiderable quantity of filk 
and wool. Their herring and whale fifheries 
produce immenfe riches, and their Eaff [ndia 
trade is of the higheft importance to them both 
in Ewropeand Afia; the article of {pices alone 
isa mine of gold, which they have preferved 
with more care and affiduity than if it were 
really fuch. 

With refpeét to balance of trade between 
Great Britain and the United Provinces, the li- 
nens, flax, fail-cloth, haberdafhery goods, ju- 
niper-berries, &c. which this nation take of 


the Dutch, greatly exceed in value the tobacco, 


coals, lead, and tin, they take of the Britif 

fubjects, 

_ Though there are many Hollanderswho think 

Judicioufly, and in fome refpects live elegantly, 
: H 3 the 
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common people; but in their cups they are ie 
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the common people are extremely boorith. Ou 
Author obferves, that he has feen a boatmaniy 
a great city, ftrut up and down a room with 
his hat on, his hands on his hips, and witha 
carelefs air of infolence, {pit at the feet of 3 
gentleman who was treating him with civility, 
and giving him an opportunity of getting: 
guinea for an inconfiderable fervice. This 
they miftake for liberty, while their knowledge 
is confined to the common means of gain, and 
the gratifications of the calls of nature. Cheef, 
beer, geneva, brandy, and tobacco, are the 


apt to mix cruelty with their rufticity. 

Conftant employment, coldnefs of complex 
ion, and perhaps the nature of their food, my ii 
contribute to their being but little addicted to Hy 
love. The women who are not of high rank, 
adorn their heads with gold-lace, and other of 
the like ornaments, but with more frugality 


than is generally practifed in Germany, Kx 


cept a few court ladies, they have not much 
tafte or delicacy in their manners. Some have 
good complexions; but there are few beautiful: 
their teeth are in general bad, and moft of theit 
children are fickly till the age of eight or ten. 
The women in this country feldom breed after 
they are thirty; and as the men are remarkable 
for wearing many breeches, the women in cold 
weather ufe pots with live coals of wood of 
turf fet into boxes bored full of holes, and put 
under the petticoats: this is not. only apt t0 
make them old from the waitt on, 

Ort 
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yefore the time ordained by nature, but the 
mell of the coals is offenfive, Thus there is 
a proverbial faying, that ** the dirtieft piece of 
‘ furniture in the houfe of a Dutchman is his 
‘ wife.” 

The revenues of Amferdam are reputed to be 
onefourth of what is paid by the Seven Provin- 
ces: they generally calculate two millions of 
people in the United Provinces, and two 
millions Sterling at the loweft computation, are 
annually paid in taxes. 

- On the 16th of October, Mr. Hanway took 
his leave of Amfferdam, and embarking at Ha- 
erlem gate, took the roof or cabin of the Treck- 
fcoot: thefe ftage boats are extremely commo- 
dious, as they fet out at {tated hours, and per- 
form their paflage at acertain time almoft to 
aminute. The Haerlem canalis bounded by 
meadow lands, ftocked with horned cattle : 
but there are not many houfes near the banks. 
In two hours and ahalf he reached Haerlem, a 
confiderable town remarkable for its cleannefs ; 
though its fortifications are in-fome parts only 
abrick wall. Here are twelve churches. of 
which only four are of the eftablithed religion. 
A little to the fouth of this city is Hacriem 
Meer, which is a large lake; but it abounding 
in fhallows, and being much expofed to the 
wind, the canal is much preferable for the 

commerce with Amfterdam. } 
Mr. Haaiway having made a fhort ftay at 
-Haerlem, he embarked for Leyden. ‘The banks 
of the canal to the laft mentioned city are 
higher than thefe of Haerlem. Here the cows 
are 
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are covered with body cloaths, from the op 
nion that by keeping their backs warm, they 
give a greater quantity of milk; and the {fcene 
is diverfified by feveral country houfes, plan- 
tations of trees, and agreeable walks. The 
diftance to Leyden is fifteen Exgli/fh miles, and 
he was exactly four hours on the way. This 
place is well known for its univerfity, which 
has ftudents from all parts of Europe. The 
city is meat and agreeable, and the gardens 
about it extremely fruitful , but as moit other 
places in the United Provinces has too much wa- 
ter, this has not enough, nor has it fuch acom- 
munication with the fea as to afford a proper 
motion by tides to keep the water fweet. 
From Leyden our Authorwent in three hours 
to the Hague, which having no inclofure, 1: 
called a village. The ftreets are broad; feve- 
ral of them are without canals, and the houfes 
for the moft part are extremely well built. The 
number of coaches belonging to the noblemen 
and gentlemen, and the gay appearence. in 
point of drefs, give a very different idea of life 
from that of the trading cities. People here 
are more polite and eafy in their behaviour, 
than in other parts of Holland; the moft confi- 
derable perfons in Europe meeting there, aswell 
as the aflembly of the States General, which 
alfo draws thither the greateft part of the peo- 
ple of the firft diftinétion in the United Provin- 
ces, Indeed the Hague may be confidered e1- 
ther as a great city, or as a rural fcene, the 
environs with which it is immediately inclofed 
being extremely delightful, while, as this cul- 
tomaly

comary in great cities, they have plays and 
other amufements, and at fome diftance a gar- 
den in imitation of Vauxhall, There are, how- 
ever, only two churches of any confequence. 

On the 22d of October Mr. Hanway left the 
Haoue and went to De/ft, a very aricient and 
pleafant town furrounded by flat meadow- 
This town, 
which ig well known for its earthen ware, is 
well peopled, the inhabitants being computed 
at above 20,000, : 

Our Author went from thence to Rotterdam, 
which is hardly feven Ezgiz/ miles diftant, and 
may jyftly be efteemed the next in rank to 4m- 
ferdam. Indeed it has feveral advantages a- 
bove that city, particularly with refpeét to the 
fouthern trade of Europe: befides, the naviga- 
tion of the Maefe, is more fafe and commodi- 
ous than that of the Zeve/, and the air and wa- 
ter are better. ‘The canals here being bread 
and deep, exhibit the view of a flourifhing trade 
byconveying fhips of burthen into the heart of 
that city. Among other public buildings is a 
very good exchange for the ufe of the mer- 
chants: but the moft remarkable edifice 1s the 
great church of St. Lawrence, in which are the ~ 
monuments of feveral perfons of diftinction, 
particularly of their moft celebrated fea officers: 
on the great bridge is the ftatue of Era/mus. 
There are in this city great magazines of Fa/ 
India goods, this city having a fhare of that 
trade. The Britifo factory is very confidera-, 
ble, and is moftly compofed of North Britons of 
the kirk of Scotland, who have a church here. 

During 
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During the war in Flanders under the grey 
Duke of Marlborough, an epifcopal church was 
built by the contribution of the Exgii/b officen, 
merchants and mariners, and is faid to be the 
only regular epifcopal church countenanced 
and eftablifhed, belong to Briti/h fubjeéts out 
of the dominions of Great Britain. | 

On the 27th Mr. Hanway went down the 
Macfein a yacht to Halvoet Sluys, the port 
from whence the Harwich packet fets out 
on Wednefdays and Sundays. Though this is 
one of the beft harbours in the United Pro 
winces, yet the town is very inconfiderable, it 
having only three {mall ftreets and a quay 
which is of confiderable extent, and borders a 
great part of the harbour. From this place 
may be feen the ifland of Goree to the {fouth, 
and Zealand to the north, 

Mr. Hanway had here the pleafure to find 
{mall fquadron with four yachts, belonging to 
the crown of Great Britain, under the com. 
mand of Lord 4zfoz, his Britannic Majefty be 
ing expected to embark in his return from Han- 
ever, in afew days: a fight which gave him the 
more pleafure, as hehad not feena Brits tip 
of war for near eight years before. He em- 
barked on board the packet foon after his ar: 
rival, and landed at Harwich on the 28th, af: 
ter a paflage of 24 hours. 
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CHAP. I. 


The Author fcts out on his Travels, and fails 
through the Thracian Bofphorus into she 
Euxine or Black Sea: he touches at Cafta, 
Donflow, andCape Cuodos ; gives a Defcrip- 
tion of the Country of the Circaflian Tartars, 
and thence proceeds to \{gaour. An Account of 
the Manners, Cuftoms, and Religion of the Min- 
grelians, or ancient Colchians: of the Princi- 
pality of Guriel, and the Kingdom of |meretta. 


Left Paris on the 17th of Auguf 1671, 
to return to Perfia, where the late King 
had by letters patent made me his merchant, 
and ordered me to procure many jewels of 
value, his Majefty having drawn with his own

hand, 
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hand, the models by which he would hay 
them fet. Mr. Raifz, a gentleman of greit 
integrity, who had been my companion in ny 
former travels, engaged again in this trade, 
We {pent fourteen months in the richeft coun. 
tries of Europe, in fearch of the largeft ftones, 
and the fineft wrought corals. We caufed to 
be made the richeft goldfmith’s work, watches, 
and curious clocks, and befides, took with ws 
12,000 ducats in gold. 

We travelled by the way of Milan, Venie 
and Floreace, and arriving at Leghorn,embarked 
in a fhip under a Dutch convoy; and failed to 
Smyrna, which he reached on the 2d of Marc 
1672, and twelve days after arrived at Con 
frantinople. In this city we remained four 
months; but in the mean while there happen: 
ing a quarrel between the Grand Vizier and 
the French Ambaffador, a report was {preat, 
that the former intended to arreft, not only 
the Ambaflador, but all of the Freach nation in 
that city, when being afraid that our goods, 
which were very rich, would be feized, we 
endeavoured by all poffible means to leave 
Conftantinople, and to proceed on our journey 
to Perfa. The caravans in thofe hot months 
did not travel; but the Porte being abont to 
fend anew Commander with foldiers, and the 
annual fupply of money to the fort of Azo, 
on the lake Meotis, we obtained a paffage ina 
Turkifb faick belonging to the fleet, and on the 
27th of Fu/y embarked ata port in the Tra 


cian Bofphorus, 
This 
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This ftreight, which is about fifteen miles in 
length, and in moft parts about two in breadth, 
though in others it is lefs, is fo called, from 
its being f{uppofed that an ox may {wim over 
it, It is certainly .one of the moft delightful 
channels in the world; for the rifing fhores 
are covered with pleafure houfes, gardens, 
woods, parks, and wilderneffes, watered with 
amultitude of {prings and fountains. In fair 
s weather the paflage through it is rendered ex- 
ceeding diverting, from the great number of 
barks that are continually failing backwards 
and forwards; and the profpect of Coxz/fanti- 
nople from the top of it at about two miles 
diftance, is more charming than can be ima- 
gined. There are four caftles well fortified 
with great guns, two of them oppofite each 
other, eight miles from the Black Sea, and two — 
at the mouth of the channel. | 

On the 3d of 4zguf in the morning, we 
arrived at Caffa, a port in the Tauricus Chere 
oneffus, a peninfula fo called from its being 
firit inhabited by the Scythians of Mount Taurus. 
It is 35 leagues from north to fouth, and 55 
from eaft to weft. But the ifthmus that joins 
it to the continent is not above a league in 
breadth. It is inhabited hy the Crim Tartars, 
who dwell in cities and towns, while their 
neighbours the Nogays and Calmucs, dwell in 
tents, as the reft do on the continent. 

Cafa is a large town in Crim Tartary, built 
at the bottom of a hill, on the bank of the 
fea, extending in length nearly from north 
to fouth. It is f{urrounded with ftrong walls, 
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and has a caftle at each of the two ends, whid 
advance into the fea, whence the town q 
being viewed from a veffel in the harbou, 
appears to be built in the form of. an haf. 
‘moon. The cattle to the fouth is on an ey 


nence, which:commands all the parts aboutit 
it is very Py and the refidence of the Bafi: 
the other is{maller, but is well provided wih 
artillery. The houfes in the town are cen 
puted at about 4000, of which about 43m 
belong tothe Zurksand Yartars, and the refto 
the Greeks and Armenians: they are {mall, a 
built ofearth, asare alfo the mofques, bazarsa 
baths ; for it has not any edifice of ftone, i 
we except eight anctent ruinous church 
erected by the Genoe/e: the foil about it is dy 
and fandy, bearing little fruit, and the wate 
is bad; but the air is very pure and whol. 
fome. All provifions are very cheap and goa, 
‘mutton being not above a farthing a_pount, 
and other things in proportion. There is: 
great trade carried on here in falt-fith andc: 
viare, which being taken out of the lake Me 
tis, at 26 miles diftance, in great quantites, 
are tranfported into Europe. The inhabitatis 
alfo furnith Coxffantinople and feveral othe 
places, with corn, butter, and falt ; forte 
Caffa butter is the beft in all Turky. 

On the 30th of Auguf we left Caffa m4 
fhip bound for Mixzrelia, and the next 


arrived at Donflow, or the falt-pits, which it 
fituated on the fhore so miles from Cy 


Here are great quantities of falt made by lettat 
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9 the fea-water, and fuffering it to-congeal by 

eheat of the fun. The people fay, that 
oo veflels are annually laden with this falt, 
paying only two fhillings a day to thofe who 
oad it. About a-mile from the fhore isa 
village of the Yartars, where there ts not a- 
bove ten or twelve houfes with a little mofque, 
and round about it a great number of tents 
with feveral waggons clofe covered, which 
ferve them inftead of houfes. Some of thefe 
tents are handfome enough, being made of 
round poles, with others crofling them, co- 
vered on the outfide with large felts drawn 
tight over them. They have a door of the 
fame, and above a little window, to admit 
the light, and let out the fmoke. The infide 
is hung with tapeftry, and the floor alfo 
covered with it. Every family has not only 
one of thefe tents, but two others, covered 
with alarge coarfe woollen cloth, one for the 
fervants and kitchen, in which tsa pit five 
feet deep to make a fire in for dreffing their 
meat; the other tent is for the hories and 
cattle. Their corn and forage they ftore in 
magazines under ground, which they cover fo 
exactly that none can find them but themfelves. 
They can remove their tents with little trouble, 
and in a very fhort time ; on which occafion 
they carry them away incarts drawn by horfes 
and oxen, of which they breeda great number. 
They profefs the Mahometan religion ; but in- 
termix it with ridiculous opinions of divi- 
gation, 


2 From’ 
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From Donflow we failed along the channel tg 
Cape Cuodos, the Corocondama of Ptolemy where 
the coafts that bound the lake Motis, which 
are very mountainous are feen at thirty mile 
diftance. From Caffa tothe ftreights ‘that 
open into this lake, is 120 miles.- ‘Lhe coun. 
try on both fides js fubjeft to the Turks, and 
thinly inhabited by the Zarsars, almoft all thy 
coaft being defart. From the ftreight to Mi. 
grelia is reckoned 600 miles along the fhore, 
which confifts of pleafant woods, thinly ins 
habited by the Circafian * Tartars,. who are : 
neither fubject nor tributary to the Porte, 
The veffels that come from Coxflantinople to 
_ Mingrelia trade with this people, but do it with 
their arms in their hands, and by hottages; 
for they are remarkable for their infidelity and 
perfidiou{nefs, and feldom fajl to fteal where- 
ever they find an opportunity, The trade with 
them is carried on by exchange ; the Circafians 
bringing down flaves of all ages and fexes, 
honey, wax, leather, jackals, and the {kins 
of fome beafts, for fuch commodities as they 
want, 

Circafia is a pleafant and fertile country that 
produces great plenty of all forts of fruit with- 
out labour, as apples, pears, cherries, and wal- . 
nuts; but the chief wealth of the inhabitants 
confifts in cattle, as fheep, whofe wool is as: 
fine as that of Spaim, deer, goats, and well- 


* The Turks call them Cherks; but they were 
named by the ancients Zageans, or Mountaineers, 
and Pemponins Mela calls them Sargacians. 
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fhaped horfes, fo fwift and ftrong, that they 
will tire wild beafts, and overtake them in 
the chafe. They fow no grain but millet for 
their bread, and barley for their horfes, and 
their women till and manure the ground. 
Their drink is water and boza, which is a 
iquour made of millet, as intoxicating as wine. 
They live in wooden huts, and go almoft 
naked: their beds are made of fheep-fkins 
fewed together, and ftuffed with millet leaves 
beaten in the thrafhing as {mall as oat chaff. 
They were formerly Chriffians; but now of no 
religion, except obferving fome fuperftitious 
ceremonies borrowed from the C4riftians and 
Mahometans; and they are all {worn enemies to 
thofe who live in the proyinces round about 
them. 

The Adcas border upon the Circafians, and 
poffefs about 100 miles on the coaft between 
Mingrelia and Circafia. They are not fo favage 
as the Circafians; but are as much inclined to 
robbery: fo that the merchants are obliged ta 
take the fame precautions in trading with - 
them. They, like their neighbours, are in 
want: of all the conveniences of life, and have 
nothing to exchange for them but humancrea- 
tures, furs, the fkins of deer and tygers, box- 
wood, wax and honey. 

On the soth of September we arrived at 
{gaour a port in Mingrelia, where all the veffels 
lie that trade thither. It is a defart place 
without any houfes; the traders therefore build 
themfelves huts and booths of boughs for the 
| I 3 time 
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time of their ftay which is ufually as longa 
they find themfelves fafe from the Jdcas, 

Colchis or Mingrelia, is fituated at the end 
of the Black Sea. It is bounded on the eaft ly 
the little kingdom of Jmeretia; on the fouth 
by the Black Sea, and on the north by Mount 
Caucafus. The rivers Codours and Rione * pat 
it, the firft from the 4dcas, and the other from 
Imeretta. Its length is about 110 miles, and 
its breadth 60. It was once fortified againt 
the Abcas by a wall of 60 miles in length, 
which has been long fince demolifhed. 

The inhabitants of Caucafus who border 
upon Colchis are the Alanes, Suanes, Gigut, 
Caracioles or Cara-cherks, that is, Black Cir 
cafians, fo called by the Turks, not from their 
complexion, for they are efteemed the fairel 
people upon earth; but from their country, 
which is always darkened withclouds and fogs, 
They were anciently Chrifians, but now lire 
by robbery and rapine, profefs no religion, 
having little befides fpeech that can entitle 
them to humanity. They are very tall and 
portly, and their very looks and fpeech fhew 
their favage difpofitions, they being the mot 
refolute affaflins, and daring robbers in th 
world. 

_ The ancient. kingdom of Colchis was much 
larger than Mingrelza is at prefent, it extending 
on one fide to the lake Maotis, and to Jberis 
on the other. Its capital city named Colcls, 


* ‘Two famous rivers in ancient hiftory, called dt 
Corax and Phajs. 
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ras at the mouth of the P4afs, a river to the 
weft. The country ts uneven, full of hills 
and mountains, valleys and plains: it is al- 
moft covered with woods, except the manured 
lands which are but few, and thofe preferved 
by grubbing up the roots that are continually 
Bfpreading into them. The air is temperate 
Swith retpect to heat and cold, but as it rains 
almoft continually, the wetnefs and warmth 
of the climate breed in fummer the peftilence, 
and feveral other difeafes.. It abounds with 
rivers, Which defcend from Mount Cazca/us, 
and fall into the Black Sea. The foil is very 
bad, and produces little carn or pulfe, and 
the fruits are without tafte and unwholefome, 
except their vines, which thrive well, and 
produce moft excellent wine. Did the inha- 
bitants know how to prepare it in a proper 
manner, it would be the beft wine in the world. 
The vines encompafs the trunks of the trees, 
and rife to their very tops. In feed-time the 
earth is fo moift, that they fow their wheat 
and barley without plowing; for they fay, 
that fhould they plow it, the land would be fo 
foft as not ta be able to fupport the ftalk. For 
their other corn they plow their iands with 
plough-fhares of wood, which in this moift 
foil, make as good furrows as iron. Their 
common grain is gomm, which Is as {mall as 
coriander food, and refembles millet. Of this 
they make a pafte, which they ufe for bread, 
and prefer it towheat : this is not tobe wondér- 
ed at, for it is very agreeable to the palate, 
and conducive to health, it being cooling and 
| laxative. 
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laxative. They have alfo great plenty of. 
millet, fome rice, with wheat and _ barley, 
which are very fcarce. The people of quality 
eat wheaten bread as a rarity, but the meaner 
fort feldom or never taite it. 

The ordinary food of the country is beef 
and pork, of which laft they have great plenty » 
and the beft in the world. They have alfo 
goats flefl: ; but it is lean and ill tafted. Their 
venifon is the hart, ftag, and fallow deer. 
They have alfo wild boars and hares, all 
which are excellent food. They have par- 
tridges, pheafants, and quails in abundance, 
with fome river fowl, and wild pigeons, which 
are good meat, and as big as crammed chic- 
kens; thefe pigeons they take in nets, and 
thus catch great numbers in fummer. 

Their nobility {pend their whole time in 
the field, ufing hobbies, gofhawks, ¢Sc. for 
their {ports, to catch water-fowt and _phea- 
fants; but the paftime in which they moi 
delight, is flying the falcon at the heron, which 
they catch only for the fake of the tuft upon 
his crown, in order to put it upon their bon- 
nets, for they let him go again, when they 
have cut it off, that it may grow up afrefh. 

Mount Caucafus produces a great number of 
wild beafts, as lions, tygers, leopards, jackals 
and wolves ; which laft make great havock 
among their cattle and horfes, and frequently 
difturb the inhabitants in their houfes with 
their dreadful howlings. ‘They have great — 
numbers of very good horfes, almoft every 
man keeping feveral of them; for they a 
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little or nothing, as they neither fhoe them nor 
feedthem with corn. They have no cities 
nor towns, except two by the fea fide ; but 
their houfes are fo {cattered up the country, 
that you can hardly travel a-mile, without 
feeing three or four of them. There are nine 
or ten caftles in the country, the chief ofwhich 
where the Prince keeps his court, is called 
Rus. This caftle has a ftone wall ; but it is 
fo {mall, and fo ill built, that it might be 
battered down by the leaft piece of artillery ; 
it has however, fome cannon, which the other 
cafles have not. They are made in the fol- 
lowing manner: in the midft of a thick wood 
he people build a ftone tower thirty or forty 
feet high, capable of containing fifty or fixty 
erfons. ‘This tower is the place of ftrength, © 
where they fhut up all the riches of the Lord, 
and of thofe who put themfelves under his pro 
ection. Near this tower are five or fix others 
ft wood, which ferve for magazines of pro- 
ifions, and as places of retreat for their wives 
and children, in cafe of an attack, There 
are alfo feveral huts made of wood, others of 
branches of trees, and others of canes and 
eedsy The area in which they are enclofed is 
urrounded by a clofe hedge, and by a wood, 
Khich is every where fo thick, that it is im- 
offible to find thefe retreats but by the way 
ut to them, which is ftopped up by trees, 
whenever they apprehend the approach of an 
enemy, 
The houfes of the Mingreliaas are built with 
mber, which they have in great plenty ; be 
: the 
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the poorer fort never raife them above one 


ftory nor the rich above two. The lower 


rooms are always’ furntfhed with beds and 
couches, to lie down or fit upon, on account 
of the moifture of the earth ; but they arein. 
convenient, from their having neither windows 
nor chimnies, and their having but one room 
for the whole family, fo that they all lie to. 
gether, and at night have alfo their cattle with 
them. 
The men are well fhaped, and the women 
handfome, that they feem born to infpire 
ove; yet they all paint their faces, and par- 
ticularly their eyebrows, ‘They drefs them- 
felves in as ornamental a manner as they can, 
wearing a Perfiaz habit, and curling the hair. 
They are witty, civil, and full of compliments; 
but, on the other hand, are proud, deceitful, 
cruel and libidinous. The men _ have allo 
many mifchievous qualities; but that whicl 
they moft prattife is theft, and this they make 
their employment and glory. They juftify the 
lawfulnefs of having many wives, by faying 
that they bring them many children, which 
they can fell for ready money, or exchange 
for neceffary conveniences; yet when they 


have not the means of fupporting them, they. 


hold it a piece of:charity to murder new-bom 
infants, and fuch perfons as are fick and paf 
recovery, becaufe by this means they free 
them from mifery. Adultery 2nd inceft, a%

down to feaft upon it. It is common for 
them to have two or three wives at a time. 
As the gentlemen have full power over the 
lives and eftates of their tenants, they fell 
or difpoie of their wives and children as 


| they think fit; befides, every hufbandman 


js bound to furnifh his Lord with as much 


corn, wine,-cattle and other provifions as is 


in his power. Thus his riches confift in the 
number of his peafants. The Lords decide 
the quarrels of their vaffals: but when they 
themfelves are at variance, they determine the 
difpute by arms, and therefore all go armed 


.with a lance, bow and {word. 


Their drefs is very fingular. All the men, 


except the ecclefiaftics, fuffer but little of their 


beard to grow. ‘They fhave the top of the 
head, leaving only a little hair over the fore- 
head, and down to their ears ; and even that is 
clipped fhort. They wear a bonnet of fine felt 
which in wititer is lined with fur; but they 
are in general {fo poor, that to prevent its 
being fpoiled, they put it in their pocket when 
itrains, and go bareheaded. ‘Lhofe in mean 
crcumitances go almoft naked, and have in 
general only a covering of.a triangular form, 
at one end of whichis a hole, through which 
they put the head ; this covering, which is of 
{trong felt, they turn to the fide whence comes 
the wind or the rain. Over their bodies they - 
wear fhirts which reach to their knees, and 
fuck into a ftreight pair of breeches ; but they

breeches, which laft them a year, and ina

The men at their 
merry meetings difcourfe about their wars and 
robberies, and the women tell obfcene tales of 
their amours. | 
Mingrelia is but thinly peopled, which 1s oc- 
cafioned by their wars, and the vaft numbers 


fold by the Nobility to the Herfans and T: “s 
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All their trade is carried on by the way of 
barter; for their money has no fettled value. 
The current f{pecie are piaftres, Dutch crowns, 
and abaffis, which are made in Georgia, and 
bear the Perfian ftamp. The revenues of the 
Hrince of Mingrelia do not exceed 20,000 
crowns, which are raifed by cuftoms on goods 
Bexported and imported, by felling of flaves, 
and by impofitions and fines. But this he lays 
up, for his flaves ferve him-for nothing, and 
ent Mae bis crown lands furnifh his court with more 
provifions than he can fpend. He is not able 
les, ME t0 Taile above 4000 men fit to bear arms, and 
ith Mae thefle are moftly cavalry, for he has not above 
een #300 foot.

called Pigaitas, where a church now ftands, 
whither the Catholicos, or Chief Bifhop, goes 
once in his life time to make the holy oil; but 


oc- fet! was unable to find a Mingrelian who knew 
bers feat was meant by religion, by fin, the facra- 
urks Ment, or divine worfhip: for they are now 
AN HR Vou. Xy, eee fallen 
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fallen into fuch a profound abyfs of ignorance, 
that they look upon the life eternal, the day of 
judgment, and the refurreCtion of the dead, a 
mere fables: their clergy perform fcarcely any 
Fcclefiaftical Duties; for there is hardly one of 
them that can either write or read, and they 
have in a manner loft the method of perforn. 
ing divine worfhip. They make a public pro & 
feffion of foretelling things to come, and per. 
{uade the people to believe that future events 
are revealed in their books. The Mizgrelian 
are indeed fo infatuated with this opinion, that 
as foon as any one is fick,. they call in the 
prieft, not to pray for the patient ; they have 
not the leaft notion of that; but for him to 
look in his book, to fee whether the fick wil 
die of that difeafe, and for him to declare al 
its confequences. The prieft then opens the 
book which he has brought with him, and hav 
ing with great attention turned over all the 
Jeaves, pronounces with the voice of an or 
cle, that the Cati, for thus they call their im 
ges, is enraged againft him, and has ftruck him 
with a difeafe; that he will be appeafed bya 
prefent; but ifa good one is not immediately 
made him, the patient will die. This prefent 
confifts in a goat, a hog, a cow, or the like, 
which the poor man, under the apprehenfio 
of death, immediately gives the prieft, to off 
to the image. . | 
_ The Catholicos of Mingrelia, is not onlythe 
head of all the clergy of that country, but 
alfo of dbca, Guriel, Imeretia, and Mout 
Cauca/us; yet the Prince appoints or ie 
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him.at his pleafure. He has a very great re- 
yenue; for he has 400 vaflals under him, who 
furnifh his houfe not only with the neceflaries, 
but with many of the fuperfluities of life. He 
fells their children to the Turks, and when he 
yifits the dioceffes under his jurifdiction, it is 


. i not to reform theclergy or iniftruct the people, 


but to fpoil them of their goods, and rake to- 
ether great fums, He will not confecrate a 

Bithop for lefs than 600 crowns, nor fay a'mafs 
for the dead under 800, nor any other mafs 
under100. His fanctity confifts in abftinence 
from flefh and wine in Lent, andin long prayers 
day and night; but he is fo ignorant that he 
can hardly read his breviary and miffal, He 
has fix Bifhops under him, who generally take 
no care of the fouls of the people, nor ever 
vifit their churches or dioceffes; but fuffer 
the priefts to live in ignorance, and the people 
to commit the groffeft crimes. They are 
chiefly employed in feafting and banquetting, 
and are drunk almoft every day. They are 
rich, but their principal revenues arife from 
the oppreffion of their vaffals, and their felling 
their wives and children. They, however, 
like the Greek Bifhops, abftain from flefh: for 
they place the whole Chriffian religion in faft- 
ing, and think that almoft the only duty they 
are obliged to perform. ‘Their cathedral is 
pretty neatly kept, and well adorned with 
images, which they embellifh with gold and 
jewels, believing that by this means they fa- 
tisfy the divine juftice, and atone for their 
fins, They are clothed in fcarlet and velvet, 
K 2 and 
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and alfo differ from the feculars in wearin 
their beards long, and their bonnets black, 
high and round. : | 

The Mingrelian priefts are very numerous, 
but are a miferable fort of creatures. They 
till their own grounds, and thofe of their 
Lords, and are no lefs flaves than the feculars, 
nor have they any refpect fhewed them, excep‘ 
when they blefs the food at meals, or fay mafs, 
Their parifh churches have tio bells, inftead of 
which they call the people together by knock. 
ing with a great ftick upon a board; theyare 
kept as tiafty as ftables, and the images are 
foul, broken ahd covered with duft; yet the 
worfhip they pay to them is in the highef 
degree idolatrous, for they do not pay thema 
relative- adoration ; but pay their devotions to 
the material fubftance. They worfhip fuch 
moft as are fineft adorned, or fared for ther 
cruelty, and if they fweat by any of thele, 
they will never break the oath. St. Giobas 
is oneof their moft formidable images, and him 
they will not approach nearer than where they 
can juft fee him, afd leave their prefents at 
that diftance; for they pretend that he kills 
all who appfoach him. 

They have no value for any of the Romih 
Saints except St. George, to whom they pay 
the higheft revererice, as do the Georgzans. 
Their mafs is after the Greek manner. ‘Theif 
cup or chalice is a goblet of wood ;_ the cover 
is of the fame materials, and their patten 1s 4 
wooden dith. They never fay mafs in Lent, 
but on Saturdays and Sundays; for they re

In mournjng for the dead, the women gnahh 
their teeth. rend their garments, tear their hair 
and flefh, beat their breafts, and make dreadful 
jamentations. The men tear their cloaths, 
fhave their heads and faces, and likewife beat 
their breafts. The mourning lafts 40 days, on 
the ten firft of which it is accompanied with the 
moft extravagant figns of grief; which then 
gradually diminifhes till the fortieth, when the 
body is interred. A feaft is then made for all 
the relations and friends, and for all whocame 
toweep. The Bifhop fays mafs, and after: 
wards lays claim to every thing that belonged 
to the deceafed, his horfes, cloaths, arms, 
money, if he had any, and every thing of the 
fame kind. For death is the ruin of the fa 
milies of the Mizgre/ians. But when a Bithop 
dies, the Prince fays the mafs for the dead on 
the fortieth day of mourning, and takes all his 
moveable goods. | 
It muft not be omitted that thefe people 
have certajn Monks of the order of St. Bafi 
who wear the habit, and live after the mannef 
of the Greek Monks. They have black bon: 
nets,eat noflefh, and fuffer their hair to grow, 
but mind nothing of religion, except ones 


through MINGRELIA into PERSIA. 103 


their fafts with great exactnefs. They have 
alfo Nuns of the fame order, who obferve their 
fafts, and wear a black veil, but they have no 
nunneries, nor are under any vows, but quit 
the habit whenever they pleafe. 

The neighbouring nations live and aét in 
almoft all refpects after the fame manner, only 
thofe who live near Perfa and Turky are more 
civilized. 

On the confines of Mingrelia lie the princi-

Two days after, a number of peafants who 
fled from the enemy, pafled by J/gaour, and 
yaifed a great alarm; by reperting that the A- 
cas, whom the Prince of Mingrelia had called to 
his affiftance againit the Turks, plundered and 
purnt every thing before them; and carried of 
all the men and beafts that fell into their hands, 
Adding, that they were already near the port. 
All were now in a hurry to carry their effeds 
on board. Each of the commanders of the 
fhipslandedtwo pieces of cannon, and the men 
were under arms all night: but the next day 
they reimbarked, chufing rather to abandon 
the wool, falt, earthen ware, and other mer- 
chandize, they had not been able to bring on

I did not flay to deliberate on what the fa:

-I therefore repreient- 
ed to him, that whatever misfortunes might 
happen to us in Mingrelia, they mutt be lels 
than thofe of returning to Caffa, by which we 
mutt infallibly perifh; and this opinion | 
firengthened by many reafons. He was {oou 
convinced by my arguments, and now only con-

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vel. The barque wherein we had come down 


the river with my valet, was proper for our 
purpofe. It was freighted for going and com- 
ing: we therefore embarked in it with all our 
babgage, and I gave the value of an hundred 
crowns in goods to father Zampy, who knew 
the price fet upon it, and was to buy it for me. 


The baggage being embarked before noon, 


we immediately fet fail. I was filled with joy 
at leaving the fhip, where I could not endure 
the ftink, nor bear the fight of the infamous 
commerce carried on in it. It was becomea 
prifon for flaves, in which the men and boys 
were chained two and two every night, and 
oofened every morning. The war of Miz- 
erelia was of advantage to our merchants, who 
bought the booty and flaves taken by the /- 
a, who were now continually coming on 
board, to exchange them for arms, cloaths, 
and other commodities. A Greek merchant, 
hofe cabin was next to mine, bought a 
woman and her fucking child for twelve 
towns: the woman was twenty-five years of 
age; her face was extremely beautiful; her 
kin had the whitenefs of the lilly; and I never 
law a finer breaft or a rounder neck. This 
lovely woman filled me at the fame time with

that we had brought nothingwithus but books.

On the ninth of Odfober a lay Theatine, who 
was phyfician and furgeon to all Minagrelia, 
came to feeus. The accefs which his art gave 
him to the houfes of the Prince and of all the 
Great, had raifed his vanity. I received and 
treated him in a manner that flattered his pride, 
and in réturn he gave me a thoufand affurances 
of his protection and aififtance. Some days af- 
ter he came to inform us that the 4dcas had re- 
turned home; and had carried off 1200 per- 


fons, much cattle, and a great booty. He 


then told father Zampy that we might all go to 
their houfe at Sip7as, and that the Prince and 
Catholicos had ordered him to tell me and my 
comrade, that we were welcome, and that they 
would grant us men and horfes to conduct us

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into Georgia. Upon receiving this agreeable 
news, we refolved to fet out the next day. _ 

While we ftaid at Anarghia we had no {car. 
city of provifions, but had plenty of fowl, hogs 
and goats, which my men exchanged for nee. 
dies, thread, combs and knives. We had every 
thing very cheap, and this being the time of 
vintage, we had winein plenty, and nothing was 
{carce but bread. There was a widow lady of 
quality at Azarghia, whofe hufband had been 
Vizir to the Prince. Father Zampy conduéted 
me to her, and I made her a prefent of fome 
trifles. In order to obtain others, fhe fent 
me every day a cake of bread that weighed 
about half a pound, with fome other refreh- 
ments: thus one day fhe fent a hog, another 
day acake of wax, another fome honey, ano- 
ther a pheafant, and on fending thefe fhe al- 
ways begged for fome trifles, as knives, {cil- 
fars, and ribbons; fhe made me pay double 
the price of her prefents. One day fhe paid 
me a vifit, when fhe was extremely obliging, 
but made many demands, 

Father Zampy made me pafs for a Capuchin 
obferving, that I fhould meet with fome o 
that order in Georgia. To fupport this cha- 
racter, I dreffed as meanly as poffible, and al- 
fected poverty on all occafions. JI aéted my 
part well enough, but the conduét of my fer- 
vants prevented my impofing on the people: 
for they broke all my meafures by their cook- 
ery, and bought the greateft delicacies let

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On the 14th we fet out two hours before 
day for Anarghia, and proceeded two leagues 
up the river Affolphus, after which we landed 
our baggage, and with it loaded fix {mall carts ; 
befides two others filled with the provifions 
bought by father Zampy. Thele eight carts 
made a gréat noife; for the Mingrelians were 
net accuftomed to fee fuch a quantity of goods 
atatime. In lefs than two days the whole 
country was informed thatfome Ewropeans were 
arrived who had eight carts loaded with their 
baggage. We proceeded four leagues and a 
half by land, and arrived in the evening at 
Sipias. 

Sipias is the name of two churches, one of 
them a parifh church of the Méingrelians, and 
the other belonging to the Theatines, an order 
of Friars who firft came into Mingrelia in 1627, 
when they were admitted as phyficians, and 
a piece of land given them, on which they 
built feveral wooden houfes after the manner 
of the country, fome with only the ground 
floor, and others with a room above. Each of 
the Friars have one of thefe houfes to dwell 


in; for they are all feparate; the {malleft are 


for their flaves, and two families of peafants 
who are their tenants; but though they have 
good employment as phyficians, none will em- 
brace their religion, the very flaves refufing to 
communicate with them: for they will not al- 
low the Europeans to be Chriftians, becaufe they 
have neither fo many fafts as they, nor are 
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On the 18th the Princefs of Mingrelia came 
to the Theatines. She was on horfeback at. 
tended by about ten men and eight women, 
very badly cloathed, and ill mounted, with fe. 
veral men on foot who ftood about her horfe, 
Father Zampy went immediately to receive her, 
when fhe told him, that fhe had heard there 
were fome Exropeans in his houfe, who had Mc!

were feated, to ferve as tables; and one wall R 
alfo put before the women. This being done, iM tl 
two kettles were brought im and placed in the 
middle, one of them, which was very laree, 
was carried by four men, and was full of com- 
mon gomm ; the other, which was {maller, was 
brought in by two, and was full of white 
gomm. This gommwas a kindof pafte, of which 
the Mingrelians make the fame ufe as we do of 
bread. Two other men brought in upona 
kind of bier, a hog boiled whole, and four 
others entered with a large pitcher of wine. 
‘The Princefs was ferved firit, then her women, 
then us, and afterwards her attendants. The 
Princefs was alfo ferved with a wooden bowl of 
gomm, and fome herbs, and with a filver dil, 
in which were two fowls, one boiled, and the 
other roafted; but both of them had very di- 
agreeable fauce. The Princefs fent me a pat 
of the bread and fallad, and caufed me to be 
told, that I fhould ftay fupper, and that the 
would kill an ox; but this was mere compl 
ment. A litile after fhe fent me two pies : 
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fowl, and afked with a loud voice, why there 
never came into Mingrelia any of the European 
artificers, who work fo well in metals, filk, 
and wool, and why there only came Monks 
who had no bufinefs there, and whom they 
did not want. It is eafy to guefs at the con- 
fufion into which this queftion muft throw the 

oor Theatines who were prefent. I aniwered, 
that the artificers of Europe laboured only for 
sain, and having employment enough there, 
had no inclination to go farther ; but that the 
Religious having in view the glory of God, and 
the falvation of fouls, thefe great concerns in- 
duced them to leave their country, and travel 
fo far. 

The repaft lafted about two hours; when it 
was half ended the Princefs fent me a cup of 
wine, and caufed me to be told that it was 
the wine fhe herfelf ufed, and the cup out of 
which fhe drank. Three times fhe did me 
this honour, and was much furprifed to fee 
me mix water with my wine, faying, fhe had 
never feen that done before. Indeed, fhe and 
her women drank it unmixed in great quan; 
tities. Dinner being ended, fhe fent to en- 
quire if I had brought any fpices or china- 
ware; fhe alfo afked me for a variety of things, 
and finding that I had none to give her, fhe at 
lait grew angry, and faid fhe would fend to ex- 
amine my goods; but though I was much 
frighted, I anfwered fhe might do it when- 
ever fhe pleafed; to which fhe replied, that 
he was only in jeft.

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end fhe would do me fome ill turn; and 
father Zampy told me, that he was infallibly 
certain of it. I therefore the fame night 
caufed a pit five feet deep to be dug in his 
apartment, in which I put a cheft that con- 
tamed a clock, and a box of coral; this was 
fo well buricd, that there was not left the leaft 
fign of the ground having been opened. I 
then went into the church with the fame de- 
fin, when father Zampy adviled me to open 
the grave of a Yheatine who had been buried 
fx years. before, and to depofite among his 
ahes a {mall cafket I was willing to conceal ; 
but happily I chofe to bury this cafket, in 
which was 12,000 gold ducats, in a corner of 
the church behind the door, tor which pur- 
poie I made a deep pit like the former. J 
afterwards concealed in theroof overthe cham- 
ber where I lodged, a fabre and a poignard {et 
with precious ftones. My comrade and I kept 
about us what was of the leaft weight and the 
greateft value, and fuch things as were not 
worth a great deal, we gave the Teatines to 
keep for us. 

On the 23d after dinner, a perfon came in 
to inform father Zampy that there were two 
gentlemen at the door who afked for him. 
Thefe gentlemen, who were neighbours, were 
onhorfeback, and had with them thirty men, 
horfe and foot, well armed. My comrade and 
I were immediately called. I could not pene- 
trate into their defign ; but I knew it too 
loon; for on our coming up to them, they 
Cauicd us to be feized and tied by their men ; 
telling 
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telling the Prefect, and the other T4eatines who 
came to falute them, that if they ftirred they 
would kill them. The Prefect being feized' 
with fear fled; the others, however, would 
not leave us, and the Lay-brother not onlj pu 
made ufe of all his intereft in our behalf ; but 
though a {word was held up to his neck, he f 
would not abandon us. Our fervants were , 
immediately feized, and one of them makin 
refiftance, and defending himfelf with a knife, 
was thrown down, and tied toa tree. They 
then declared, that they would fee what trea. 
fures we had. To which I replied, that they 
muft do as they pleafed; we were poor Cx 
puchins, and all our wealth confifted in books, 
papers, and a few ordinary goods, which, if 
they would offerus no violence, we would thew 
them. This anfwer fucceeded, they untied 
me, and bid me open my chamber door. 
We had kept about us, as I have already 
obferved, our moft precious jewels ; my com- 
rade had fewed his in the neck of a clofe 
coat lined with fur; but I had made mine up 
into two {mall packets, which I had hid in 
my cheft among my books; not daring to 
carry them about me for fear of being robbed 
or affaffinated on their account. I therefore 
defired my comrade and the Lay-brother to 
take the two gentlemen afide, and to amule 
them by offering a little money, in order to 
give me time to take the two valuable packets 
out of my cheft, and to conceal them in ano- 
ther place. They did fo; I entered my cham- 
ber, and fhut myfelf in. The gentlemen 
fufpected 
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rho fufpected my defign, and went to the door, 
hey which 1 had faftened on the infide; when my 


zed omrade bid me, in a low voice, be on my 
wuld guard, as they watched me through the cracks : 
nly this made me {natch the two packets out of the 
zs thatch in which I had already concealed them, 


for fear they had feen me put them there. I 


St Mi then put them in my pocket, and feeing that 
Ong Withe villains were breaking open the door, I 
ey A threw myfelf out of the window into the gar- 
- den. In a lefs preffing neceflity I would not 


have made that leap on any confideration; but 


a amind feized with fear, dreads nothing but 
* the firft obje€t of its apprehenfions: I ran to 
: d the bottom of the garden, and threw the two 
’ 


packets into a thicket of briars; but was in 
fuch confufion, that I did not with fufficierit 
care obferve the place where I put them. 

I immediately returned to my chamber, 
which I found full of thefe robbers, fome of 
whom were ftruggling with my companion, 


clole Mi vile others were beating with their weapons 
i omy chefts to break them open. Knowing 

2 that there was now nothing in them of great 
& j Peviue, I took courage, and bid them take care 


what they did, as | was fent for by the King 
ot Perfia, and that the Prince of Georg7a would 
take a fevere revenge for the violence that was 
dfiered me. I then fhewed the King of Per/ra’s 
pailport, which one of the gentlemen took, 
and was going to tear it, faying, he neither 
feared nor valued any man upon earth; but the 
other topped, him; for the writing in gold, 
and the gilt feal infpired him with refpeét, 

Vor, XV, M He, 
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He, however, bid me open my chefts, ang 
faid that no harm fhould be done me; but¢ 
I made any farther refiftance, they woul 
fever my head from my body. I began to re. 
ply inftead of fhewing my obedience; but this 
had like to have coft me dear; for one of the 
foldiers drew his {word, and was aiming it a 
my head, when the Lay-brother {topped his 
arm. I now immediately opened the chefs, 
they began to plunder them, and every thing 
that pleafed thefe gentlemen were taken away, 

During the time this pillage lafted, I leaned 
againft awindow, and turning my eyes away 
from thefe wretches, that I might not increaje 
my grief by beholding them, [ caft a look into 
the garden, and there perceived two ifoldiers 
removing the brambles, juft where I fuppofed 
I had concealed my two packets of jewels. | 
ran in a rage to the place, followed by one of 
the Theatine fathers; but the faldiers, I knew 
not why, retired as foon as they faw us coming 
towards them. I inftantly fought for my two 
packets; but the confufion I was in prevented 
my knowing the place where I had_ put then, 
and my not finding them, made me certain 
that they had difcovered and taken them awgy. 
The reader may judge from the value of thele 
packets, which amounted to 25,000 crowns, of 
the confternation with which I was feized. 
In the mean while my comrade and the Lay- 
brother calling me as aloud as they were able, 
I left the garden, and ran into the chamber. 
On my entering it I was feized by two foldiers 


who dragged me into acorner, and took every 
thing 
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thing they found in my pockets, which was 
of no great value. They then feized my hands, 
and attempted totie them. I cried out ] 
tefifted I made figns that they fhould lead 
me to their mafter. I caufed the chief of 
the villains to be told, that they need not tie 
me, either to carry me away or tokill me ; for 
| was difpofed to fubmit to whatever they did 
with me. They replied, that fince we were 
Ambafladors, they would take me to their 
Prince. Jiet them know, that we would go 
without being tied, and that we hoped he 
would do us juftice, as we had letters to him, 
towhich he would certainly fhew refpect. It 
was late, the night approached, and the 
Prince’s caftle was at fifteen miles diftance, 
they therefore releafed us, and only took the 
fervant who had been tied to a tree, and whofe 
liberty I procured a fortnight after for ten pi- 
aftres. , 

As foon as I was out of the hands of thefe 
robbers, I went into the garden: the Prieft 
who had followed me when I went to fetch the 
two packets of jewels I had concealed, told 
every body in the houfe of the misfortune I 
believed I had fuffered, and nobody doubted 
but that thefe foldiers having obferved me, had 
followed and taken what I hadconcealed among 
the brambles. A//averdy, one of our Armenian 
valets, followed me, and to my great aftonifh- 
ment threw his arms aout my neck, with his 
face bathed in tears. Sir, faid he, we are 
runed. Fear and the common misfortune 
have made us forget what we all are. I was 
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at firft fo furprifed, that I took him for fome 
Mingrelian who was going to ftrangle me, and 
when I knew him, I was moved by his tender. 
nefs. Sir, faid he, have you made a thorough 
fearch ? | have fearched fo much, cried I, that 
Iam quite fure of my misfortune. He was 
not contented with this; he would have me 
fhew him the place, and the manner in which 
I concealed them. I did fo merely out of 
complaifance for the poor yeuth who fhewed 
fuch affection; but was fo fully perfuaded that 
he would lofe his labour, that I would not 
affift him. It was now night, and I was fo 
uneafy that I knew not what I did; but at 
length, to my great aftonifhment, Allavery 
came again to carefs me, and gave me the two 
packets. which he pulled out of his bofom. | 
could not help imagining that the finger of 
heaven was in this, and believing now that 
I was the care of the Almighty, I became con- 
fident of the divine affiftance, and entertained 
thofe hopes of deliverence, that have ever fince 
{upported me under all my diftreffes. 

I now went to my chamber, and told my 
comrade of my fuccefs. I found him putting 
our things in order. What they had taken 
confifted of cloaths, linen, arms, brafs veflels, 
and other things of {mall value, which did not 
amount to 400 crowns; and we agreed to cons 
ceal the recovery of my two packets from the 
Theatines, that they might think we had little 
elfe to lofe. 

The next morning the Prefect of the Thea 
tines, and the Lay-brother, went-with me :

the Prince, and the Catholicos, to demand juf- 
tice; but ncither of them could give us any fa- 
faction. The Prince obferved, that while 
the war lafted, he had but little authority over 
the nobility; but at another time he would 
have done his utmoft to recover what we had 


‘oft. The Catholicos, to whom we gave a. 


eafe of filver hafted knives and forks, talked 
m the fame manner, and endeavoured to com- 
fort us. ‘They, however, each of them ap- 
pointed a gentleman to go on their parts ta 
demand what had been taken from us; but 
their endeavours to find the robbers were inef- 
fectual ; from thein we learnt that the Princefs 
was concerned in the robbery, and had a third 
part of the fpoils; and that the Zaks had en- 
tered Miigrelia, and were laying watte all the 
country through which they paffed with fire 
and iword. 

] was now in fo refigned a difpofition, that 
this news did not much move me, the T4ea- 
atines, however, were filled with terror, and both 
they and we prepared for flight. At midnight 
we heard the report of two great guns, fired 
from the fortrefs of Rucks to give notice of the 
approach of the enemy. At this fignal every 
body began to fly; and at break of day we 
ourfelves fet out. I left every thing that had 
been buried, and concealed in the roof and 
cther places, thinking them much fafer than 
what we took with us. The T/eatines had no 
other carriage but one cart drawn by bullocks, 
and two horfes. In the cart was carried the 
bageave, the Lay-brother mounted one of the 
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horfes, and my comrade, who was fick, rode 
the other, while two 7 4eatine Fryars and J fol- 
lowed on foot, accompanied by all the flaves 
and fervants. One of the Friars ftaid alone to 
guard the houfe in which were a thouland 
things that we could not take away for want 
of carriages. I left my books, moft of my 
papers, and my mathematical inftruments, 
imagining that neither the Zurks nor the Mia- 
grelians would take the trouble to remove them. 
The wars there confifting chiefly in chafing and 
plundering, the enemy foon retires. For this 
reafon they always leave a perfon or twoat each 
houfe, to prevent the neighbours {fiealing the 
corn, wine, and other things that could not be 
carried away. Thefe men are feldom fur- 
prifed by the enemy, becaufe they are always 
upon the watch, and take care to efcape into 
the woods, which are not only near, but thick, 
and proper for concealment. 

The place to which we retired was a fortreis 
in the woods, like thofe I have already de- 
{cribed. The Lord of the place who was called 
Sabatar, was a Georgian, who had been a Ma- 
Lometan, and had turned Chriffian. We arrived 
at his caftle, after having proceeded five leagues 
through the dirt and mire, in which the cart 
was continually flicking faft, fo that it was 
obliged+to be unloaded and loaded twenty. 
times. Mean while we were in continud 
danger of being robbed and murdered. We 
met with a favourable reception, and ti¢ 
Theatines telling the Lord Saéatar that !} 
would repay the obligations he fhould cosfes 
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onus, he lodged us ina _ bakehoufe, a little 
mean hut, in which we were fheltered but 
little better than if we had been in the open 
court, for the rain poured in on all fides. Our 
having it was however a great favour, as it 
revented our being mingled witha multitude 
of miferable objects. The fortrefs was full of 
people before we arrived, and contained 890 
perfons, almoft all of whom were women and 
children. 

On the 27th, the Prefect of the Theatines 
left us to go to the houfe for fome veffels and 
provifions we had left behind. I defigned to 
have accompanied him ; but he fet out two 
hours before day. On entering the houfe, he 
found it full of rangers belonging to the Ba/ffa, 
and the Prince of Gurzel, who beat him with 
their ftaves, and infifted on his opening the 
church, faying, he had concealed there all the 
treafure; but the Prefect had caft the key 
among the brambles, immediately on his per- 
ceiving them, and notwithftanding the ill treat- 
ment he received, he refuted to tell where it 
was. At length, ftripping him of part of 
his cloaths, and taking out of the houfe only 
fuch things as were light and of little value, 
they went away, without touching either my 
books or my papers. However, on the 29th, 
agentleman of Mixzerelia with thirty of his 
men, went thither in the night, and uncovered 
almoft all the roof of my chamber, with the 
hopes of finding fomething I might have con- 
celled. He carried off all the chefts that had 
been left, and ny more cumberfome moyeables ; 

in 
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in fhort, every thing which the Twurfs had ld 
except what was of great value, which he ha, 
pily did not difcover. This rapacious wret¢ 
having no light, made a fire with my pa 
and books ; tearing off the covers becaufe the 
were finely gilt : for I had caufed my bett book 
to be curioufly bound before I left Paris, an 
this villain did not leave me one. 

On the 30th in the morning, I with the deep. 
eft concern learnt thefe particulars. Wel. 
gan to be in want of the neceflaries of life: 
my fervants were reduced to defpair, ant 
we had nothing before our eyes, but the pro, 
{pect of death or flavery. ‘This made me r, 
folve to hazard every thing in order to lea 
Mingrelia while I had ftrength to do it. | 
caufed guides to be every where fought for, | 
promifed, I entreated, I made prefents, bit 
none would conduct me. They told me thi 
men in arms pofleffed all the pafles of meretts 
between Mingrelia and Georgia, and thatt 
would be the greateft folly to go thither, fine 
we fhould all be certainly made flaves. | thet 
propofed to make the tour of Mount Cauca/u, 
or to proceed along the fea fhore ; but nobodf 
would conduét me: for it can {carcely be co 
ceived how afraid the Mixgrelians are of death; 
no reward can induce them to undergo the 
leaft danger. 

Sabatar, to whom the fortrefs belonged, ha 
now fubmitted to the Zurés, and was not onl} 
to enjoy all his lands; but to have a Turkip 
ouard for the fecurity of his caftle: for whichh 
was to pay 25 flaves, and $90 crowns, " 


-_ 
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ke was refolved to raife among thofe to whom 
»had granted his protection. From every 
fmily that had four children, he took one; 
nd it was the moft dreadful fight in the world, 
to fee them torn from the arms of their mo- 
thers, tied two and two. and led to the Turks, 
was taxed at 20 crowns. | 

At length I was conftrained to take the re- 
flution to.go by fea, that 1s to take a compafs 
of 70 leagues; for that purpofe I went to 
Anarghia, a village and {mall port, already de- 
feribed, and having found there a Turfki/h fe- 
hicea, I freighted her for Gonia, and returned 
to the note of the Z4eatines to prepare for the 

voyage. | 
I left the caftle on the tenth of November 
early in the morning, having agreed with my 
comrade on the methods I fhould take, in order 
to deliver him out of Mingrelia, if it fhould 
pleafe God to give me a happy voyage. [I 
took with mea hundred thoufand lives in 
precious ftones, and 800 piftoles in gold ; with 
apart of the baggage that remained. The 
sels were concealed in a faddle made in Ez- 
spe for that purpofe, and ina pillow. I took 
one of our fervants with me, the fame whom 
Thad redeemed from flavery, who was a wick- 
ed drunken fellow, and whom it was not fafe 
foleave in Mingrelia. Father Zampy accom- 
panied me as he had always done, and the 
Layebrother alfo went with me to Axarghia. 
The Prefect and I walked, becaufe we could 
only hire one horfe, on which was placed my 
‘baggage and-my -valet; but the Lay-brother 
: rode 
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rode on horfeback, he having a horfe of his 
own. I cannot exprefs the fatigue we endured 
in the two days we were upon the road, for it 
rained very hard, and we were obliged to wad. 
through the mud, in which I commonly funk 
above the knees. On the night of the fecond 
day we arrived at Anarghia, foaked through 
with rain, : 

On the 19th, Father Zamsy received advice, 
that the night before, the church had been 
broke open, and nothing left but the bare walls; 
the tomb had been opened, and every thing 
taken out, which the poor Theatine who had 
been left in the houfe, had buried init. Itis 
eafy to imagine the apprehenfions with whichl 
was feized at receiving this news; I having left 
above 7000 piftoles buried in the church. I 
immediately difpatched a meffenger with a let. 
ter to my comrade, who wrote me word that 
they had not touched our money, and thatevery 
thing we had buried was fafe. This news reviv- 
ed my courage, and I went to haften the Turk, 
of whom I had hired the felucca. 

While I ftaid at Avarghia I was invited to 
two chriftenings which were performed ia 
the following manner: the Prieft being fent 
for about ten o’clock in the morning, went In- 
to the buttery where they keep the wine, and 
fitting down ona bench began to read an half 
torn octavo volume, running on very faft ina 
low voice, and in focarelefs a manner that he 
did not feem to regard what he was doing. In 
about a quarter of an hour the father and 
godfather brought in a boy about five years 


old; | 
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old; and the godfather having fixed up a {mall 


sandle again{t the cabin door, fcattered a few 
grains of incence upon afew embers. The 
Prieft {till continued reading in the fame care- 
les manner, breaking off to {peak to eve 
body that came in ; the father.and goodfather 
B were all the time walking j in and out, and the 
B little boy did nothing but eat. In about an 
hour’s time a bucket full of warm water was 

ot ready, and the Prieft having poured into it 
a f{poonful of the oil of walnuts, bid the god- 
father undrefs the child, which being done, 
he was fet on his feet in the water, and. the 
godfather wafhed his whole body very well. 
The Prieft then took out of a leather purte, 
which hung at his girdle, a {mall quantity of 
the oil of unction, and giving it to the god- 
father, he anointed the child on the crown of 
the head, the ears, the forehead, the nofe, the 
cheeks, the chin, the fhoulders, the elbows, 
the back, the belly, the knees and the feet, 
while the Prieft continued reading till the god - 
father had dreffed the child; when the father 
bringing in boiled pork and wine, they fet 
down to table, with the family and the guetts, 
and ioon got drunk. 

Allthe other acts of religion are celebrated 
with the fame irreverence. One day as I was 
going by a church, the Prieft who was faying 
mats heard me afk the way of fome people who 
were ftanding at the door, and cried out from 
the altar, Stay and I’ll fhew you. A moment 
alter he came to the door, muttering the mafs 
ashe walked; then having afked, whence.we

people of that country the Rione. It 1s con- 
fined within a narrowbed, and runs with great 
rapidity. I fought for the great city of Seba/ia, 
which geographers have placed at the mouth 
ofthe Phafs; but the ruins of that city, like 
thofe of Colchis, have no traces of them left. 
All that I obferved to have any conformity 
with what the ancients have written of this 
part of the Black Sea is, that it abounds with 
pheafants. There are authors, (and among 
others Martial) who fay, that the Argonauts 
brought thofe birds from Greece, where they 
had never been feen before, and that they gave 
them the name of pheafants, from their being 
taken on the banks of the Phafs. -This river 
feparates Mingrelia from the principality of 
Guriel, and the little kingdom of Jmeretta.

Our felucca no fooner came to land than 
my valet leaped afhore, kiffed the earth, aud 
fhewed the moft extravagant and frantic figns 
of Joy ; ; and then entering the caftle, left me 
at a time when | moft wanted him. Soon after 
the cuftom-houfe officer, and the Lieutenant. 
Governor came to fee my things landed, and My 
to receive the duty: they iniftantly let me 
know that they were informed of my being an 
European, and of all the misfortunes that had ie 
happened tome in Mingrelia. This furprized 
me, for] found I was betrayed by my rafcal 
of avalet. The, officer of the cuftoms afked 
me feveral gueftions, and gave orders for ex- thi 
amining my goods ; but they could find no- 
thing 1 wanted to conceal. My faddle, hov- = 
ever, weighed very heavy, and this rendered it A 
fufpected, efpecially as the Yurki/h faddles are Bp. 
extremely lizht. It was examined and handled 1. 
on all fides; but being able to find nothing i 7. 
within it befides hair and wadding, they lad HM 
it down. | : 

O! 
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Of the 800 piftoles I had-brought, I carried 
half of them. about me, and the other half in 
4 wallet, faftened with a padlock, with fome 
things, which though of {mall value, I knew 
the Turks would feize if they faw them. The 
cuftom-houfe officer and his janizaries being 
told of this wallet, ordered me to open it, on 
which I told them that I would freely do it in 
the houfe; but not on the fea fhore before fo 
many men. On which the officer of the cuf- 
toms took me home with him to his houfe, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor went withus. The 
latter made me pay the value of one fer cent. 
onmy goods, and the other five. The cuftom- 
houfe officer likewife took 22 piftoles in gold; 
and every thing he liked that was found in my 
wallet; among the reft he got from mea pair 
of piftols, which were the only arms I had; 
he, however, paid me forthem, but gave me 
no more than half their value. After this ra- 
pacious behaviour he invited me to lodge with 
him; but I could not help exprefling my afto- 
nifhment, that he who had unjuftly made me 
pay a duty for the gold and filver I brought, 
fhould immediately affume the mafk of friend- 
fhip; but he vindicated what he had done, 
renewed his invitation, and even promif- 
ed to fupply me witha guard to protect my 
bageage, and conduct me over the mourftains. 
But though he renewed his entreaties, and as 
I afterwards found, really meant me well, yet 
I was afraid of accepting his invitations, for 
fear he fhould take that opportunity of caufing

It was almoft night when I left this officer to 
of the cuftoms, who was alfo Governor of the me 
territory of Gonia.

ed to be put in irons, and was at laft glad toi 
efcape by paying an hundred ducats to the D 
Lieutenant, and four to the janizaries. But ¢} 
this was not all, the Lieutenant obliged me to  ¢, 
entreat him to accept of the money, andto e} 
{wear that I would not complain of him. te 
The next morning the officer of the cuftoms HM 
fent a party of foldiers to my miferable lodg- Hy, 
ings ‘to examine again my faddle, and tM j. 
fearch me ; but though they filled me with the 
greatel 
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_ greateft uneafinefs, they could make no dif- 
covery. After this, I was allowed two men 
to carry my baggage, and a Turk to conduct 
me as far as Acalzika: he alfo gave me a paifl- 
port, and advifed, that I and my valet fhould 
wear a white turban, in order to be treated 
with the greater refpeét. his I did, and 
fet out at eight in the morning, tran{ported 
with joy, at leaving fo wicked and dangerous 
aplace, and at having nothing more to fear. 
I then began to feel fome peace of mind. For 

five months paft I had fuffered the moft dread- 
ful agitations ; infult, flavery, marriage, the 
lofs of my fubftance and liberty, during all 
this time diftracted my mind by turns, anda 
thoufand real evils had kept me under the 
deepeft dejection. I now afcended Mount 

Caucafus with a lightnefs which furprifed my 
porters: for the body js literally light when 
the heart is eafed of aheavy load; this is true 

without ‘a figure; for 1 feemed to have been 
delivered from the weight of a mountain. I 
now proceeded four leagues together among 
the rocks. ! 

The next day, which was the third of 
December, 1 proceeded five leagues on foot, 
three men carrying my baggage. We went 
frequently fonear the moft frightful precipices, 
that itwas impoffible to avoid being ftruck with 
terror, We kept conftantly afcending, and in 

‘thete five leagues had not a level path of two 
miles in extent. I arrived in the evening at a vil- 
lige inhabited by Yurks and Chrifians, where 

@ N 3 the 
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the rain and {now obliged us to ftay all the 
next day. 

On the sth and 6th, I proceeded eleven 
leagues; but I could not ride above five of 
them, being every moment obliged to dif. 
mount, on account of difficult paffages, and 
the roughnefs and fharpnets of the way, where 
the horfes could icarce keep their feet. The 
to following days I advanced fixteen leagues, 
and reached the top of Mount Caucafus ; for 
the four following leagues we were continually 
deicending. At half way of the defcent, we 
{aw the ruins of many caftles and churches de- 
{troyed by the Zurés. :

I pafied it, it was entirely covered with {now, 


which was almoft every where ten feet deep; an 
and my conductors were in many places hc 
obliged to clear it away with fhovels: they J t 
wore {now fhoes in the form of rackets with- Ci 
out handles, which prevented their finking in j ! 
the {now, and enabled them to run with great a 


{wift- 
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wiftnefs upon it. The top of Mount Cauca/us, 
thich is eight leagues over, is indeed perpe- 
wally’ covered with it. J paffed the night of 
he 7th and 8th in the midft of the inow; 
where I caufed fome fir-trees to be cut down, 
and lay upon the boughs by the fide of a great 
ere Mire. On our arrival at the top, my conductors _ 
The fi made long prayers to their images, to do us the 
es, Me favour to prevent a.wind ; and indeed if it had 
for been high, we fhould doubilefs have been bu- 
lly Hf ried in the fnow, for as it is as {mall as dutt, 
we Mmalittle wind fills the air with it. The horfes 
lee MM funk fo often into holes covered by it, that 1 
often thought we fhould lofe them. I almoft 


ne M™conttantly walked oit foot, and did not ride 
of MM above cight leagues in croffing this frightful 
4- M@™/ mountain, which is thirty-fix leagues over. 

\d During the two laft days, I feemed in the 


clouds, not being able to fee twenty paces be- 
fore me. Tis true, the firs with which the 
top of the mountain is covered, greatly obitruct 
the view. On defcending it, I faw the clouds 
move under my feet. On our reaching the 
bottom, we entered a beautiful and fertile 
valley, three miles broad, covered with vil- 
lazes, and watered by the river Kur, which 
pafles through the middle of it. 
, Mount Cauca/us is fertile almoft to the top, 
and its fides abound in honey, corn, fruits, 
hogs and large cattle. The vines twine about 
the trees, and rife fo high that the inhabitants 
cannot gather the fruit from the upper branches. 
There are many ftreams of excellent water, and 
agreat number of villages. It was the time 
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of vintage, and I found both the grapes and 
the new and old wine admirably good. The 
peafants live in cabins built of wood, each fa 
mily having four or five of them, and in the 
midft of the largeft they make a great fire, 
which ferves for all the cottages around it, 
The women grind the corn as often as they 
want bread, and bake the dough on round 
{tones, about a foot in diameter, and hollowed 
two or three fingers deep. The ftone being 
well heated, they put the dough into it, and 
cower it with hot afhes, and burning embers, 
In fome places they only {weep a part of the 
hearth, place the dough upon it, and cover 
it with hot afhes in the fame manner. Yet fm 4 
the cruft is white enough, and the bread 
ery good. I lodged every night at the houle 
ofa peafant, of whom I hired horfes and men 
to carry my baggage. The Yurk who had gm P* 
been given me as my conductor, caufed me ta 
be as fpeedily and as well ferved as the place 
would permit. The natives fupplied us with 
fowls, eggs, pulfe, and fruit in abundance; 
for every houfe in the neighbourhood brought f 
a great jug of wine, a bafket of fruit, and ano- ’ 
ther of bread. For all this nothing was de- ‘ 
manded, and my conductor hindered me even 
from making them any prefent in return. ; 
The inhabitants of thefe mountains are for 
f 


the moft part Chriffians of the Georgian church. 
They have very fine complexions, and I have 
{een among them very beautiful women. They 
are infinitely better accommodated than the 
Misagrelians. 

On 
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fertile plain already mentioned, where the 
hills with which it is bounded, are covered with 
agreat number of cattle. And at night I ar- 
tived at Acalztka. ‘\his is afortrefs built on 
Mount Caucafus, in a hollow between near 
twenty little hills, from which it may be eatily 
battered down on any fide. 
wall and towers, with ancient battlements on 
the top; but it has very few guns. On thete 
eminences are about 400 houfes, all of them 
new and lately built : the only ancient build- 
ings are two Armenian churches. ‘The town is 
inhabited by Turks, Armenians,Georgians, Grecks 
and Fews. The Chrifians have churches, and 


the fews a fynagogue. There is alfo a fmall 


caravanferai built of wood, as are moft of the 
houfes in the place, 
paffes near it ; it has its fource in Mount Caz- 
cafus, and at length difcharges itfelf into the 
Black Sea, The Baffa of Acalzzka lodges in 
the fortrefs, and the principal officers and mi- 
litia dwell in the neighbouring villages. 

On the 13th at two hours after midnight, I 
fet out from Acalzika, proceeding to the eaft, 
and having gone three leagues, found the plain 
of Acalzika contraét, and the mountains ap- 
proach each other, fo thatthe plainis not more 
than half a league in breadth. 't has therea 
{trong Turkifp caftle built on a rock, on the 
ide of the river Kur. The foot of this rock is 
encircled by a double wall, and about it is a 
little town on the land between the fortrefs 
ayd the oppofite moyntain. As there is here

The river Kur or Cyrus , 
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an officer of the cuftoms, I was under greatap, 
prehenfion of being {topped and examined: 
but they fuffered me to pafs without oppof. 
tion. This town is named Ufer, and two 
leagues. from thence we afcended a mountain 
that feparates Per/jiafrom the dominions of thé 


Turks, and then proceeded along the fide of it. 


Upon this mountain are many villages : at its 
foot runs the Kur, and we there fee the ruins 
of feveral caftles, fortreffes, and churches, vel. 
tiges of the former grandeur of the Georgian, 
and of the conquefts of the 7urks and Per/iaas. 

the two following days we pafled througt 
the delightful plain of Surham, by a large vil- 
lage, with a fortrefs of the fame name. This 
plain is covered with little woods, villages, 
imall eminences, the houfes of pleafure, and 
the {mall caftles of the Georgian Lords. This 
fine country is entirely cultivated. We then 
paffed over a mountain, leaving on the righta 
city, which has now no more than about 500 
inhabited houfes; though itis faid to have had 
formerly 12,000, and to have been the fee of a 
Bifhop. 

On my defcending this laft mountain, I ap- 
proached Gory, but inftead of entering that 
town, went directly to the houfe of Capuchins, 
who are Jtalian Miffionaries of the congrega- 
tion de propagonda fide, to whom [I had letters of 
recommendation. I related to thofe fathers the 
misfortunes J had fuffered in Mingrelia ; and 
my being obliged to leave there the things ! 


had brought for the King of Perfia, under the 


care of my comrade, and that 1 was come into 
Georgia 
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Georgia in fearch of affiftance; entreating them 
ogive it me, They were touched with my 
ditrefles ; with the dangers to which my com- 
rade was {till expofed, and with the hazard of 
our lofing our fubitance. They affured me that 
they would do every thing in their power to 
Bferve me, as foon as they received the orders 
Sof their Prefect, who was at Zefiis, the capital 
of Georgia. They gave me fuch reafons for 
going thither, that I refolved to fet out imme- 
diately, and having hired horles for me, the 
fuperior directed a Lay-brother, named Axgelo 
de Viterbo, to accompany me. 

This Lay-brother was both an honeft man, 
and an able phyfician andfurgeon. He had 
the happinefs to cure feveral difeafes and fome 
wounds that were here thought incurable, on 
which account he was much refpetted and 
eieemed. He was well acquainted with the 
language, and the different parts of thefe coun- 
tres, and being alfo endowed with much good 
lenfe, courage and patience, Icould not have 
a better companian. 

In two days we arrived at Teffis. The 
Lay-brother who accompanied me, led me to 
the convent of the Capuchins, where having no 
time to lofe, I immediately told the Prefect the 
caule of my journey, and gave him my letters 
recommendation. He was foon fenfible of 
the neceffity of going at all hazards to endea- 
vour to recover what I had left there. It was 
agreed tofay, Iwas a Theatine, who had been 
lent by thofe of Colhis, to beg affiftance of the 
tapuchins and they were to fend one of theiy 

com-. 
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companions with me, in order to bring they 
away on account of their being redueed to th 
greateft diftrefs by the war. 

This was no fooner determined, than I pre 
pared for the journey ; I took out of my fad 
dle and my pillow, the jewels I had conceale 
in them, and putting them in a cafket, com 
mtted them to the care of the Prefect. We 
thought we fhould never have béemable to hire 
horles; for’ no body would go with us int 
Mingrelia ; but at laft by the means of mone 
we gained over two men, and gave fecurity fo 
their horfes and cloaths in_cafe they fhould be 
robbed of them. I alfo diimiffed my valet, whe 


played me a thoufand villainous pranks, anda 
many times attempted my deftruction ; after Ii lad 
had expoftulated with him on the numerousg nov 
inftances of treachery of which he had beengi rive 
guilty, I paid him for the whole time he hadjij fot 
ferved me, and exhorted him to amendment.am™ fici 


But the mildnefs of this treatment had noef- Br 
fect upon him: he was enraged at being dif- Jj of 
miffed in a ftrange country ; and gave me roomm™ Tv 
to fear fomething fatal from his refentment. 13 pn 
was tempted to lay him in irons, which | could 1 
have done for a word fpeaking, the Capuchin ha 
having fuch credit at Te/lis, as to be able to dog dit 
it with the greateft eafe: but I pitied him;

J 47 
ed by the Prefect, and told them that they had @ th 
nothing to fear; that we were well informed Jj hi 
of every thing; that we had our lives and 
goods to preferve as well as they, and that we 
would anfwer for the fafety of their horfes and 
perfons. One of them then {poke for the reft, 
and defired me to give them awriting by which 
I would engage to buy them, in cafe they 
fhould be taken for flaves, or give 120 crowns 
to their wives if they fhould die. This | 
readily granted, and making them alfo other 

great promifes, prevailed on them to proceed. 
The next day wereached Cotatis, and lodged 

at the houfe of the Bifhop, who was not at 

home, but his officers knowing brother Angel, 

gave us avery kind reception. Coratis 1s a 

town built at the foot of a hill on the banks of 

the river PhAafis, and contains only about 200 

houfes. Ata little diftance are thofe of the 

- Lords and the King’s palace. The town has 
neither fortifications nor walls, and is every 
where open, except being inclofed in part i

away the reft of the treafure I left there, ~ 
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J, with the Capuchin, and three men, took 
the way to Jefirs. . But being arrived at Gory, 
I fent the Capuchin with a fum of money to 
Cotatis, in Order to purchafe the releafe of fa- . 
ther Angelo. | 

On the evening of the 6th of February my 
comrade arrived at Vefzs, with the remainder 
of the treafure, and the valets I had left in 
Colchis, together with a Theatine father, and 
brother Auge/o : as foonas I had embraced them 
round, the latter drew me afide, to tell me the 
fequel of his adventure.

A Defcription of Georgia, and of the Manners o 
the Inhabitants. Teflis the Capital defcribed, 


The Author goes to Court; his reception, ani 
his being invited to a marriage Feaft. 


Go rere 1A, by which I would be underftoos 


to mean the whole country of that name 
fubje&t to Perfia, is bounded on the eaft by Cir 


cafia and Rufia, on the weft by Armenia Minor, 
on the fouth by Armenia Major,and on the north 
by the Black Sea, and that part of Mingreli 
called Jmeretta. ‘This is, in my opinion, the 
whole country diftinguifhed by the ancients bj 
the name of Jderia. It has many woods ant 
mountains that enclofe latge arid _beautilil 
plains ; but the middle part, which 1s wateret 
by the river Kur, the ancient Cyrus, is the 
moft fertile. The natives call themfelves Car 
thueli, and it is faid the Greeks gave them the 
name of Georgo7, which in their language fg 
nifies Labourer, : 

The air of Georgia is dry, very cold in wil- 
ter, and hot infummer. The fine weather do¢ 
not begin till the month of May ; but then! 
lafts till the end of November. The inhabitant 
a .

ae therefore obliged to water the earth; by 
«hich means it produces all forts of grain and 
fit in the greateft profufion. The bread is 
as good as any in the world. The fruits are 
excellent, and of all forts. No part of Europe 
produces finer, or better tafted pears and ap- 
ples, nor no part of Afia, more excellent po- 
megranates. ‘Ihe cattle are extremely nume- 
fous and very good ; the wild boars are as com- 
mon and as delicate as in Mingrelia; and the 
common people live almoft entirely upon {wine, 
which are teen all over the country, and their 
fefh is not only extremely palatable but very 
wholefome. The wild fowl are incomparable, 
and of all forts. Befides the Ca/pian Sea, which 
3 near Georgia, and the Azwzr which runs 
through it, afford the greateft plenty of fea 
and frefh-water fith. 

In no other country do the inhabitants drink 
fo much, or fuch excellent wine. The vines 
stow about the trees as in Mzagrelia, and great 
quantities of wine are fent from Te/is into Ar- 

ena, Media, and to L/pahan, where it it ufed 
atthe Shah’s table. An horfe-load, which is 
hree hundred weight, fells tor about the value 
Height fhillings: this is the price of the bett 
lort, for the ordinary wine does not fell for more 
han half as much. Georgia alfo produces 
great quantities of filk, which 1s exported to 
durty and the neighbouring countries. 

The Georgians are the handfomeft people, 
otonly in the eaft, but, I believe, in the 
vhole world; and I never obferved an ordi- 
lary perfon of either fex in this country: 

but 
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but I have feen fome that have been quite an 
gelical. Nature has given moft of the womer 
{uch graces as are no where elfe to be feen; ant 
it is impoilible to behold, without loving them 
They are tall, eafy, not encumbered with fat 
and have flender waifts. But they injure thei 
beauty With paint, which they ufe as an orna. 
ment, in the fame manner as among us are 
worn jewels and rich cloaths. 

The Georgians have naturally much wit, and 
had they a proper education might _poffibly be 
diftinguifhed by their learning, and their kill 
in the arts and fciences; but the negleét ofall 
inftruction, and the force of ill example, ren- 
der them ignorant, difhoneft, and extremely 
vicious. ‘hey will, with the greateft effrontery, 
deny what they have faid and done, and affert 
and vindicate the moft notorious falfehoods, 
They are irreconcileable in their hatred, and 
never forgive; but then they are not eafily di: 
pieafed, and never conceive a perpetual hatred 
witnout juit caufe of anger. They are addicted 
to drunkennefs and luxury, which are not 
even efteemed crimes. The churchmen get 
drunk as well as the laity, and keep beaut. 
ful flaves for concubines. Nobody is offended 


at this, becauie it is the general authorized 


cuftom, The Prefect of the Capuchines af 


fured me, that the had heard the Catholicos, 
or Patriarch of Georgia fay, that he whoa 
the great feafts, as Chriffmas and Laffer, dots 
not get quite drunk, ought not tobe efteem- 
ed a Chrifiian, and deferves to be excom- 


nrunicated. The women are no lefg vicious 
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than the men ; their defires are warm, and they 
are even. MOre to blame than the other {ex for 
that torrent of impurity that overflows the 
country. The Georg/ans are alfo great ufurers, 
they feldom lend ‘without pledges, and the 
Joweft interelt they take is 2 per cent. amonth. 
iin other refpects the Georgians are civil, friend- 
ly, and appear with great gravity. Their 
manners and cultoms are a mixture of thofe of 
moft of the nations that furround them. ‘This, 
I believe, proceeds from the commerce they 
arryon with many different countries, and 
from the liberty every one enjoys in Georgia, of 
lving according to his own religion and cuf- 
tons, and of freely defending them. Here 
you fee Armenians, Giceks, Turks, Perfians, In- 
dians, Tartars, and Mufcovites. The Armeni- 
aisare even more numerous than theGeorgzaus 
themfelves; they are alfo more rich, and fill 
moft of the inferior pofts and employments of 
the ftate ; but the Georgians are more power- 
, more vain, and oftentatious. The diffe- 
rence between their diipofitions, manners, and 
belief, has caufed a reciprocal hatred. They 
mutually. abhor each other, and never inter- 
mary. The Georgians, in particular, confider 
the Armenians in much the fame light as that 
which many Europeans behold the Fews. 
The habit of the Georgians is almoft like 
that of the Poles: they wear their bonnets like 
theirs; their’ velts are-open at the breait, and 
latened with buttons and loops; their cover- 


ny for the legs and feet refembles that of the 
Vor. XV. , Pere

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Perfians, and the habit of the women is entire 
ly Perfian, — 

The houfes of the great, and all the publi 
edifices, are erected on the fame models as tho 
in Perfia. They build very cheap; for the 
have wood, ftone, plaiter, and lime in abun 
dance. They alfo imitate the Perjians in thei 
manner of fitting, lying and eating. 

The nobility exercife the moft tyrannic: 
power over their vaflals, whom they oblige t 
work for them whole months together, and; 
often as they pleafe, without giving them eithe 
pay or food. They think they have a right t 
their fubftance, liberty, and lives: they tak 
their children and fell them, or keep them ; 
flaves: but they feldom fell any, etpecially wo 
men, who are above twenty years of age. 


The Georgians are almoit as ignorant with 
refpect to religion as the Mingrelians. Both 
thefe countries received the knowledge of Chi 
fiianity in the fourth century, from a womai 
of Jberia,.who embraced the C4ri/riaz religion 


at Conftantinople; and both have now loft the 
{pirit of it. There are many bifhops in Geor 
gia befides the Catholicos or Patriarch. The 
Prince, though of the Mahometan religion, 
commonly fills the vacant fees, and general 
chufes his own relations; even the catholicos 
is his brother. ‘lhe churches in the towns are 
kept in decent order; but in the country the 
are very dirty. ‘J he Georgians, like other 
Chriftians fituated to the north and the wet ¢ 
them, havea ftrange cuitom of building mot 


of their churches on the top of mountains, i 
diftant, 
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diftant, and almoft inacceflible places; They 
fe and falute them at three or four leagues 
ditance: but they hardly ever goto them; and 
itis certain that moft of them are not opened 
once in ten years. They build them, and then 
aandon them to the injuries of the weather, 
ad to the birds. The reafon of this cuftom I 
could never difcover. 

Moft of the Georgian Lords make an out- 
ammverd proiefion of the Mahometan religion, 
ome fo gain employments at court, or pen- 
fons from the itate; others to obtain the ho- 
nour of marrying their daughters to the Prince, 
ronly to introduce them to the fervice of his 
woneu. There are fome of thefe bafe nobili- 
ty who will themfelves lead their moft beautiful 
daughters to the Prince; -for which they are 
mwarded by a poft in the government, ora 
penfion. : 
While I was at Tefiis, 4 Georgian Lord, let- 
ting the Prince know that he had a niece re- 
markable for her uncommon beauty, his Ma- 
ety ordered that fhe fhould bebrought to him, 
and he took upon himfelf the office of bringing 
ler, The villain went to his fifter, who was 
awidow, and told her, that the Prince would 
arry her daughter, and that fhe muft prepare 
ter for that honour.

Georgia 
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Georgia has but four fortified towns, 7e/%s, 
Gory, Suram, and Aly; of which the former ts 
the capital of the province. It is fituated at 
the foot of a mountain, and by it runs the 
tver Kur. The city is furrounded with hand- 
fome ftrong walls, except on the river fide, 
and extends from north to fouth. It has a 
large fortrefs on the declivity of the mountain, 
€- Mi where the garrifon only confifts of native Per- 
Col fans, Here is a public fquare, an arfenal, and 
Y@amarket. This fortrefs is a place of refuge 
he@M for criminals and debtors. The Prince of 
Georgia is obliged to pafs through it, when he 
goes, according to cuftom, without the gates 
ofthe city to receive the letters and prefents 
fent him by theKingof Perfia; becaufe the city 
has no other entrance in the road from Perfa, 
but through this fortrefs ; and the Prince never

the M™ that the Governor has fecret orders to feize his 


perfon. Yefis has fourteen churches, which is 
agreat number in a country where there is fo 
ittle devotion.

162 Sir Joun Cuarpin’s TRAVELS 
edifice joins the Bifhop’s palace, and the prin 
cipal churches of the Georgians; who had alfo 
a handiome church at the fouth end of the city; 
but it is now converted into a magazine for 
un powder. o 

Though this city belongs to the empire of 
Perfia, and as well as the whole province, is 
governed by a Prince who profeffes the Mal». 
metan religion, it has not one moique. The 
Perfians have indeed made ufe of their utmof 
endeavours to build them; but have never 
been able to accomplifh it; for the people im- 
mediately rofe in arms, pulled down the work, 
and beat the workmen. The Princes of Guar- 
gia were indeed glad of thefe feditions, though 
they pretended the contrary; for having ab- 
jured the Chriftian religion only to obtain the 
Viceroyalty, they were not willing to content 
to the eftablifhment of Mahometanifm. ‘\he 
Georgians are naturally mutinous, fickle, and 
brave ; and being fituated near the Turks, the 
Perfians have not been willing to come to ex- 
tremities with them; hence TJefis, and a 
Georgia, are allowed the liberty of preferving 
their religion. ‘They ufe bells in their churches; 
they daily fell pork in the market, and wine 
is fold at the corners of the ftreets. 

The public buildings at Zefis make a hand- 
fome appearance; thefe are of ftone, and kept 
in good order: particularly the bazars, and 
the caravanferais. The palace of the Prince 1s 
one of the principal ornaments of the city. 
It has grand faloons, which open upon the 
river, and face very extentive gardens. ‘There 

ax 
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are aviaries filled with a great number of birds 
of different kinds; and a very noble falconry. 
Before the palace is a iquare, in which may be 
dravn up near a thoufand horfe. It is fur- 
rounded with fhops, and oppofite the gate of 
the palace is the grand bazar, from the upper 
end of which the fquare and the front of the 
palace appear in a beautiful perfpective. In 
the neighbourhood of the city are many plea- 
fure houfes and fine gardens. 

On the 1oth, the Prefect of the Capuchins 
informed the Viceroy of my arrival; which, 
indeed, could not be concealed from a Prince, 
who knows the moft trifling things that hap- 
pen at Tefiis: but 1 was defirous of feeing 
him, and prefenting the paffports of the King 
of Perfia, addreffled to all the Governors of 
provinces to whom I was ftrongly recom- 
mended; for I made nodoubt but at the fight 
of thefe orders, he would give me a good re- 
ception, and an efcort to conduct me out of 
his dominions. ‘This Prince, who is called 
Chanavas Khan, told the Prefect that I was 
welcome, and that I fhould do him a pleafure 
tocome and fee him as foon as | could; and 
on the 12th, he fent a gentleman to intorm 
me, that as he was entering on a week of re- 
joicing, during which he fhould every day give 
4a public entertainment to his whole court, he 
lelired me to come. The Capuchins intreated 
ny comrade and I, to drefs as well as poffible, 
and on their account to make a very noble 
prefent to the Prince. To this I agreed, being 
very glad of an opportunity of fhewing my 

grati- 
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gratitude for the important fervices I had re. 
ceived from them. 

It was near noon when we went to the pa- 
lace, accompanied by the Prefeét, and one of 
the community, named Father Raphael. The 
Prince was in a hall about too feet long and 
Ao broad, built on the bank of the river, with 
an open front on that fide. ‘he ceiling was 
covered with mofaic work, and fupporte? bya 
number of pillars, between 25 and 36 feet in 
height, painted and gilt, and the whole room 
was covered with rich tapefiry. The Prince 


and the principal nobility, were placed near 


three fires, which with feveral pans of coals, 
fufficiently heated the room. Chanavas Khan 
caufes himfelf to be faluted like the King of 
Perfia, by kneeling’ at two or three paces dil- 
tance, and bowing the head three times fuc- 
Ceflive'y to the floor. But this is difpenfed 
with in regard to the Europeans, and 1 faluted 
hin without kneeling. Two gentlemen in 
waiting, afterwards led me to my place; but 
I would not fit above the Capuchins; for I 
was glad of an opportunity of doing them ho- 
nour. 

While I was bowing, a gentlerman at the 
door of the hall took my letters patent from 
the King of Perfia, which I held in my hand, 
and the prefent for the Prince, which I had 
brought, and had ranged in a large filvet 
bowl. The Prince opened the patent, put it 
to his mouth, and his forehead, then gave it to 
his firit Minifter, for him to tell him its con- 
tents. Afterwards he looked at the ‘abet

which was placed at his feet, with much cu- 
nofity and pleafure. It confifted of a large 
watch in a filver cafe, chafed and gilt: acryf- 
tal mirrour mounted in filver : a gold box ena- 
melled, to hold pills of opium, which moft of 
the Perfians take feveral times a-day: a very 
neat cafe of furgeons inftruments, and knives 
with curious handles. ) 

The firft Minifter, after having read the pa- 
tent, in a low voice, told the Prince what it 
contained. All the great men admired the 
words wrote in gold, and the flowered work: 
in the margin, which was very large. It was 
one fheet of paper two feet and a half long, 
and thirteen or fourteen inches broad. Be- 
fides the writing in gold, there were words in 
blue, and others in red, thus the principal 
words and fentences were diftinguifhed, while 
the ret were wrote in black. 

In bowing to the Viceroy, I fpoke nota 
word, nor did he move. A moment after I was 
leated, he fent me half a large loaf, which ftood 
before him, upon a gilt difh, and ordered me 
to be told that I was welcome. A little after 
he fent to afk me, how the war went on be- 
tween the Zurks and the Poles. 

I fhall not defcribe the order and magnifi- 
cence of this feaft; I fhall only fay, that a 
great deal of wine was drunk, and that a pro- 
digious quantity of meat was eaten. We arofe 
from table after having fat three hours; and 
yet the roaft meat was not yet broughtin. We 
made a low bow to the Prince on our retiring, 

when 
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when he fent again to tell us, we were wee 
come, and ordered us to be conducted home, 

On the rath the Prince fent us. two great 
flagons of wine, two pheafants, and four par. 
tridges, The gentleman who brought them 
told me, that the Prince had given him or. 
ders to enquire, whether I wantéd any thing; 
and whether the Capuchins took care to divert 
us; and to tell us, that if we liked the wine 
he fent us, we might fend every day for it to 
his pantry. I thanked the gentleman, and de- 
fired him to affure the Prince, that the Capu- 
chins fuffered us to want for nothing, and that 
we drank together the Prince’s health, with 
the wine he fent. Indeed, we could no where 
drink better. 

On the 16th, the Prince invited us to the 
marriage of his neice, which was performed at 
the palace. I went there with the Prefeét and 
Father Raphae!, one of the Capuchins ; but the 
marriage ceremony was almoft over before we 
arrived. It was performed in the grand faloon 
where we had dinner before, and it being full 
of ladies, no other men were admitted but the 
Prince, and his near relations. 

It is only fince the Georgians have been fub- 
ject to Perfia, that they have forbid thei 
women to converie with men: this, howevel, 
takes place only in the towns; for in the 
country, and in places where there are no 
Mahbometans, they wear no veils, and make no 
difficulty of feeing and fpeaking to the other 
fex; but as the cuftoms of the Mahometaas 
gradually gain ground in Georgia, with their 

re- 
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selivion, the liberty of the women decreafes in 
the fame proportion. 

The marriage-feaft was on a terrace of the 
palace, furrounded with a fopha two feet high; 
and upon it was erected a grand pavillion fup- 
ported on five columns twenty-two feet in 
height, and about five mches in diameter. 
The lining was of gold and filver brocade, 
velvet, and painted linen, fo artfully joined, 
that by the light of the tapers it appeared like 
aceling compofed of ftowers and morefco 
work. The floors were covered with fine 
carpets, and the place hghted with 40 large 
kmps fixed on ftands refembling candlefticks, 
moft of which were forty pounds weights, and 
15 inches in diameter; the four next the 
Prince were gilt, and the others filvered. ‘The 
fand at the height of a foot and a half, borea 
cp full of tallow, which fupplied two wicks

When the healths began, the inftruments E 
and vocal mufic ftruck up, with which the J 
whole affembly feemed tranfported, though to 
me it appeared rude and barbarous. 

On the 2o0th, I defired the Prefect and Fa. 
ther Raphael to return thanks to the Prince for 
the honours he had conferred upon me, and to 
defire him to grant me an officer to condud 
me as far as /rivay, the capital of Armenia 
Major; to which the Prince readily agreed, 
He profeffed to entertain an efteem for the 
Europeans, and that he fhould be glad to have 
a number of them fettled in Georgza; and ad- 
ded, that if they came thither for the fake of 
trade he would grant them all the advantages 
they could defire; and that as his country ex. 
tended to the Black Sea, they would find: thei 
advantage in travelling through it to the Eaj: 
Indies. 
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The Author leaves 'Teflis, and proceeds to Dilyjan, 
and from thence to lrivan, which is particularly 
defcribed, with the Cuftoms and Manuers of 
the Inhabitants ; and of the Governor’s Camp. 
He then travels to Nacchivan, Abrener, 
Julfa, and Tauris to I{pahan. 


N the 28th of February we left Tefis, 
our Mehemander riding before to pre- 

vent my paying any duties, and to furnifh us 
with provifions and lodgings on the road. 
The next day we proceeded eight leagues 
through a beautiful plain, to a town named 
Cuprikent, or the Village of the Bridge, from its 
being built near a very fine one that extends 
over the river Yabadi. ‘The town confifts of 
about 150 houfes, and the bridge, which joins 
two mountains that are feparated by the river, 
is fupported by four unequal arches that rife 
from two irregular maffes of rock found in the 
nver, ‘Thofe at the two ends open on each 
fide, and are hollowed out into {mall cham- 
bers and porticoes, for the accommodation of 
paflengers: an arch near the middle of the 
river, has an opening on each fide, with two 
chambers at the ends, and two large covered 
balconies, where the people may enjoy the frefh 
air during the heat of fummer. You here de- 
icend by two pair of ftairs which are cut down 
Q2 from 
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from the arch. This bridge joins to a caravan- 
feral now in ruins ; though it has been one of 
the fineft in all Georgia. 

The three following days we paffed over 
high mountains difficult of accefs, and arrived 
on the 4th of March at Dilyan, a town con: 
fitting of about 300 houfes, fituated on a river 
that rurs at the foot of a high and frightful 
mountain, which, as well as the others we 
had juft paffed, forms a part of Mount Zazrus, 
On thefe high mountains we were much in- 
commoded by the {now and cold; _ but there 
is every where to be found abundance of wa 
ter, and here and there are {mall fertile plains, 
The goodnefs of the foil, and the number of 
the villages are almoft incredible; fome of 
thefe are on points of land fo high, that the 
paffengers below can fcarcely fee them. Mot 
of them are inhabited by Georgianand Armenian 
Chriftians; but they are not intermixed, for 
they are fuch enemies, that they will not 
dwell together in the fame village. In all 
thefe mountains are found neither caravante: 
rais nor any other public houfes; but wef fathe 
lodged commodioufly enough with the pea fi thefe 
fants, who fupplied us with plenty of meat {i him! 
and drink;.for our Mehemander went before, O 
to provide for our reception, fo that on my ar- fim Palit 
rival at a village, I found a houfe and ftabie gj tone 
prepared, a great fire lighted, and fuppet the 
ready. The firft day I would have given fome- with 
thing to my landlord; but my conduétor pre gjMou 
vented me, faying, that was not the cufton, fy P 
and that I fhould rather give it to him. [ggjW40 
therefor 
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therefore- afterwards privately did fomething 
for the ufe of the people with whom we 
lodged. ‘Thus we travelled very commo- 
Mi dioufly ; and at night my chamber was guard- 
| ed by the men of the village who ftood fentry, 
as well to execute my orders, as to guard me 
‘iM from danger, though there was nothing to 
1 @ fear. 
em ©6Moft of the houfes of thefe villages are 
properly caverns ; for they are hollowed out 
-Mg of the earth. The others are built of iarge 
ef beams quite upto the top, which is made 
. fm flat, and covered with turf, an opening being 
, mm left in the middle to admit the light, and let 
fm out the {moke ; this hole they itop when they 
ffm pleafle. The above caverns have the ad- 
ef Vantage of being warm in winter and cool in 
4} a fummer. 
atm The town of Dilyan, and all the country 
orm for fix leagues round, is called the territory of 
otf Cafac, and depends on Perfa, in the tame 
lM Manner. as Georgia, it being always governed | 
by its natural Princes, in a direct line from 


vem father to fon. Abas the Great conquered all 
4. fa thefe countries at the fame time that he made 
sat fe uimfelf mafter of Georgia. . 

ref_ On the fifth we proceeded five leagues in 
a-fm palling the frightful mountains already men- 


tioned. I thought I fhould have died with 
the fatigue of this journey: I was troubled 
with a dyfentery, which obliged me to dif- 
mount every quarter of an hour: two men 
errorted me, and a third led my horfe. The 
Whole mountain was covered with fnow, and 
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nothing elie could be feen above us, no not fo 
much as a tree or a plant. ‘The road was 
a narrow path of {now hardened by being 
trampled upon by travellers and their horfes; 
and as {oon as we fet a foot out of this path,we 
funk up to the middle. There is no poflibility 
of pailing this mountain while the {now is fall- 
ing, or when the wind blows; for then the 
track is loft, and thus many people perith 
every year. This {now never melts, and the 
mountain is perpetually covered with it. 

The next day, though half dead, I con- 
tinucd my journey, and fpurred on by the 
hopes of finding iome relief at Jrivan, we 
proceeded five leagues to Bickni, a confider- 
able town, fituated at the foot of a mountain 
on the banks of the Zezguz, and lodged at: 
handiome monafiery belonging to the drme- 
nians, built between the town and the moun- 
tain. The Monks received me with muc 
humanity; but it being Lent, nothing could 
prevail on them to make me fome chicken 
broth. and my conductor was obliged to make 
uie of all his authority to get me a fe 
evygs. 3 

he next morning at break of day, we de 
parted, after having made a {mall prefent t 
the monaftery, and travelled nine leagues ovet 
plains covercd with inow, ‘The travelling i 
thete {nows is attended with great pain aml 
danger, from the rays of the fun, which fall 
ing upon it, give it an infupportable bright 
nefs. that is very prejudicial to the fight, not 


withftanding all the precautions we could ” 
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by following the example of the natives 17 
putting a thin black or green filk handkerchiet 
before our eyes, which only ferves to leffen the.

When the 
he™ numbers are equal, they ufually come to blows, 
thi otherwife the weakeft yield, They unload their 
horfes, and make them enter the {now, in 
which they, fink up to their bellies, and thus 
ftand to give a paflage tothe others. ‘To this 
-all whom we met were obliged by my con- 
ductor to fubmit. We paffed by feveral towns 
and villages, and at night arrived at Jrivaz. 
Irivan isa large duty city, the greateft part 
- am of which 1s filled with gardens and vineyards. It 
ne-™m is fituated in a plain furrounded with moun- 
ina tains, and on the banks of two rivers, the 
chim Ze.¢uz wafhing it to the north weft, and a 
IdM ‘iver called the Forty fauntaias, from the num- 
nam ber of its fources, running to the fouth weit. 
ikem The fortreis, which is at a little diftance, 
ews might pais for a fmatl city. _ It is of an oval 
form, 4000 paces round, and contains about 
def™ 500 houtes. None live in it but native Per- 
tim jiaas. The Armenians have fhops in which they 
vem Work, and trade in the day; but at night they 
im {hut them up, and return to their houtes, This 
an fortrefs has three walls of earth, and battle- 
all@™ ments of white bricks, flanked with towers, 
ht@™ and provided with narrow ramparts, extending 
ot On the north to a dreadful precipice abeve 
kel 200 yards deep, at the bottom of which flows 
the 
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theriver. This inacceflible part is only fortified 
with terraffes furnifhed with artillery. The 
garrifon confifts of 2000 Perfians. It has as 
many gates and walls, all of them cafed with 
iron, and defended by batteries, portcullifes, 
and fortified guard houfes. ‘The palace of the 
Governor of the province is on the brink of 
the precipice, and makes a handfome appear- 
ance. On an eminence ata thoufand paces 
diftance is a fort, fortified with a double wall 

and artillery, that commands the fortrefs. 
There are feveral churches in the city, the 
principal of which is the Bifhop’s, and ano. 
ther called Catouzke, thefe were erected during 
the reigns of the laft Kings of Armenia. The 
others which have been fince built, are {mall, 
funk in the earth, and have fome refemblance 

to catacombs. : 
Near the epifcopal church is an old tower 
built of hewen itones; but I could neither learn 
the time nor the ule for which it was built. 
On the outfide are infcriptions in characters 
like thofe of the Armenians, but the Armenians 
cannot readthem. This is an antique work, 
of a fingular architecture, and around it are 
feveral ruins, which feem to have belonged to 
a cloifter. Near the above ftructure is a mofque 
in ruins, and at fome diftance is a large fquare 
400 paces in diameter, furrounded with trees. 
This is ufed for caroufals, horfe-races, wretl- 
ling matches, and all exercifes either on hore- 
back or on foot. There are many baths in the 
town and fortrefs, and feveral caravanferais; 
the fineft of which is within 500 paces of hs 
Caltits 


les 
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caftle. It was built a few years ago by the 
Governor of Armenia. The gate is 80 paces 
deep, and forms a fine gallery, filled with 
fhops, where all forts of ftuffs are fold. The 
body of the edifice is fquare, and contains 
three great lodging rooms, and fixty {mall 
ones, with large ftables, and many {pacious 
warehoufes. Before it is a market furrounded 
with fhops, in which are fold all forts of pro- 
vilions, and by the fide of it isa fine mofque, 
and two coffee-houfes. 

[rivaz is fituated in 41 deg. 15 min. North 
latitude, and enjoys a good air; but it is thick 
and very cold. The winter lafts long, and the 
fnow fometimes falls in April. . Thé country 
is, however, extremely fertile, and the wine 
produced in its neighbourhood, is good and 
cheap. The Armenians have a tradition that 


out the very fpot. All forts of provifions are 
produced in the neighbourhood of the city, 
and fold at a low price. The two rivers that 
iow by its fide, and the lake of Jr:van, which 
is at three {mall days journey to the north~- 
welt, furnifh the city with fine fifh, particu- 
larly trouts and carp that are remarkably good, 
and famous all over the eaft: fome of them I 
have feen three feet long. 
The Armenians efteém this the moft ancient 
cityof the world, and believe that Noah dwelt 
there both before and after the deluge, when 
he defcended from the mountain on which the 
ark refted.

178 Sir Joun Cuarvin’s TRAVELS 


At twelve leagues from Jrivan, is the cele. 
brated mountain-on which almoft all the peo. 
ple of the country are firmly perfuaded that the 
ark refted. This mountain is fo high and 
large, that when the air is clear it does not 
appear above two leagues diltant. The Jr. 
menians even believe that the ark is ftill on the 
* fummit of this mountain, and fay that a Monk 
named Fames being refolved to fee it, or die 
in the attempt, went half way up the acclivity ; 
but could go no farther, becaufe having af. 
cended thus far every day, he was, while afleep 
in the night, carried back to the place from 
whence he fet out in the morning. They add, 
that this continued a long time, till God being 
willing to fatisfy in part his defires, fent hima 
piece of the ark by an angel, and ordered him 
to be told, that all accefs to the top was for- 
bidden to mankind. 

At the foot of the mountain is a village of 
Chriffians, and a monaftery; for which the 
Armenians have great devotion, believing that 
Noah firtt offered facrifices there after the de- 
luge. ‘This is called The monaflery of the Apo- 
files; from its being pretended that the bodies 
of St. Andrew and St. Matthew were found 
there, and that the fkull of that evangelift 1s 
preferved in the church of the monaftery. The 
people relate a hundred other abfurd particu- 
lars of this place, and of the country all around, 
which they make their Holy Land. 


I having fent to inform the Governor 


Jrivan ot my arrival, a meffenger came to tel 
me that I was welcome ; and that he was very 
de- 
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defirous of feeing me, and a part of the jewels 
[had brought. I was then afked how many 
men I had with me, and whether I chofe to 


©@ lodge in the fortrefs, or in the great caravan- 
: frai. I chofe the latter; becaufe there can

be no place more fecure, and there is no want 
of company; for merchants come there from 
© all parts of Aga. On this the Governor giv- 
ing orders for my having oneof the beft apart- 


le ments, 1 went thither the next day, with all 
f my baggage, and about noon an officer belong- 


ing to the Governor brought mean order from 
‘PIM the Intendant to receive daily from the proper 
odhcer, bread, wine, flefh, fifth, fruit, rice, but- 
ter, wood, and other neceflaries for fix per- 
ions. The quantity of each is regulated ; but 
the portion allowed for one perion is fufiicient 


RB for two. 

I" Onthe tenth, I went, by the Governor’s - 
defire, to pay hima vifit, and found him in 
‘ ilarge handfome light clofet, with feveral 

MM lords of the country. He treated me with 

% great complaifance, told me three times that I 


was welcome, and entertained me with {weet- 
meats and Reffax brandy. I fhewed him my 
patents, after which, he fpent an hour in afk- 
: iss me news of Exrope, in relation to the wars 

"4 that part of the world; the prefent difpofi- 
tion of the Chriftian Princes, and the {tate of 
he {ciences, with the new difcoveries that had 
ben made, He fpent another hour in examin - 
ng the jewels I had brought, of which he 
talked like one who was well acquainted with 
hem. He fet afide thofe that particularly 
pleated 
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pleafed him, and fuch as he thought would be 
agreeable to the Princefs his wife. Having 
kept me to dinner, he honoured mie afterwards 
with his converfation for halt an hour longer, 
and then difmiffed me, ordering my Meleman- 
der to fuffer me to want for nothing. 

This Governor was one of thg greateft 
Lords of Perfia; he was beloved: by the king, 
and revered by the court; his two fons were 
his Majefty’s chief favourites ; and he was re- 
ipecied by the people on account of hts jut. 
tice and integrity. Indeed he well deferved 
his good fortune; for, befide ‘thefe amiable 
qualities, he was a man of fenfe, and fond of 
the arts and {fciences. | 

On the 12th, I difmiffed the officer belong- 
ing to the Viceroy of Georgia who had con- 
ducted me to Zrivanx, on which occafion I made 
him a prefent of eight piftoles. 

On the fifth of dgri/ the governor went to 
a camp, which he had caufed to be formed a 
league from the city, in a large and beautiful 


meadow, always covered with flowers during 


the {pring. The two rivers that pafs by Lrivaa, 
wind in a ferpentine courfe, with a gentle 
{tream, forming many fmall iflands. The Go- 
vernoi’s quarter, that of the Princefs his wife, 
and thote of the moft confiderable perfons who 
accompanied them, were feparate, and each in 
an ifland ; but they had a communication with 
each other by means of {mall flying bridges. 
The Governor’s tents were extremely magni- 
ficent; thy had all the accommodations of a 
palace, in miniature, even to baths and ftoves.

The next day having paffed the river Nac- 
chivan over, a large bridge, we proceeded 
through a dry and barren country, to the 
river Aras, the ancient Araxes, oppofite the 
ruins of the city of Fulfa the old. ‘That city 
was fituated oa the. decliyity of, a mountain, 
facing the river. The avenues that lead to it, 
which were naturally difficult of accefs, were 
guarded by forts. Thecity, according to the 
Armenians, had 4000 houfes; but moft of 
them appear to have been only caverns in the 
mountains, more fit to afford fhelter to cattle, 
than for the habitations of men. I don’t 
think there is any where in the world amore 
hideous and barren place: neither a tree nor 
ablade of grafs is to be feen, and though there 
are places of greater: fertility in its neighbour- 
hood, the city could not have been built in a 
more dry and ftony fituation. 

It was Asas the Great who ruined Fulfa. 
That great and politic Prince, fecing his forces 
unequal to thofe of his enemies, and reflecting 
on the means of preventing their returning 
every year into Perfia, to.make and preferve 
their conquefts there, refolved to render all 
the country a defert between Lrzerum and Tau 
ris, on a line. with Jrivan and Nacchivan, 
which was the way by w hich the Turks com- 
monly came, and where they fortified them- 
elves, becaufe they found provifions fufficient 
for the fubfiftence of their army. He there- 
fore removed the inhabitants and cattle, ruined 

KR: 2 the 
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the edifices of every kind, fet fire to all the 
fields and trees, and even poifoned feveral 
‘fountains. | 
But to return: The Aras has tts fource in 
the mountain on which it is pretended, that 
Noabh’s ark refted, and after dividing Armenia 
and Media, falls into the €a/pian Sca. This 
river js large and rapid: during its courte it 
is {welled by feveral brooks that have no name, 
and by many torrents. Bridges have been 
built over it above ¥u/fa, and in other places; 
‘but however mafly and ftrong they were made, 
they could not refift the force of the current; 
‘for when the {nows melt on the neighbouring 
mountains, no piers or buttreffes can withftand 
its force. Indeed the noife of the waters, and 
the rapidity of their courfe are very aftonifhing. 
We paffed it in a large boat, made to carry 20 
horfes, and 30 perfons at atime. I fuffered 
none to pafs over with me but my men and my 
baggage. Four men took care of the boat, and 
proceeded 200 paces along the bank up the 
river; by little and little they got into the 
ftream, and then made ufe of only a long 
helm, to direct its courfe to the other bank. 
The boat was then driven by the current with 
an incredible impetuofity, and proceeded 500 
‘paces in an inftant. The boat-men were above 
two hours in going and coming, on account 
of the efforts they are obliged to make in -go- 
"ing againft the ftream. : 
I have obferved that this river feparatt 
Armenia apd Media. This lat lc 
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which formerly held the empiref dfa, com- 
poies only a part of a province of Perf a called 
Azerbeyan or Afurpaican. 

We now proceeded to the north- weft, and 
the next day reached Marazt,.a good city com- 
poled of 2500 houfes, fituated at the foot of a 
hill, at the end of a fine fertile plain, watered 
bya {mall river named Zeloulou. The gardens 
of Marant take up more room than the town 
itfelf, and produce great quantities of fruit ef- 
teemed the beft in Media. -In this country 1s 

_alfo.gathered the cochineal infect. 

From thence we proceeded 4 leagues, con- 
ftantly turning between the mountains, which 
in fome places approach very near each other : 
-but are no where joined ; afterwards we pafled 
through fine fertile plains, that are well culti- 
vated, and on the 17th arrived at Tauris, the 
fecond city of Perfia, both with refpect to its 
extent, its commerce, riches, and the number 
of its inhabitants. 

Tauris is fituated in a plain at the foot of a 
mountain: it is of an irregular figure, and has 
neither walls nor fortifications. Though it 
paffes-a little river named Sfingtcha, which 
fometimes {welling, carries away the houfes on 
its banks. Another river called the Axi, pat- 
fes by the north fide of the city: and is falt fix 
months in-the year, from the torrents which 
fall into it, after they have pafled over lands 
covered-with falt. The city is divided .into 
nine quarters or wards; the bazars compofing 
the heart of the city, and the dwelling houfes, 
moft of which have a. garden, are on the out- 

R 4 fide,

There is the largeft fquare at Taur7s J have ings 
ever feen; it being much more fpacious than with 
that of Z/pahan. The Turks when they were mf and 
the poffeffion of this city have frequently drawn Sea, 


up within this fquare 30,000 men in order of 
battle. In the evening the populace are divert: 
ed there with drolls, montebanks, wreftling, 
ram and bull fights; the repeating of pieces i 
profe and verfe, and dancing wolves. The 
people of Tazris place their higheft entertain: 


each; and on their account great comme 
tions 
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tions frequently happen, and are with diffi- 
culty appeafed. ‘This ipacious fquare is in 
‘the day time ufed as a market for all kinds of 
provifions. CS 7 
The number of inhabitants in Tauris, I be- 
lieve amounts to at leaft 550,000 people: be- 
fides a multitude of ftrangers that are conftant- 
ly there from all parts of 4fa. ‘Vhe fineft Per- 
fan turbans are made in this city, and I have 
been affured by the principal merchants, that 
the inhabitants annually manufacture 6000 
bails of filk. The commerce of this city extends 
not only all over Perfa; but into Turky, Rufia, 
Zartary, the Zudies, and to the Black Sea. 
Though Tauris is fituated only in the 38th 
deg. of north latitude, the air is cold, dry, and 
healthful. ‘This proceeds from its being ex- 
pofed to the north, and from the tops of the 
furrounding mountains being covered with 
{now nine months in the year; from whence 
the wind almoft conftantly blows in the even- 
ings and the mornings. ‘The city abounds 
with all the neceffaries and luxuries of life ; 
and thefe are extremely cheap. The Ca/pian 
Sea, which is not above forty leagues diftant, — 
fupplies it with fith, which are alfo found in 
the river Agi, already mentioned. In the fum- 
mer they have abundance of deer, and wild 
fowl: in the mountains are eagles, which the 
people of diftinétion bring downwith the hawk. 
This kind of fowling is very curious and af- 
tonifhing. All kinds of fruit are in the greateft 
plenty, and there are faid to be above fixty 
lorts of grapes in the neighbourhood of the 
| City. 
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city. In ‘thort, there is not any part of Perfa 


where a perfon may live better, and cheaper | 


than at Tauris. 


In the neighbourhood of the city are large | 
“quarries of ‘white marble; one kind of which § 
4s tranfparent: and at a fmall diftance are two | 
- mines, the one of gold andthe other of falt; | 
the gold mine has, however, been long neglett- | 


ed; the quantity found of that valuable metal 


being fo fmall, as to be {carely worth the la- | 


‘bour of procuring it. 


I ftayed at Tauris for fome time, ‘during 


which I fold a number of jewels to the Gover- 
nor; and the fon of the Receiver General of 
the province, for which I received a thoufand 
crowns; but they would not allow me tovget 
any thing by them; the firft placed to my ac- 
count his father’s intereft with the Shah, and 
the other that of his brother’s, and of his un- 
cle Mirza Sad:c, the great Chancellor, forcing 
‘me to take-the letters of recommendation they 
offered me, as 2 recompence for. giving them 
‘the profit Lought to have made. It is mpol- 
fible to conceive the careffes, the flattery, the 
engaging and agreeable behaviour ufed by the 
“great in Petfia, to promote their own interel,, 
“even in affairs of the {malleit- moment. Jn 
«which ‘they act with fuch an appearance of 
‘fincerity, that a-perfon ought to be perfedtly 
--géquainted with the genius of the country and 
of the court, to prevent his being deceived by 
them. : 

- ‘As this was the time when the Curdes, the 

Turkuvians, and other nations who dwell i 
tents, 
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tents, and are moftly robbers, quit the plainSs 
on account of the heat of the fun, and remove 
with their flocks.and habitations into the moun- 
tains, in fearch of fhade and paiture. We were 
advifed- for the greater fecurity to wait for 
company; for this purpofe I ftayed till the 
28th of May, and then fet out with the Pro- 
volt of.the merchants, who had fourteen horfes 
and ten valets. : 

The firft night we lodged at Va/fpinge, a 
town confifting of 600 houfes. Several fine 
rivulets run with a ferpentine ftream on ali 
fides, and it is adorned with many gardens 
and plantations of poplar and linden trees, that 
are raifed for the ufe of building. The next 
day: we proceeded through fertile plains inter- 
{fperfed with villages; our road then winded 
among the mountains, and.again opened into 
plains, and.after crofling feveral rivers, we ar- 
rived on the fifth of Fume at the city of Zengaz, 
fituated in a valley between the mountains, 
where they are not above half a league diftant 
from each other. Loe 

This city is furrounded with gardens, anda 
pleafant country, but on the infide it is only 
remarkable for the extent of its ruins. It is 
faid to have been founded feveral centuries he- 
fore the birth of C4rzf#, and that it once con- 
tained 20,000 houfes. It was entirely deftro- 
ed by Tamerlane on his firft coming to it; but 
he afterwards hearing that the fciences had 
long flourifhed there, and that it had. produc- 
ed many great men, caufed it to be in part re- 

built : 
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built: fince that time it has been frequently 
Jacked and plundered by the Turks. 

On the 6th we paffed through the moft de- 
lightful country 1 ever beheld, the way was 


even and ftrait, through a fine plain, watered 


by a confiderable number of brooks that ren- 
dered it extremely fertile: we faw fo many 
villages that we could fcatce count them ; with 
a variety of gardens and groves through which 
were beautiful avenues, that afforded the fineft 
landfcapes. Having proceeded five leagues 
through thefe pleafing fcenes, we alighted at 
a large caravanferai within acannon fhot of 
ee ee E 5 
- This city,* which is fituated at the foot of 
a4 mountain, makes a fine appearance at a dif- 
tance; but on approaching it, the beauties we 
adraire afar off vanifh. There are, however, 
fome public edifices that are well built, ‘arid 
about 3000 houfés. The inhabitants fay that 
this city formerly extended half a league far- 
ther to the weft, and that the ruined towers, 
churches, and mofques, which are to be {een at 
a diftance, were in the heart of the city. This 
is not improbable, as the Perfian hiftorians 
fay, that this was once the capital, and the 
largeft cityinthe kingdom. 

The next day we travelled through plains 4 
beautiful as the former, and on the $th ar- 
rivéd at Edher, a confiderable town intermixed

. before fun-fet, and completed a journey of five 
oor fix leagues by about midnight. People in 
tH the eat generally travel in this manner during 
3 the fummer, to fecure themfelves from the 
"8 heat of the fun, which is very fatiguing both to 
f man and beait. In the night they travel with 
cf greater {peed. The fervants from time to time 
. & proceed on foot, and the mafters themfelves 
; are glad to walk a little to prevent their be- 
© ing feized with fleep. and to keep themfelves 
9 warm, which eafes the horfes. On their arri- 
d val they go to bed, and gainin the day the 
UH fleep they loft in the night. Another advan- 
"Mi tage of travelling in the night is, that the 
9M beafts of burthen take their reft all the time 
at when they would be incommoded by the heat 
"Hof the fun and the flies.

ym. ON the 13th, two hours before day we ar- 


rived at Seva, acity fituated in a fandy and 
ad fony plain, and took up our lodging in the 
“@ juburb near the highw ay. | The city is two 

miles round, and encompafted with a wall: 
os it is thinly peopled, and the houfes in 
the fuburbs are ruinous for want of inhabi- 


tants ; 
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tants: the walls alfo are but ill preferved, 
However the remains of fome grand edifices 
fhew that it ‘was once a place of importance, 
The hiftories of Perfia agree that the wAole 
plain of Sava was formerly a morafs or falt- 


lake, like that called The Sea of Salt, which 


lies twenty leagues to the weft of this city, and 
is crofled by a caufeway extending thirty 
leagues, in going from J/paban into Hyrcania. 

Oppofite Sava to the weft, is a tomb ren- 
dered famous by the Perfans going in pilgri- 
mage toit, this is called Echmoul, or Samuel; 
from the opinion that this prophet was interred 
there. They have built over his tomb a fine 
maufoleum in the middle of a magnificient 
moique. : 

At the diftance of nine leagues to the eaft of 
the city, are {ome ruins of the ancient city of 
Rey, once the largeft in all 4fa. The Perfian 
geographers fay, that in the ninth century it 
was divided into 96 quarters, each of which 
had 46 ftreets, 400 houfes, and ten mofques: 
that the city alfo contained 4600 colleges, 
16,600 baths, 15,000 minerets belonging to 
mofques, 12,000 mills, 1700 canals, and 
13,000 caravanferais. The Arabian authors re- 
prefent it as the moft populous city in 4/a, and 
that,except Ba/ylon, no city ever exceeded it in 
wealth, and the number of inhabitants. Hence 
it obtained the pompous titles given it in hif- 
tory, as The Spoufe of the World; The Gate of 
the Gates of the Earth, and the Market of the 
Univerfe. This city was fituated in 35° 39’ 
north latitude. 

On 
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On the 13th we proceeded to Kom, a large 
tity fituated along the bank of a river. It has 
iifo feveral handfome caravanierais, and fine 
mofques, the moft beautiful of thefe laft, is 
that in which are interredthe Princefs Fatima, 
Mahomet’s daughter, and the two laft Kings of 
Perfa.. Vheftructure of this mofque is beauti- 
ful, and its ornaments extremely fumptuous, 
The accefs is through four large and ftately 
courts ; the firftof which is a handfome gar- 
den, and the laft 1s paved with tranfparent 
marble, and furrounded with neat lodgings for 
the Priefts. ‘The door to each maufoleum is 
plated with filver, and the tombs are furround- 
ed with grates of the fame metal. Nothing 
an be imagined richer, neater and more mag- 
nificent than thefe maufolea. To that of Fa- 
tima the Perfians give the name of Majjuma, 
or pzre, and hold it in great veneration. There 
s a revenue of 3200 tomans belonging tothe 
place. * : 

We left Kom, on the fixteenth, and three 
days after arrived at Ca/az, + a large town,

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the houfes of which are built of earth and 
brick. It has feveral caravanferais, one oJ 
which was built by Shah, Adas, and is efteemet 
the fineft in all Perfia. On the infide are fou 
noble fronts furrounding a fquare court, with 
an arcade both above and below; that above 
being fecured by a baluftrade. ‘The entrance 
is under a high and magnificent portico, -whick 
as well as the reft of the building, 1s adorneg 
with Mofaic work. In the middle of the court 
is a refervoir of water, raifed about five feet 
high, 
~ On the 29th we left Ca/an, and on the 24t! 
arrived at J/pahban, the metropolis of Perfa 
and one of the largeft cities in the world ; fe 
including the fuburbs, it is not leis than twent 
four miles in circumference. Some. perio 
compute the number of the inhabitants a 
1,100,000, but thofe who make the moft m 
derate computation fuppote the amount toon 
ly 600,000, and the number of houfes were: 
this time faid to amount to about 29,46¢ 
without including the palaces, moiques, pul 
lic baths, bazars,.and caravanierais. ‘The ci 
appears as well peopled as Lezdov, whicht 
the moft populous city in Europe. *. It is bull 
on. the banks of the Zenderouvd, over whicha 
three fine bridges, one near the middle of t 
city, and one at each end. The walls of L/pi 
han are about 20,000 paces round; they 
only built with earth, and are {fo hid by th 
houfes and gardens, both on the infide an 

* I/fpahan is at prefent thinly peopled, and the greate 
part of the houfes in ruins.

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without, that in many places they cannot be 
feen. The city is alfo defended by a ditch and 
a cattle. ee | 

The beauty of Z/pehan particularly confilis 
in the great number ofits manificent palaces, 
handfome houfes, large caravanferais, beauti- 
ful bazars, and in its canals, and {pacious 
ftreets, the fides of which are adorned with 
rows of lotty plane-trees : but the other ftreets 
are seriekally narrow and crooked. The worit 
is they are not paved ; but as, on the one hand, 
the air is very dry, atid on the other the people 
water the ftreet before their houfes morning and 
evening, they are neither fo dirty nor fo dufty 
as might be expected. They have three othér 
am confiderable inconveniencies. One, that the 
freets being over vaults made for the paffage 
mam of the canals which run under them, they 
, fm Sometimes fall in and endanger the lives of thé 
some paffengers. Another is, there being wells 
iba = the ftréets, the fides of which are even 
with the earth, by which the  paffengers 
are expofed to the fame danger, if they do 
hot. také fufficietit caré. ‘The third incon- 
venience is a very difagreeable oné, which is, 
that under the walls of the houfes are large 
holes for receiving all the filth, aiid fometimes 
ferving as common bog-houfes. The itreets 
however, do not ftink as might be imagined ; 
which is in part owing to the drynefs of the 
tir, and alfo to thefe pits being emptied 
every day by the peafants, who bring fruit 
and other provifions to the city, and load their

The Author leaves Upahan, and wifts the Re. 

mains of the ancient palace of Perfepolis, a. 

royed by Alexander the Great, which are 
particularly defcribed, 


N the 2d of February, 1674, having fold 

great part of my jewels, I left J/pahan, 
and proceeded to Mayar, a village confifting of 
300 houfes, fituated between two mountains, 
and extending from the one to the other, {0 
that it is impoffible to pafs between them, 
without going through it. The country about 
it is however dry and barren, without trees or 
the leaft verdure, owing.to the fcarcity of the 
water, though the inhabitants have enough tp 
fupply their gardens. 


* As we have already given fome account of this 
city in the travels of the Hol/ein Ambaffadors, and as 
this city, as we have already obferved, is now ina very 
«Yuinous condition, we {hall neither repeat _ defcriptions 
we have already given, nor defcribe places that no longer 
-exift; but refer our readers to thofe travels in-Chap. 1X 
and X. of Vol. XIV. of this work. 


On 
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On leaving this place the next day, the val- 
jies extended three leagues together: between 
the mountains. Then turning to the right, 
we entered a beautiful plain of a vaft extent, 
@ which Lhaye had the pleafure of crofling feve- 
| ral times, and have found that from the middle 

of March to the middle of Nowember it is co- 
vered with flowers, flocks, grain, and fruit. 
We ftopt at Comicha, or Komminya, a town 
f-@ three miles round, but full of gardens, and 
'-@ 6thinly inhabited. The fineft buildings here 
’@ are the dove-coats, whichreprefent lofty round 
towers. ’Tis thought that this place is the Ore- 
batis,of Ptolemy. Within acannon-fhot from the 


Mi fide of the town next J/pahan, is the tomb ofa 
Ml Perfan faint, covered with a dome. In a court 
of before it are two refervoirs of water, at twen- 
“fm ty paces from each other, They are furnifhed 
0M with fith, fome of which have rings of brafs, fil- 
“4 ver.or gold in their nofes. The fith of one of 
Wi thefe bafons are held fo facred, that the peo- 
ple imagine that.if any one prefumes to touch 
ne them, he will immediately drop down dead. 
i The two following days we proceeded thro’ 
.a.fine country, interfperfed with rivulets and 
; villages, and having pafied through dzamabaet, 
a large town, which is faid to have feparated 
yim Perfa from Parthia, took up our lodging at a 
05 town named Ves-¢e-cas, or. Fe/degacs, feated on 
4 the fide of a mountain, with a large valley be- 


fore it. ‘The houfes rife from this valley one 
above the other, affording a fine profpect ata 
diftance. Onthe top ofa round eminence in 
the midft of the valley is a caftle built of earth ; 
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and oppofite to it is a large caravanferai. The 
inhabitants of this town eat the beft bread ih 
all Perfia. 

The next day I was twelve hours on horfe- 
back, in proceeding eight leagues; on account 
of the {now, and the ruggednefs of a moun- 
tain over which we were obliged to pafs; 
though my baggage was carried on four vigo- 
rous mules, and | myfelf was well mounted. 
I afterwards paffled through pleafant plains, 
and at length arrived on the 13th at the ruins 
of the ancient Pe fepolis, * 

At a diftance thefe manificent remains ap- 
pear as ina kind of amphitheatre, the moun- 
tains forming a half moon as if to embrace 


* There are no remains of the city itfelf now ftand- 
ing ; thofe ftill to be feen belonging, according to Sir 
“fohn Chardin, either to an ancient temple, or according to 
Mr. Cornelius le Bruyn; to the celebrated palace of 
Per fepolis, wantonly burnt by dexander the Great. 
This laft opinion feems beft founded : and the obfervations 


and drawings of the latter, taken on the fpot by the 


Author himfelf, appearing by far the moft accurate, we 
have here followed him. It would be befide our purpofe to 
enter into the difpute between thefe gentlemen on this fub- 
ject. Mr. Le Bruyn acknowledges that Mr, Chardin’saccount 
is more accurate than that of any other perfon who had 
before his time vifited thefe noble remains ; and Sir Sohn 
Chardin has the ingenuity toacknowledge fome miftakes; 
which is a proof of that candour and greatnefs of mind 
which makes a wife man more folicitous to difcover 
truth, than to vindicate the little exrors he may fall inte 
an the fearch of 3. 


them. 
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them. They are feated in afine plain that ex- 
tends two leagues in breadth from the fouth- 
welt to the north-eaft; and near forty leagues 
in length from the north-weft tothe fouth-eaft. 
This plain is ufually called Mardayo, and the 
inhabitants pretend, that it contains 880 vil- 
fages,. and about 1500 within the diftance of 
twelve leagues around the ruins, including the 
villages feated among the mountains ; fome of 
which are adorned with beautiful gardens. 
The greateft part of this plainis, in the winter 
feafon, floated with water, which is a very ad- 
vantageous circumftance with refpect to the rice 
that grows there at that time. The foil of this 
agreeable plain is moftly converted into arable 
lands, and watered with a number of ftreams 
that render it exceeding fertile. It abounds 
with many forts of birds, and more particular- 
ly with cranes, pigeons, quails, inipes, par- 
tridges, hawks, and vaft flights of crows, which 
are very numerous throughout all Perfa. 
‘The ancient palace of the Kings of Perfa, 
ufually called the houfe of Darius, and by the 
inhabitants Chel-menar, or Chil-minar, which 
fignifies the forty pillars, is fituated to the weft 
at the foot of the mountain of Aaligrag-et, or 
Compafion,; anciently called the R oyal Mountaing 
which is entirely compofed of freeftone. That 


fuperb edifice has the walls of three of its fides 


ftill ftanding. The front extends 600'paces 
from north to fouth, and 390 from eaft to weft, 
as far as the mountain, where an afcent 1s 
formed between fome {cattered rocks. Beyond 
Which there appears to have been 7 
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fame other buildings, the rocks appearing ip 


fome places finely, {moothed and polifhed. 


The top of this edifice prefents to the view 


a platform of 400 paces, extending from the 


middle of the. front wall, to the mountain ; 


and along three fides of this wall is. carried on 


a pavement of two ftones joined together, eight 


feet broad. With refpect to the height of the 


wall, itis in fome places 24 feet ; but it 1s. not 
every where fo high, in fome-places the earth 
about it.is raifed, and in others the swvall itfelf 
has funk. On examining the previous.remains, 


-we muft proceed as we.do in examining thofe

eelebrated beauties,,whom age or ficknefs.has 


brought low, that is, from the traces.of beauty 


we fee, form an. idea.of what.they were. I 


ftones of the wall are black, harder than mar- 
ble, fome of them finely polished, .and_ many 


of them of fuch an amazing fize, ,that itis 


difficult to conceive. how they were -able..to.re- 


move and raife fuch. pradigious mafies. 
The principal ftaircafe is placed betsveen the 
middle .of the front, and the northern. end of 


the edifice. It confitts of two flights.of fteps 
-that,wind off from each other to, the -diftange 
.Of 42 feet at the bottom. ‘Thefetteps-are only 


faurinches high, and fourteen in breadth. They 


-are the.moft commodious (fays M. Le Bruyz) 
I ever faw, except. thofe of the Viceroy’s pa- 
lace.at Naples: which.are, howeyer, in.my opi- 


nion fomething higher. ‘Where are 55. of thefe 


7 fteps on. the northern fide, and.53 tothe douth; 
‘but thefe laft are not fo entire -as the others. 


I am likewife perfuaded.that there are feveral 
others 
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others under ground, that have been covered 
over by length of. time, as well as part of the 
wall, which rifes 44 feet 11 inches high in the 
front. At the bottom of thefe two flights of 
ffeps, is a fingle flight extending 51 feet four 
inches from one to the other, from thence the 
two flights are carriedoff from each other, and 
return back from the centre at an equal dif- 
tance from the extreme parts of the top; and 
above theie flights is apavement of large {tones, 
and another fingle flight of fteps 75 feet in 
width, anfwering to that of the bottom, and 
leading up tothe grand entrance of the edi- 
fice. This ftaircafe has a very fine and fingu- | 
lar effect, anfwerabletothe magnificent remains 
of the re({t of the building. 

On afcending the upper fteps, the fpectator 
fees before him, at the diftance of 42 feet from 
the front wall of the ftaircafe, two grand por- 
tals, and as many columns. Thefe portals are 
twenty-two feet four inches in depth,. and 
thirteen feet four inchesin breadth. On the in- 
fide upon a kind of pilafter on each hand 1s a 
large figure in baflo relievo, they bear fome 
refemblance to the fphynx, and are twenty- 
two feet from the fore to the hinder legs, and 
fourteen feet anda halfhigh. The faces of 
thefe animals are broken off, and their bodies 
much damaged; but what is moft extraordi- 
nary, the breaft and fore-feet project from the 
pilatter. Thofe of the firft portal are turned 
towards the ftaircafe, and thofe of the fecond, 
each of which has wings, face the mountain. 
indeed it is impoflible to know what thele fi- 


gures, 
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gures, thus mutilated, were deligned to re 
prefent ; but the bodies have fome refemblance 
to that ofa horfe; but the reader will con- 
ceive a more perfect idea of thefe extraordinary 
pieces of antiquity, from the following cut. | 
taken from Mr. Le Bruyn’s drawings made oa |

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On the upper part of thefe pilafters are cha- 
racters, which from their {mallnefs and eleva- 
tion it is impoffible to diftnguifh. The height 
of the firft portal.is 39 feet, and that of the 
fecond 28; the pilafters ftand on a bafe five 
feet two itiches in height. | boas 

The twocolumns that appear between the 
portals are the leaft damaged of all, .particu- 
larly with refpeét to their capitals, and the 
other ornaments of the upper parts ; but the 
bafes are entirely covered over with earth. 
They are 14 feet in circumference, and rife to 
the height of 54 feet. They were formeriy 
two others between thefe and the laft portal, 
feveral pieces of which lie half buried in the 
ground. — 

At the diftance of 52 feet fouth of the fame 
portal is a large bafon for water, cut out ofa 
jingle ftone 20 feet long, and 17 feet five inches 
in breadth, and raifed three feet and a half 


above the furface of the floor. From this bafon — | 


to the northern wall is an extent of ground 
comprehending 1°50 paces in length, in which 
nothing is to be feen but the fragments of large 
ftones, and part of the fhaft of a column that is 
not fluted like the reft, and is twenty feet in 


circumference. Beyond this tract Of ground, 


and as far as the mountain, the earth is cover- 
ed with heaps of-ftones. 


Proceeding foythward. from the portals al-_ 
ready defcribed, you fee two other flights of 


me refembling the former, the one to the 
eaft and the other to the weft. On the upper 
part the wall is embeljifhed with foljage, = 
tas 
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the reprefentation of a lion rending a bull in 
baffo relievo, much larger than the life. There 
are alfo {mall figures on the middle wall. This 
ftaircafe is half buried under the earth. 

From hence extends a wall 45 feet in length, 
beyond the lower part of the ftaircafe, and 
then is an interval of 67 feet, extending to the 
weftern front, which correfponds with the 
other, and has three ranges of figures one over 
the other, with alion tearing an afs that hasa 
horn projecting from the forehead; and be- 
tween thefe animals and rows of figures is a 


{quare filled with antique characters, the up- 


permoft of which are defaced. The figures 
are lefs damaged in that part of the ftructure, 


9 where the ground is lower : but the wall which 
@ extends from the ftaircafe to the weftern front, 


has not any figures. On the other fide the 


@fiairs are three ranges of imall figures; . but 
@thofe in the upper row are only vifible from 

the wait downwards. ‘Thefe figures are only | 
™ two feet nine inches high, and the wall which 
Zis five feet three inches in height, has an ex- 
@tent of 98 feet. 


On the top of the fteps laft defcribed, is an 
entrance into an open place paved with large 
tones, whofe breadth.1s equal to the diftance 
from the ftaircafe to the firft columns, which 
omprehends the fpace of 22 feet 2 inches. 
Thete columns are difpofed into two ranges, 
each of which confift of fix pillars, but none 
of them are entire; there are alfoeight bates 
or pedeftals, and the ruins of fome others. 
At the diftance of 70 feet 8 inches, were for-

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merly fix rows of other pillars, each row con- 
fifling of fix: thefe thirty-fix pillars were like- 
wife 22 feet 2 inches diftant from each other;. 
but only feven of them are-now entire; how- 
ever, all the bafes of the others are ftanding. 
At the diftance of 70 feet 8 inches from thefe- 
rows of columns on the weft, towards the 
front of the ftaircafe, were once-twelve other. 
columns in two ranges, each of which con- 
tained fix, but only five are now remaining. 
The ground is there’ covered with the frag- 
ments of columns, and the ornaments that. 
ferved for their capitals; between which are 
pieces Of {culpture reprefenting camels on their 
kaees. On the top of one of the columns is 


a compartment reprefenting camels in that pof- 


ture. 
‘On advancing towasds the eaft, you are pre- 


fented. with a view of feveral ruins, confifting | 
of portals, paflages and windows. ‘The in-. | 


fides of the. portals are adorned with figures 
in bafs relief! Thefe ruins extend go paces. 
from eaft-to weft, and 125 from north to fouth, 


and are fixty paces both from the-columns and, | 


the mountains. In the middle of thefe ruins 


the earth is covered: with 76 broken columns ;. | 
nineteen of which ftill fupport their entable- — 
ture, their fhafts are formed of-four pieces, be-. | 


fides the bafe and capital. 


At the diftance of 118 feet from thefe co- | 
lumns to the fouth, is an edifice that rifes | 
higher than any other part of the. ruins, from. | 
its being fituated'on a hill. The front-wall, | 
which is. five feet feven inches high on that fide, 
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is compofed of a fingle range of ftones, fome 
of which are-eight feet deep ; and the wall ex- 
tends 113 feet from eaft to weft, but has nei- 
ther figures, nor ary other ornaments. How- 
ever, in the middle of the front are the ruins 
of a double ftaircafe, on the fides of which are 
feveral figures. The reft of the building was 
chiefly compofed of large and fmall portals, 
and is entirely deftroyed. The largeft of thefe 
portals is five feet wide, and five feet two in- 


‘ches deep. Among the reft, two portals appear 


to the north, with three niches or windows 
walled up. Under thefe portals are the figure 
of a man, and two women, down to the knees, 
for their legs are covered with the earth that is 
raifed againft them. Under the other gate 1s 
the figure of a man holding a lion by the 
mane. To the fouth is a porta! and four open 
windows, each of which is five feet nine inches 
wide, and eleven in height, including the cor- 
nice; their depth is equal to that of the grand 
portals. The two fides of this gate are carved 
with the figure of a man, with fomething on 
his head refembling a tiara. He is accompa- 
nied by two women, one of whom holds an 
umbrella over his head. On the infide three 
niches are coverea with ancient Perfian cha- 
racters. We fhall indulge the curious reader 
with two of thefe infcriptions. ‘The meaning 


of the laft is unknown; but the firft, which is 
ofa later date, fignifies, Strength is the gift of 
God alone. 
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There are two other gates to the weft that 
are-not covered; within one of thefe is the 
figure of a man fighting a bull; with his left 
hand he grafps a horn in his forehead, while 


with his right he plunges a dagger into his 


belly. On the other fide the figure, another 
man clafps the horn with his right hand, and 


ftabs the beaft with his left. The fecond 


portal has the figure of a man carved in the 


{ame manner with a winged deer, that has a 


horn in his forehead. Horns were anciently 
the emblems .of ftrength and majefty ; they 
were therefore given to the fun and moon; 
and Alexander was called by the Orientals, 
Dhulkarnam, or the horned, becaufe he made 
himfelf King of the horns of the fun, that is, 
of the eaft and the weft, 

Behind this edifice are the ruins of another, 
which exceed it in length by 38 feet. It has 
alfo niches and windows, the former of which 
are cut out of fingle ftones. A little to the 
fouth is a double flight of fteps, feparated by 
walls embellifhed with {mall figures and fo- 
liage. | 

Farther to the fouth, are fubterraneous paf- 
fages, into which none of the natives of the 
country dare to enter, though they are faid to 
contain great treafures; this is owing to a ge- 
neral perfuafion, that all the light carried into 
thefe places will go out of themfelves. This _ 
opinion did not however intimidate either Sir 
Sohn Chardin or Mr. Le Bruyn; they both exa- 
mined them with the utmoft care, and pro- 
cecded with lights through thefe paflages, till 


‘a they 
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ended in a narrow track, which extended a 
great length, and appear to have been origi- 
nally contrived for an aqueduct ; but its ftrait- 
nefs rendered it impoffible to be paffed. 

Still farther to the fouth are the remains of 
another edifice, which extend 160 feet from 
north to fouth, and 19 from weft to eaft. Ten 
portals belongin g to it are {till to be feen, to- 
gether with feven windows and forty enclofures, 
that were formerly covered rooins. In the 
middle are the bafes of thirty-fix columns in 
fix ranges, and the ground is covered with 
large ftones, under which were aqueducts. 

There anciently ftood another ftrnéture to 
the weftward of the laft-mentioned building. 
On the ruins of the wall, which itill rifes near 
two feet above the pavement, are cut the fi- 


gures of men in baffo relievo, "each reprefented | 
with alance. -‘The ground enclofed by thiswall | 
contains a number of round ftones that were | 


the bafes of columns. 


On the eaft fide of thefe laft ruins are the 
remains of a beautiful ftaircafe, fixty feet in | 


length, refembling that of the front wall: 


but though moft of the fteps are deitroyed by 
time, the wall that feparates the two flights is | 
fill eight feet in height, and adorned with’ 
figures almoft as big as the life. ‘The front | 
contains the reprefentation of a lion encounter-| 
ing a bull: there are alfo lions of the fame

both of them accompanied with characters and

‘They are three feet four inches 
high: but the feated figure is much larger than 
the life. Above this are feveral ornamental 
ranges of foliage, the loweft.of which is inter- 
mixed with fmall lions, and the higheft with 
oxen. Over thefe ornaments is a little winged 
figure, which holds inits left hand fomething 
that refembles a {mall glafs, and makes a fig- 
nal‘with its right. Thefe portals are twelve 
feet five inches in breadth, and ten feet four 
inches deep, and the higheft of the pilafters is 
from twenty-eight to thirty feet. On the two 
towards the north a man is feated, with a per- 
-fon behind him, like the preceding figures, 
and behind this are two other men holding in 
their hands fomething that is broken; before 
the: figure reprefented fitting are two other fi- 
-gures, one«vith his hands placed on his lips 
with an air of falutation, and the other hold- 
ing a {mall veffel. Above thefe figures is a 
_ ftone filled with ornaments, and below are 
five ranges of figures, three feet in height; 
thefe are a band.of foldiers armed in different 
manners.. From the foot of thefe mountains 
you have a full view of all the ruins, except 
the walls and ftaircafes that cannot here be 
feen; and the whole appears as in the large 
late. | 
. No‘other difference is obfervable in the co- 
lumns, except that fome of them have capita!s 
and others have not; with refpeé tothe eleva- 
tion of thofe that are perfect, they are all from 
70 to 72 feet high, and are 18 feet five inches 
an circumference, except thofe near the firft 
portals, 
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portals. The bafes are round, and 24 feet five 
inches in circumference; thefe are four feet 
three inches high, and the lower moulding is 
one foot five inches thick. ‘They have three 
forts of ornaments, which may be termed ca- 
pitals. In order to afford as perfect an idea as 
poflible of the fingular architeCture obferved 
in this palace, we have for the fatisfaction of 
the curious, given a cut or two of thefe capi- 
tals: onein its prefent ftate, and the other, as 
it muft have appeared before it was injured by 
time, 2 
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Befides the baffo relievos already mentioned: 
there are many others, particularly the repre- 
fentation of a triumph, or a proceffion of peo- 
ple bearing prefents to a King, confifting of a 
great number of figures, with fome led horfes, 
an empty chariot, a led camel, @c. Thedra- 
pery of all the human figures in this edifice is 
extremely fingular, and has no relation to that 
of theancient Greeks and Romans, ‘Their mi- 
litary habits are agreeable to the mode of the 
Perfiansand Medes. Therules of art are not ob- 
ferved in the figures, fince no mufcles are vi- 
fible in the naked parts, and the figures them- 
felves have a heavy air: nothing has been ob- 
ferved but the contours, and this neglect caufes 
them to appear itiffand inelegant: the drape- 
nies have alfo the fame defeéts, and the whole 
has a taftelefs famenefs. However, the propor- 
tions have been finely kept, both in the great 


and {mall figures, which proves that thofe who. 


made them were not eniirely deftitute of ca- 
pacity, but were probably obliged to be too 
expeditious to finifi them with proper care. 
The ornaments mutt, however, be acknow-. 


ledged to be exceeding beautiful, as well as the 


chairs in which fome figures are feated, not-. 


withitanding their being now much impaired.,. 


It is therefore probable that there might be 
formerly fome fine fragments that have been 


fince deftroyed. Befides the generality of the: 


ftones are polifhed like a mirrour, particularly 
thofe within the portals, and that compofe the 


windows and pavements. ‘Thefe are of differ-. 
ent colours, as yellow, white, grey, red, deep.. 
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blue, and in fome places black; but the ftones 
of the greateft part of the edifice are of a clear 
blue. | ss 

Indeed every thing chabpe gg with the 
grandeur and magnificence of a great King’s 


palace, to which the images and relievos give 


a furprifing air of majefty. It is ceftain there 
have been very ftately portals and grand gal- 
leries to afford a communication with all the 
detached parts of the ftruéture; moft of the 


columns -whofe remains are ftilt fo beautiftil, 


were evidently intended to fupport thofe gal- 
leries, and there even feems to be {till fome re- 
mains of the royal apartments. In a word, 
the magnificence of thefe ruins cam never be 
fufficiently admired, and this ftruéturemuift un- 
doubtedly have coft immenfe treafures. This 
palace, which -was the glory of all the eaft, 
owed its deftruétion to the debauchery and 
frenzy of Alexander the Great, who after he had 


prelerved it from the ravages of war, above - 


2000 years ago, reduced it to afhes at the fol- 
licitations of T/ais a Grecian courtezan, 
There are two ancient tombs of the King’s 
near the mountain, one to the north, and the 
ether to the fouth, both of them are hewn out 
of the rock, arid are noble fragments of anti- 
quity. Their fronts are covered with figures 
and other ornaments. ‘The form of both is 


nearly the fame, and therefore a defcription of | 


that to the north will ferve. That part 
of the tomb on which the. figures are carved 
is forty feet wide: the height is almoft equal 
to the width below, and the rock extends on 


each. 
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each fide to the diftance of fixty paces. Below 
a range of four columns fupport the entabla- 
tire on their capitals, each of wliichis com- 
pofed of thevheads of two oxen as far as the 
breaft, with the fore-legs bent on the top of 
each column. The gate, which is furrounded 

with ornaments, is placed between two of thefe 
columns in the middle, but is at prefent almoft 
clofed up. Above the columns is the cornice 
and entablature, adorned with eighteen {mall 
lions in bafs relief, nine on each fide advance 
ing towards the middle, where there is a {mall 
ornament refembling avafe. Above the lions 
are two ranges of figures, almoft as large as the 
life, fourteen in each range, armed and lifting 
up their hands, as if to fupport the building 
_-above them; and on the fide isan ornament 
fomewhat in the form of a pillar, with the 
head of fome animal that has only. one horn. 
Above this is another gornice ornamented with 
leaves. On the left, where the wall projects, 
are three rows of niches, one above each other, 
each of them containing two figures, armed 
with lances, and three others on the fide armed 
jn the fame manner.’ There are likewife two 
on the right fide with their left hands placed 
on their beards, and the right on their body; 
on the fide of thefe are three others in the 
fame difpofition as thofe on the other fide. At 
fome diftance below, and between thefe figures 
and an ornament that has fome diftant re- 
femblance of around pillar, there is another 
figure on each fide, very much impaired. A- 


bove on three fteps flands a fi that has the 
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air of a King, pointing at fomething with his 
right hand, and holding a kind of bow in 
his left. Before him is an altar, on which an 
offering is made, from whence the flames are | 
repreiented afetending. Above this altar ap- 
pears the moon, and it is faid, that there was 
ence a fun behind the figure; but nothing of 
it is now to be feen. In the middle, and above 
all this appears a {mall myftic figure, that is 
alfo to be feen in feveral parts of the other 
buildings. 

Two ledgues from thefe ruins is a place. 
called Noxi Ruffian, but the traveller is obliged 
to take a large circuit to go thither; becaufea 
river croffes the country, whieh can only be 
pafied over a bridge, that is at a confiderable 
diftance: the plain is alfo cut into a variety of 
{mall ‘canals, that are fo many impediments to 
travellers in their way thither, In this place 
are four tombs of perfons of eminence amon 
the ancient Perfiaxs, that much refemble thoff 
of Perfepolis; only they arecut much higherin | 
the rock, This place receives its name from | 
one Ruffian, whofe figure is there carved to per- 
petuate his memory. He is faid to have been | 
a potent Prince of an immenfe ftature; for it 

| _ is pretended that he was forty cubits high ; and 
according to the fame ridiculous tradition he 
is faid to live 1113 yedrs. 

The tombs have their bafes eighteen feet 
above the furface of the caufeway, and rife ae 
bout four times that height, and the rock is 
twice as high as the tombs, which are fixty 

feet wide in the middle, Under each tomb is a

feparate table, filled with large figures in low 
relief; and on two of thefe tables are fome 
traces of men fighting on horfeback. Between 
thefe tombs are three other tables covered with 
figures, among. which js a man on horfeback 
preceded by two others, and followed by a 
third, which is almoft defaced. There are alfo 
fome figures in the {pace between the two laf 
works, and three Guid the third, two of which 
hold out their hands to each other. One of 
thefe is a woman, and both of them are half 
buried in the earth. 

Thefe tornbs poffefs an extent of 280 paces, 
and at fixty paces diftance from the firft of 
them is a lit le {quare building, The figure 
of a man on horfeback, between the two 
fombs, and in the middle of the fourth niche, 
has his hair fhaped according to our mode 
with a crown upon his head, and a point 
bonnet: rifing above it. He is dreffed after the 
Roman manner, and has a large fword by hig 
fide, with the hilt in his left hand; his right 
4s prefented to a perfon beforehim. The third 
figure, which is alfo dreffedin the Roman mane 
ner, opens his hands like a fuppliant. 

The figures half buried appear on the fide of 
the third tomb, and two of thém have their 
harids placed in a kind of circle. That in the 
middle, which is on horfeback, reprefents Rz/~ 
tan ina Roman drefs; he has likewife a bonnet 
and an ornameit like a crown, with flowing 
hair, a large beard, and his left hand upon the 
hilt of his word: But notwithftanding the pre- 
fence of his prodigious ftature, he = 
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his horfe are of the common fize. - Before hine. | 
is the figure of.a, woman with ‘flowing hair ; 
fhe likewife wears.a crown. She is dreffed like. 
Pallas, and fupports part of her drapery with - 
her. left hand. The third: figure reprefents a: 
military man, -with a tiara on his head, and. . 
his left hand -likewife: grafps the hilt of his 
{word. "The fifth compartment is an amper- 
fect appearance of figures fightingon horfeback, 
All thefe are carved in the rock.” 
~ On the wettern fide. of ‘this mountain, at 
200 paces diftance, are two tables with figures, 
likewife cut in the rock, ‘“That.to the left re- 
prefents two. men on horfeback, one of whom 
grafps a circle, of which the other has quitted 
the hold. Some pretend that the firft is Alex- 
ander, and the other Darius, who by this action 
Tefigns to him the empire, Others fay, thefe 
figures reprefent two potent Princes or Genes 
4als, who, after being engaged in a long war, 
without obtaining any advantage over each O- 
ther, at laft agreed, that he. who fhould wref 
this circle out of his competitor’s hand, fhould 
be acknowledged’ the victor, But no Arels | 1S 
to be. laid on thefe ftories.. . 

The tomb faid to have been that,of Nax? 

Ruftan, evidently, appears to be. that made by 
Darius Hyfafses, from its exaétly correfpond. 
ing with the defcription given of it by Crefus 
in his hiftory of Perfa, after Herodotus; and 
with that of Diodorus Siculusy ; 
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
